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N selecting material for the Ninth Series of Archives it was 

thought logical to continue the Minutes of the Executive 
Department published in the sixteen volumes of the Colonial 
Records, which include the Minutes of the Provincial Council 
from “the 10th of the First Month 1682-3” to December 9, 
1775; the Minutes of the Council of Safety from June 30, 1775, 
to March 17, 1777, and the Minutes of the Supreme Executive 
Council from March 4, 1777, to December 20, 1790. 


The Minutes of the Ninth Series begin with the administra- 
tion of Thomas Mifflin as Governor under the Constitution of 
1790. It was natural that he should follow the methods used 
by the Supreme Executive Council, of which he was President. 
It will be observed that the last Minutes of the Council, as 
published in Volume 16 of the Colonial Records, is dated 
December 20, 1790, and the first volume of this Series bears 
date December 21, 1790. 


This Series is not to be confused with the Governor’s Papers 
published in the Fourth Series of Archives, and which include 
addresses, messages to the General Assembly, proclamations, 
and correspondence of the Governors. 


The Ninth Series includes the miscellaneous acts of the 
Executive, among which are accounts approved, appointments, 
commissions issued, incorporations, rolls of the officers of the 
militia, opinions of the Attorneys General, licenses granted, 


pardons, proclamations, and decisions regulating roads and 
rivers. 


The original manuscript books from which the records are 
taken are in the Archives Division of the State Library and 
consist of fifteen volumes of manuscript books in excellent 
condition, covering in full the administrations of Mifflin, Mc- 
Kean, Snyder, Findlay, Heister, Shulze and Wolf, and that of 
Ritner up to March 21, 1838. 


It has been the aim of the editor to repreduce as aceurately 
as possible’ the eccentricities of style used in the manuscript, 
and where there are errors in the original text the copy is 
accurately reproduced with an explanation of the mistakes.

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Executive Minutes 
Tuesday December 21st 1790. 


Agreeably to the Constitution established by the late Con- 
vention for the Government of this State on the second of 
September 1790, the Speaker of the Senate of this Common- 
wealth did, on the eighteenth day of December in the year 
of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety, in the 
Senate Chamber, in this State house in the City of Phila- 
delphia, open the Returns of the Election of a Governor of 
the said Commonwealth to him directed, and did publish 
the same, in the presence of the Members of both Houses of 
the Legislature, conformably to the said Constitution, and 
upon counting the Votes by a Teller appointed by each House, 
it appeared, that Thomas Mifflin had a majority of Votes, 
and the same being certified by the Speaker and Members 
of the Senate, and by the Speaker and Members of the House 
of Representatives, in General Assembly met, the said 
Thomas Mifflin was thereupon declared to be duly elected, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

The Governor was introduced into the Senate Chamber, 
and being seated in the front of the Speakers of both Houses 
of the Legislature, The Chief Justice of the Commonwealth, 
in the presence of both Houses, administered, in due form, 
to Thomas Mifflin, the oath required by the Constitution of 
this Commonwealth to qualify him to perform the duties of 
Governor; and he also administered, in like form, an oath 
to support the Constitution of the United States; which said 
oaths severally were taken and subscribed by the said Thomas 
Mifflin, the Governor elect. , 

Proclamation of the said Election of a Governor was then 
made at the Court House—and the following order of Proces- 
sion observed:

The Governor—the Speaker and Members of the Senate, 
and the Speaker and Members of the House of Representa- 
tives, returned to the Senate Chamber, when the Governor, 
having addressed both Houses of the Legislature, retired; 
and a joint Committee of both Houses of the Legislature 
attended him to his dwelling house, according to the direc- 
tions of the said Houses, 





Wednesday December 22nd, 1790. 
The Governor haying stated the following case, for the 
opinion of the Justices of the Supreme Court 
afasevovaton epee iehs tO! Wit WG ae chee 
Case for the Opinion of the Judges. 
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By the operation of the existing Constitution, the late 
Legislative authority of this Commonwealth was dissolved, 
on the second day of September 1790; but, it was provided 
by the second section of a Schedule annexed to the Consti- 
tution, that the President and Supreme executive Council 
should continue to exercise the Executive Authority as here- 


tofore, untill the third Tuesday in the present Month: And 


by the third section of the same Schedule, it is declared 
that all Officers in the appointment of the Executive depart- 





ment, shall continue in the exercise of the duties of their 
respective Offices, until the first day of September 1791. 

The twentieth section of the former Constitution, among 
other things, provides, that the President and Council should 
supply every vacancy in any Office, occasioned by death, 
resignation, removal, or disqualification, until, the Office could 
be filled in the time and manner directed by Law, or the 
Constitution. 


Several Officers, whose appointments the late Constitution 
had directed to be made by the Legislature, being virtually 
removed by the above mentioned dissolution of the authority 
which had appointed them, the Executive Council, in persu- 
ance of their recited power, to supply all vacancies, and of 
the said temporary continuance of their authority, re-ap- 
pointed such Officers to their respective Offices: Since that 
re-appointment, however, the Legislature has been assembled, 
the Governor proclaimed, and the new Constitution put into 
actual operation. 


Upon this Statement, the Governor refers the following 
questions to the Judges of the Supreme Court, for their 
opinion :— 

1st. Whether the Officers re-appointed by the Executive 
Council, in the manner above stated, ought to continue 
in the exercise of their respective Offices, until the first 
day of September 1791, in consequence of the provision 
contained in the third Section of the said Schedule; Or, 
as the Officers were not originally in the appointment 
of the Dxecutive department, and the re-appointments 
were only made under a qualified power to supply vacan- 
cies, whether such reappointments did not cease to be 
valid upon the meeting of the present Legislature? 

2nd If the Judges shall be of opinion, that such re- 
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appointments have ceased to be valid, they will be 
pleased to declare, whether the Governor, in order to 
prevent the public inconveniency of a sudden suspension 
of business in several important Offices may legally by 


a general Proclamation authorize and require the Officers 


concerned, to continue in the exercise of their respective 
duties until farther notice? 


The Register General was appointed by the late Legisla- 
ture; but the existing Constitution declares, in the eighth 
section of the third Article, that the Governor shall appoint 
all Officers, whose Offices are established by the Constitution, 
or shall be established by Law, and whose appointments are 
not therein otherwise provided for: The opinion of the 
Judges is, therefore, likewise requested upon this question ;— 

3rd, Whether the appointment of the Register Gen- 
eral of this Commonwealth, ought not now, to be made 





by the Governor? 


The Governor, having requested the opinion of the Justices 
of the Supreme Court touching the Seal that ought to be 
affixed to a Proclamation, which he had in contemplation to 
issue, received the following answer: to wit. 

“Judge Bryan begs leave to acquaint His Excellency the 
Governor, “as early as may be that last evening he consulted 
Mr. Chief Justice concerning the seal to be used in issuing 
the proposed proclamation for continuing the Registers of 
Wills and Recorders of Deeds; and to say, that, in the pres- 
ent exigence of the absence of the Great Seal, the Governor 
should apply his seal at Arms to the purpose.” 


Thursday December 23rd 1790. 


This day the following Proclamation was issued by the 
Governor ........ Pennsylvania Ss By Thomas Mifflin Gover- 
nor of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania: 


A Proclamation. 


Whereas the Speaker and Members of the Senate of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and the Speaker and Mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives of the same Common- 
wealth, did duly Certify, that the Speaker of the said Senate, 
on the eighteenth day of December, in the year of our Lord 
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one thousand seven hundred and ninety, in the Senate Cham- 
ber, in the City of Philadelphia, opened the returns of the 
Hlection of a Governor of the said Commonwealth, to him 
directed, and published the same, in the presence of both 
Houses of the Legislature, comformably to the Constitution 
of the said Commonwealth; and that upon counting the Votes 
by a teller appointed by each House, it appeared that Thomas 
Mifflin had a Majority of Votes; Whereupon the said Thomas 
Miffiin was declared to be duly elected Governor of the said 
Commonwealth; and, having first taken the oaths of Office, 
was accordingly, on the twenty-first day of December instant, 
publicly proclaimed Governor thereof: Now in pursuance of 
the trust reposed in me the said Thomas Mifflin, and for pre- 
venting all failures in the administration of Justice, I have 
thought fit to publish, and do hereby publish and declare, 
that all commissions heretofore issued by the late executive 
authority of the said Commonwealth, to the several Recorders 
of deeds and Registers for the Probate of Wills and granting 
letters of administration, which were in force on the twentieth 
day of December instant, shall so continue and remain, till 
my farther order shall be signified therein, And that all 
persons whosoever, who on the said twentieth day of Decem- 
ber were duly and lawfully possessed of, or invested in, any 
Office, place, or employment, within the Commonwealth afore- 
said, by virtue of any such Commission, shall continue to 
hold and enjoy the same,- until they shall be determined by 
me, or by other sufficient authority; Hereby directing and 
requiring all Judges, Justices, and other Officers, whomsoever, 
that they do not fail to proceed in the performance, and 
execution of all duties belonging to their respective Offices 
within the Commonwealth aforesaid, for the safety, peace, 
and good order, of the same. 

Given under my hand and seal this twenty-third day of 
December, in the year of our Lord, one thousand seven hun- 
dred and ninety, and in the fifteenth year of the Independence 
of America—Thomas Mifflin. 


God save the Commonwealth. 


Tuesday December 28th 1790. 


The Governor, attended by a joint Committee of the two 
houses of the Legislature, proceeded to the Senate Chamber, 
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where the Senate and House of Representatives were con- 
vened, and delivered an address to them—upon the present 
State of the Commonwealth, after which he retired, attended 
by the same Committee. 


Thursday December 30th 1790. 


The Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of Philadelphia, being 
introduced to the Governor, presented an address congratulat- 
ing him upon his election, to which he returned the following 
answer. 

To the Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens of Philadelphia. 
Gentlemen, The expectation which has been raised through- 
out the State, that union in political sentiment, and the 
advancement of the happiness of the Citizens of Pennsyl- 
vania, will be the result of the Constitution lately established, 
is a striking proof of the merits of that Constitution, while 
it affords a pleasing subject for congratulation. 

The voice of the People, which is, indeed, the only legitimate 
origin of Government, has, on this occasion, dictated a sys- 
tem, so justly formed, as, at once, to secure the energy of 
Iixecutive Power,—the Wisdom of Legislative councils, and 
the blessings of Public Liberty; And, although I enter with 
great diffidence upon the arduous duties of the department, 
which the confidence of my Fellow Citizens has allotted to 
my care, I cannot be insensible Gentlemen to the very 
obliging Satisfaction, which you have expressed upon my 
election ; nor can I suppress a sincere Declaration, that it will 
be my endeavour, as well as my Pride, to Justify your good 
Opinion, by a faithfull Administration of the public affairs, 
and a constant attention to the Security of Public and of 
Private Rights. 

The Benefits which the Citizens enjoy, under the useful 
Regulations, that have been introduced into the Police of the 
City, since its incorporation, are universally acknowledged ; 
and, while they entitle you to the approbation and applause 
of your constituents, must ensure the Support and Patronage 
of every Department of Government. 

For my Part, Gentlemen, I shall always consider a Co- 
operation in the measures, which the Laws and Constitution 
of our Country authorize you to pursue, for the Ease and 
comfort of our Fellow Citizens, as one important Means of 
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rendering my administration Honorable to myself, and ad- 
vantageous to the State.

The Trustees and the Faculty of the University of the 
State of Pennsylvania, being introduced to the Governor, 
presented an address, congratulating him upon his election ;

a Government, which, depending in all its departments upon 
the will of the People, must be successful, in proportion to the 
degree of knowledge, that is diffused among them. 

Every attention and countenance therefore, Gentlemen, which 
I can show to the liberal institution under your care, will, in 
my opinion, be as much a duty to the public, as a tribute to 
your merit: And I fervently wish,—....................8. 
that, having enlightened the minds of the rising Generation, 
and extended the Literary fame of Pennsylvania, you may 
severally reap the great reward of true patriotism, the testi- 
mony of a good conscience and the applause of your Country.

Joseph Hart, who was on the fifteenth of October last ap- 
pointed Coroner of the County of Bucks, by the late Supreme 
executive Council, having this day sent in his resignation of 
that Office, the same was accepted by the Governor. 

The Governor thereupon appointed John Hough (the next 
on the return) Coroner of the County of Bucks. 

In Conformity with the Act of Assembly passed the fifth 
day of March last entitled “An Act relating to the sureties to 
be given by Sheriffs and Coroners” John Hough appeared 
before the Governor and entered into a Recognizance in the 
sum of one thousand ‘pounds for the faithfull discharge of his 
Office of Coroner of the County of Bucks according to Law, 
and he offered as his sureties Colonel Joseph Hart and John 
Carr Commissioners, who were accepted as such. 

The Governor, having requested the opinion of the Justices 
of the Supreme Court on the following Question to wit— 

Whether the Supreme Executive Authority of the Common- 
wealth, can remit a fine or forfeiture, that is specially appro- 
priated, by an Act of Assembly to the use of the Overseers of 
the poor or for the benefit of any particular institution ? 

The said Justices returned the following answer in writing, 
to wit “We have maturely considered the question stated by 
his Excellency the Governor for our opinion, and are clear, 
that the Supreme Executive Authority of the Commonwealth 
cannot remit a fine, or forfeiture, that is specially appro- 
priated by an Act of Assembly, to the use of the Overseers 
of the poor or for the benefit of any particular institution.

The Governor, taking into consideration the several com- 
plaints exhibited against Thomas Stokely Hsquire, for mis- 
behaviour in his Office, as Register of Wills and Recorder 
of deeds, in the County of Washington, was pleased 
to appoint James Marshall, James Hdgar, and John Wilkins 
junior Hsquires, to investigate the several complaints against 
the said Register and Recorder, as they relate to his official 
transactions—and algo as they relate to his private character; 
—and a Letter was written to the said—Gentlemen, inclosing 
an abstract of the said complaints, and containing instruc- 
tions to proceed to the said investigation, and to make a 
report in writing of the Result of their enquiries. 





Friday January 14th 1791. 


Robert Loller Esquire, who was on the twenty third of 
December last reappointed Register of Wills and Recorder 
of deeds in and for the County of Montgomery, appeared 
and offered as his sureties for the faithfull performance of 
the said Office according to Law, Joseph Hiester, Gabriel 
Heister, and Jacob Morgan, Hsquires, who were accepted by 
the Governor as such. 

The Governor this day issued a warrant, directed to James 
Trimble, authorizing him to affix the Seals of the State to 
all public instruments, and to attest the same.—This day 
the Governor approved and signed “An Act for transferring 
certain powers excercised by the late President and Supreme 
Executive Council to the Governor of this Commonwealth.” 


Monday January 17th 1791. 


A Letter was this day written by the Governor to John 
Nicholson Esquire, Comptroller General, inclosing a Copy of 
a Letter received from Alexander Hamilton Esquire, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury of the United States, dated the four- 
teenth of this Month, requesting to be informed, what sums, 
in final settlements Certificates, were paid over to the several 
states, by the Agents for settling the accounts of their re- 
spective Lines in the late Army é&ca and directing Mr. 
Nicholson to furnish such information as soon as may be, 
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in order that the same may be transmitted to Mr. Hamilton 
without delay. 

John Hoge and David Stewart Esquires, Members of the 
General Assembly, were offered and accepted as sureties for 
Andrew Henderson’s faithfull performance of the Offices of 
Register of Wills and Recorder of Deeds, in and for the 
County of Huntingden. 

Nathaniel Falconer and Samuel Hodgdon were also accepted 
as sureties for Timothy Pickering’s faithful performance of 
his Office of Register of Wills and Recorder of Deeds, in and 
for the County of Luzerne. 

A Return of the General HBlection of Sheriffs and Coroners 
—held in the County of Allegany—was_ this day received 
by which it appears, that James Morrison and William Wil- 
son have been duly elected Sheriffs, and David Watson and 
William Hlliott Coroners :—Whereupon the Governor was 
pleased to appoint—James Morrison Sheriff, and David Wat- 
son Coroner of the said County. 

The Governor having received a representation, respecting 
the Case of a Negro Mary (who was supposed to have been 
kidnapped) from the Society for the abolition of Slavery, 
transmitted the same, with the vouchers, to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, requiring him to proceed at Law against the offenders. 

A Pardon was this day granted by the Governor to Wil- 
liam Dickinson, 

The fine of ten pounds imposed upon William Henderson, 
jupon his being convieted of keeping a tipling house, was this 
day remitted by the Governor. 

The several fines due to the Commonwealth from Hugh 
Q’Hara, Andrew Thompson, Mary Walker, and Ambrose Con- 
ner, who are now confined in the Jail of the City and County 
of Philadelphia, for Larceny—were also remitted by the 
Governor, 

Upon Application of Thomas Leiper, a Commission of Bank- 
rupt under the great Seal, and signed by the Governor, was 
this day issued against George Gray and Robert Gray, of 
the Township of Kingsessing, in the County of Philadelphia, 
Seedsmen, Dealers and Chapmen, 





Tuesday January 18th 1791, 
General Richard Butler, and James O’Harra, were offered, 
and accepted, as sureties for James Morrison Esquire, who 
was yesterday appointed Sheriff of the County of Allegany, 
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General Richard Butler by Letter dated January the seven- 
teenth 1790, informed the Governor, that James Morrison 
Esqr, Sheriff of the County of Allegany, is prevented from 
attending in Philadelphia to enter into a Recognizance, as 
the Act of Assembly of the fifth day of March last directs— 
and requesting that James Brison, John Wilkins, and George

The Comptroller and Register Generals Reports upon the 
account of Matthew Gregg Waggon Master of Cumberland 
County for his services in procuring waggons and horses from 
March the third 1778 until October the twenty third 1779 for 
public service by which it appears that the sum of twenty 
eight pounds eleven shillings and nine pence is now due to 
him was approved by the Governor—a further charge amount- 
ing to eleven pounds twelve shillings and six pence was made 
by Mr. Gregg—but postponed by the Comptroller and Register 
for want of vouchers. ‘ 

William Brown and James Potter Hsquires of the County 
of Mifflin were offered and accepted as sureties for Samuel 
Hdmiston Esquire who was on the twenty third day of De- 
ecember last reappointed Register of Wills and Recorder of 
Deeds in and for the County aforesaid.

An Order was drawn upon the Treasurer and signed by 
the Governor in favor of Cornplanter Half Town and Big Tree 
Chiefs of the Seneca Nation of Indians for the sum of eight 
hundred dollars being a Grant of the Legislature by their Act 
dated the first Instant to the said Chiefs in trust for the 
use of the whole Seneca Nation of Indians and in full Satis- 
faction of all claims and demands whatsoever made by the 
said Seneca Nation against this Commonwealth. 

A Release or Quit Claim to the Commonwealth was then 
duly executed by the said Chiefs in behalf of themselves and 
the whole Seneca Nation—according to the directions of the 
said Act of Assembly. 

The Governor also sent instructions to the Surveyor Gen- 
eral for surveying the three Tracts of Land granted to Corn- 
planter by the Act of Assembly which was approved and 
signed on the first of February instant. 


Thursday February 4th 1791. 


The Comptroller and Register Generals Reports upon the 
following accounts were approved by the Governor Vizt. 

Of Thomas Robinson for eight Months pay for his services 
as Town Major in the Town of Northumberland—commencing 
the twenty ninth day of July 1779 and for Rations during 
that time amounting to forty pounds fourteen shillings and 
nine pence. 

Of Jacob Meyers Waggon Master of the fourth Battalion 
district of Berks County for his services in collecting sundry 
Brigates of Teams and conducting them to the Head Quarters 
of the Army between the twelfth of April 1779 and twentieth 
of February 1780 and for four hundred and eighty six 
Rations amounting to twenty pounds seventeen shillings and 
seven pence.

the first of March 1791 and for a ballance due upon his ac- 
count of expences in bringing the said Chiefs to Philadelphia.

The Governer haying stated the following case for the 
opinion of the Justices of the Supreme Court to wit. 

The Commissioners of the County of Allegany have adver- 
tized that the Lands in that County belonging to non-resident 
Holders will be sold on the fifteenth of March next for the 
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payment of the arrearages of Taxes; and it is represented 
to the Governor that the said Holders are desirous of pay- 
ing the said Tract, but that the Commissioners will not re- 
ceive the same without being likewise paid three shillings 
on each tract of Land for charges. 

The Commissioners of Allegany have not transmitted to the 
Treasurer of the State any list directed by the Act of the 
cleventh of Sep 1786; but they have made a publication 
agreeably to the Act of the sixth of April 1790. 

On the preceding circumstances the following Questions 
are proposed 

1st Question Whether the Commissioners are authorized 
to make the charge of three shillings on each Tract? 

2nd, Question Whether the Commissioners having complied 
with the Act of the sixth of April 1790 though not with the 
Act of the eleventh of April 1786 can proceed to make sale 
of the unsseated Lands? 

8rd Whether the twenty six weeks mentioned in the Act 
of the sixth of April 1790, is to be computed from the day 
of publishing the particular Tracts in dispupe or from the 
day of beginning to publish the general list of Tracts on 
which taxes are due? 

4th Whether, in case the Commissioners should have pro- 
ceeded erroneously, and the sale advertized as aforesaid 
should be contrary to Law the Governor can Legally direct 
the same to be suspended February 24th 1791 

To which the said Justices gave their opinion in writing 
as follows Vizt. 

Sir We have had under our consideration the Memorial 
of the owners of Lands in the County of Allegany, who do 
not reside therein relating to payment of Taxes and expences 
on the same, and the Questions, which your Excellency has 
been pleased to propose thereon to the Justices of the Su- 
preme Court. But when we reflected that if our answer to 
the fourth Question should be in the negative it might be 
of Little avail to give our opinion on the others; and further, 
that any opinion respecting them, given out of Court, might 
by some be construed improper, as it is very probable con- 
troversies upon similar proceedings of Commissioners and the 
Treasurers with regard to taxes in other Counties, may have 
arisen and actions be brought before us judicially we con- 
ceived your Excellency would excuse our silence. 

Indeed we think that the Governor ought not to be applied 
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to respecting private or even public wrongs, where redress 
can be had by the Laws in the ordinary course of Justice 
Complaints against Sheriffs or other Officers, for an errone- 
ous excercise of their authority, might with equal reason be 
exhibited to him in the first instance as in the present case. 
Perhaps the views of the Memorialists might be answered 
by consulting Council learned in the Law and forwarding 
their opinion to the Commissioners

A Licence to follow the employment of Pedlar or hawker 
within this Commonwealth on foot—was granted by the Goy- 
ernor to Frederick Albrecht Foye. 

The fine of five pounds due to the Commonwealth which 
was imposed upon Mary Martin upon being convicted in the 
County of Chester of a misdemeanor—was remitted—it ap- 
pearing that her time of Servitude is expired—and that she 
is well recommended. 


Friday March 25th 1791. 
The Comptroller and Register Generals Report upon the 
accounts of Francis Bailey for Printing the Lists of Taxes 
(due upon unseated Lands in the Counties of Northumber-

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas J have received authentic information, that on 
the ninth Instant, a body of armed men entered the terri- 
tory of this Commonwealth, and, in a Lawless and unpro- 
voked manner attacked a party of Friendly Indians who 
were peaceably Assembled for the purposes of Trade, at a 
Block House on the West side of Beaver Creek, in the 
County of Allegany and then and there murdered three 
Men and one woman belonging to the said party of Indians, 
and Committed divers other Acts of violence and Plunder.- 


And whereas The Honor and reputation of the Govern- 
ment, the Peace and security of its Citizens, and the obliga- 
tions of Justice and Humanity require, that the perpetrators 
of an Offence so atrocious should be speedily discovered and 
severely punished, I have therefore thought it proper to 
issue this Proclamation, hereby offering a Reward of one 
thousand dollars to any person or persons who shall cover 
apprehend and secure the Men, or any of them, who were 
guilty of the murders aforesaid to be paid upon conviction 
of the said Murders, or any of them 


Hereby Further requiring and Commanding all Judges Jus- 
tices, Sheriffs, Coroners, Constables and other officers, ac- 
cording to the duties of their respective Offices and Stations 
to be vigilent in enquiring after and bringing the said mur- 
derers, and every of them to Justice.- 

Given under my Hand and the Seal of the State at Phila- 
delphia, this twenty-ninth day of March, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety one and of the 
Commonwealth the fifteenth.-

Presley Neville Esquire was this day appointed by the Gover- 
nor to be Lieutenant of the County of Allegany in the room of 
General Richard Butler and a Commission under the Great 
Seal was issued accordingly.

Thursday April 14th 1791. 

John Neville and Matthew Richie Esquires were accepted as 
sureties for Presley Neville who was yesterday appointed 
Lieutenant of the County of Allegany 

A Pardon was granted by the Governor to William May 
who was convicted of Larceny in October 1789 and is now 
confined in the Jail of the City and County of Philadelphia 
on condition of his Leaving this State forth with not to re- 
turn. 

Upon the Recommendation of John Sellars, Richard Riley, 
and Hugh Loyd Members of the General Assembly William 
Brooke Esquire was appointed and Commissionated by the 
Governor to be Lieutenant of the County of Delaware in the 
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Room of Luke Morris who was appointed Lieutenant of that 
County by the late Supreme Executive Council and who de- 
clined to Act. 

Agreeably to an Act of the General Assembly passed on the

Oswald and Richard Fullerton in the form prescribed in and 
by the said Act of Assembly.

sum of two pounds and Mary Brown the sum of one pound ten 
shillings.

Steinmets; and that the said Sheriff made Return to the said 
Court; by inguisition under his hand and seal and the hands 
and Seals and by the oaths and affirmation, of twelve honest 
and Lawful Men of his Bailiwick, whereby it was, that the 
value of the said described Lot of ground sold by the Common- 
wealth aforesaid was exclusive of the Buildings and improve- 
ments thereon made, of the value of two thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty five pounds; That he had assigned on the 
oath and affirmation of the Jury aforesaid to the said Rich- 
ard Peters, divers of the unappropriated Lots in the said 
City, in part satisfaction of his said claim, to the value of 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty nine pounds, three 
shillings and nine pence and that there were not on the day 
of issuing the said writ, any other or more of the said un- 
appropriated Lots within the said City, which could be as- 
signed to the said Richard Peters in Lieu and Satisfaction

The Governor having on the nineteenth instant referred 
certain Questions for the opinion of the Attorney General; 
this day received the Answers; which Questions and answers 
were as follows to wit. 

The Attorney General in obedience to the commands of the 
Governor has considered the following questions Vizt 

ist Whether the Office of Master Warden of the port of 
Philadelphia is not vacated in consequence of the constitu- 
tional provision on the subject of officers by the Master Ward- 
ens acceptance of an appointment under the United States 
as Superintendant of the Navigation of the Bay and River 
Delaware? 

2nd Whether the Office of Master Warden (the Board of 
Wardens being in the appointment of the late Executive Coun- 
cil) can be considered as continued until the first of September 
next by virtue of the Schedule annexed to the constitution? 

And thereupon he begs leave to Report. 

1st That he is of Opinion that the Master Warden of the 
port of Philadelphia is not disqualified from holding that 
Office in consequence of his acceptance of the said appoint- 
ment, under the United States——By the eighth Section of 
the second Article of the constitution any person holding an 
Office of Profit or trust under the United States ig excluded 
from Holding at the same time certain specified ——Offices or 
any office to which a Salary is by law annexed, in this State— 
The Office of Master Warden is not among those which are 
specifically enumerated nor is it an Office to which an Salary 
is annexed. He receives wages for his services and only on 
those days on which he attends the Board. This cannot 
be comprehended within the force of the expressions in the 
constitution for the Attorney General conceives that all clauses 
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in the constitution or Laws of the State working an exclusion 
from Office and thereby abridging the Political liberty of the 
Citizens ought to be construed strictly and not to be ex- 
tended by analogy or any latitude of interpretation. 

2nd The Attorney General is of opinion that it was not 
the intent of the framerg of the Schedule to continue in 
Office any person otherwise constitutionally disqualified: and 
if the Master Warden had been a Salary Officer his accept- 
ance of any office of Trust or profit under the United States 
would have operated to exclude him from the Office he holds 
under the State of Pennsylvania.

Several Caveats having been entered against issuing the 
certificates—upon the above clothing rights to certain per- 
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sons to whom the rights had been assigned, as it was alledged, 
through misrepresentation, and undue concealment of facts, 
the Governor directed all Certificates in such disputed cases 
to be returned until the titles of the adverse parties were 
Legaily decided.- 

A Licence to follow the employment of a Pedlar or hawker 
on foot within this Commonwealth was this day granted by 
the Governor to George Stilling upon a recommedation for 
such Licence from the Court of General Quarter Sessions of 
the County of Philadelphia.

of Tulpehocken and Quintapahilla, and a Canal from Franks- 
town to Poplar run; for undertaking to clear the Susquehanna 
River from Wrights Ferry to the Maryland line; and for 
undertaking to make a Turnpike road from the City of Phila- 
delphia through the borough of Lancaster, to the River Sus- 
quehanna, as well as through any other part of the State; 
I have therefore, in compliance with the said request and in 
order to promote the important and beneficial designs of the 
Legislature, published this Proclamation, hereby inviting any 
person or persons, who, shall be willing to undertake to open 
and establish proper Canals and Locks, on or near the said 
waters of Tulpehocken and Quintapahilla; or to open and 
establish a Canal from Frankstown to Poplar Run aforesaid ; 
or to clear the Susquehanna River from Wrights Ferry to the 
Maryland line aforesaid or to make a Turnpike Road from 
the City of Philadelphia through the Borough of Lancaster 
to the River Susquehanna—to transmit proposals, in writing 
for undertaking and accomplishing the said objects respec- 
tively, to the Office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth on 
or before the first day of August next. 

Given under my hand, and the Great Seal of the State at 
Philadelphia this twenty second day of April in the year of 
our Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety one, and of 
the Commonwealth the fifteenth,

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Whereas by an Act of General Assembly entitled “An Act to 
provide for opening and improving sundry Navigable Waters 
and Roads within this Commonwealth” The Governor is 
empowered to contract with individuals or with Companies for 
the purpose of Undertaking and carrying into immediate effect 
the improvement of the Navigation of the several Rivers and 
Creeks herein after described. 

Notice is therefore given. 

By order of the Governor, that proposals in writing directed 
to the following Objects respectively will be received at this 
Office until the first day of July next; to wit. 

1st For improving the Navigation of the River Delaware 
from the falls of Trenton up to the Northern Boundary of 
this State. 

2nd For improving the Navigation of the Lechawaxen and 
the Lehigh from their Junction with the River Delaware up 
their several streams making seperate statements for the im- 
provements of the Lechawaxen and Lehigh respectively. 

8rd For improving the Navigation from the River Schuyl- 
kill from the Lower Falls to Reading. 

4th For improving the Navigation of the River Susque- 
hanna from Wrights Ferry up to Starucca at the great bend 
at the New York line making separate Statements for the 
improvements from Wrights Ferry to the mouth of the 
Swatara, from the mouth of the Swatara to the mouth of the 
Juniata from the mouth of the Juniata to the mouth of the 
West branch; and from the mouth of the West branch to 
Starruea at the great Bend. 

5th For improving the navigation of the West branch of 
the Susquehanna from its Mouth to the Mouth of the Sinna- 
mahoning thence up the Sinnmahoning to its North branch 
and thence up the North branch thereof to the place known 
by the name of drift wood making separate Statements for 
the improvements from the North of the West branch of the 
Susquehanna to the Sinnamahoning from the Sinnamahoning 
to its North branch and from the North branch of Sinnama- 
honing as far as the place called drift Wood. 

6th For improving the Navigation of the Allegany river 
from the North of the Conewango creek up the said River 
unto the place where the road from drift wood shall stricke 
the said River. 

7th For improving the Navigation of French Creek on the 
River Allegany from the Mouth of the said Creek to the port- 
age leading therefrom to Presque Isle, on Lake Erie. 
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8th For improving the navigation of the river Juniata 
from the mouth thereof to Water Street and from thence to 
Franks Town making separate Statements for the improve- 
ments from the North of Juniata to Water Street and from 
Water Street to Frankstown.

“Whereas by an Act of the General Assembly entitled “An 
Act authorizing the Governor to Negotiate a Loan for the 
use of this Commonwealth and appropriating certain funds 
and revenues for the support of Government and the payment 
of the public debts” and the Supplement to that Act both 
passed during the late Session of the Legislature full author- 
ity is given to the Governor to negotiate a Loan from the 
President directors and Company of the bank of North 
America for the use of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
upon the faith and conditions and with the limitations and 
restrictions in the said Act and supplement contained Now 
this Instrument Witnesses That Thomas Mifflin Governor of 
the said Commonwealth in behalf thereof and the said Presi- 
dent directors and Company of the Bank of North America 
Have agreed and hereby do agree that the following terms 
shall be and the same are accordingly declared to be the 
Terms of the said Loan. 





First on the part of the President Directors and company 
of the Bank of North America it is agreed that they shall 
Loan to the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania the sum of sixty 
thousand pounds for the Term of one year to be computed 
from the day of the date of this Instrument that the said 
sum of sixty thousand pounds shall be payable upon the 
drafts of the State Treasurer in sums not exceeding Forty 
thousand dollars pr month that Interest at the rate of six 
prCent shall only be charged on each sum of Forty thousand 
dollars as it is carried to the Treasurers account and made 
subject to his Drafts; and that Interest at the same rate shall 
be allowed upon all payments made by the State before the 
final settlement and discharge of the Loan. 

Secondly on the part of the Commonwealth it is agreed in 
order to secure the repayment of the said Loan that in addil- 
ition to the public faith which is pledged by the said Act and 
supplement a transfer to the said President directors and 
company of the bank of North America shall in due form be 
made in the books of the Treasury of the United States of 
six percent Stock and Property of this Commonwealth to the 
amount of two hundred thousand dollars the same being equal 
to the said Loan at the rate current of such stock that the 
evidences of the said Transfer shall be Lodged with the said 
President Directors and company of the Bank of North 
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America upon this trust and with this condition that if the 
State does not discharge the said Loan at the expiration of 
the said Term for which it is granted the said President 
Directors and company of the Bank of North America may 
sell and transfer the whole or any part of the said Stock and 
the evidences thereof at the then current market price and 
thereout reimburse themselves the said Loan or so much 
thereof as remains unpaid with all arrearages of Interest

Tuesday May 31st 1791. 
Upon application of John Adlum a certificate was granted 
to him by the Governor under the Less seal testifying and 
declaring to all to whom it may concern that the said John 
Adlum is Lawfully deputed to survey and lay out three Tracts 
of Land granted by this State to Cornplanter a Seneca Chief, 
and described in An Act of General Assembly passed on the 
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first day of February 1791 and also recommending him to 
the protection of and good Officers as well of all good Citi- 
zens of this Commonwealth as of all the Indian Nations and 
Tribes whom he shall meet in the Course of his Journey. 

The Governor this day transmitted to the Attorney Gen- 
eral a Letter of the thirtieth instant from the Surveyor Gen- 
eral relative to an application from Mr William Craig to have 
a warrant dated the fourteenh of December 1763 from John 
Penn one of the late Proprietaries filed in the Surveyor Gen- 
erals Office and the Quantity of Land therein mentioned sur- 
veyed as the residue of Claims under an old right dated in 
August 1682 but which he the said Surveyor General con- 
ceives is barred by the Act of limitation passed the tenth of 
April 1781 and a Letter was written to the Attorney General 
at the time requesting his Opinion and report on the said 
appliuation, 





Wednesday June the ist 1791. 

Agreeably to an Act of the General Assembly passed on the 
thirteenth day of April last entitled “An Act to provide for 
the opening and improving certain navigable waters and roads 
within this Commonwealth’ A Commission signed by the 
Governor and under the less Seal issued this day to Timothy 
Matlack and Jonathan Mifflin as Agents of Information touch- 
ing all and singular the objects in and by the aforesaid Act of 
Assembly committed to the Governor respecting the several 
Rivers and Creeks and therein described to continue in force 
until revoked by the Governor and subject always to such 
instructions limitations and restrictions as the Governor shall 
from time to time give prescribe and declare unto them or 
either of them. 

A pardon was this day granted by the Governor to William 
MeIlheney who was convicted at a Court of Oyer and Terminer 
and General Jail delivery held at Lancaster for the County 
of Lancaster the sixth of December 1790 of Manslaughter; in 
compliance with a respectable recommendation of the pris- 
oner of Mercy. 

The fine of ten pounds which was imposed upon a certain 
Richard Bury by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of 
the Peace of the County of Lancaster for keeping a Tipling 
house was this day remitted by the Governor. 

Information having been received that a Murder was lately 
committed within the County of Northampton upon the per- 
son of William Lein by a certain Peter Naagle, who it is al- 
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ledged is permitted to continue at large in defiance of the 
Law without any attempt being made by the Officers of Jus- 
tice to apprehend him Orders were issued to Jonas Hartzell 
Sheriff and Christopher Waggoner and Peter Rhoads Hsquires 
Justices of the Peace of the said County, to take the most 
decisive steps to secure the offender that he may be brought to 
trial. 





Thursday June 2nd 1791. 


A Copy of a Letter from the Register General of Pennsyl- 
vania proposing an arrangement relative the subscription of 
the State Certificates to the loan of the United States was 
this day transmitted to the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
United States in a letter from the Governor, 

The Proposals of John Boaumont for the purchase of Smiths 
Island at Wells’s fall in the River Delaware were trans- 
mitted to Daniel Brodhead Hsquire Surveyor General of the 
Commonwealth who was instructed to take measures for as- 
certaining the value of this Island and whether there is any 
legal or equitable claim to interfere with a grant to Mr 
Beaumont. 

The Governor having taken into consideration the rep- 
resentati from the Comptroller General of the twenty third 
of April, and sundry papers laid before him by Captain Jones 
Symonds relative to his Captain Symonds’s claim to the gratui- 
tous allowance of cloathing from Pennsylvania He instructed 
the Comptroller General and Register General to reconsider 
the said claim and copies of the several papers relative thereto 
were transmitted to the Comptroller and Register General. 





Friday June 38rd 1791.

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Commonwealth and Richard Price of the City of Philadelphia 
Grazier were this day entered into and signed by the Parties 
wherein it is covenanted and agreed on the part of Richard 
Price that he will well and truly repair the banks of Mud 
island by building thereon a stone wall of good stone fit for 
a dry wall the same to be in length one hundred and forty 
six rods in heighth upon an average five feet and in thick- 
ness three feet at the bottom and two feet at the top with 
piers or abutments each fifteen inches square to be placed at 
equal distances of twelve feet for the support of the said wall; 
that he the said Richard Price will also split and cut out the 
leaks and make a Bank on the said Island in height sufficient 
to prevent the same from being over flowed and in witdth at 
the top thereof at least ten feet with a proper and sufficient 
slope on the inside thereof and that he the said Richard 
Price will split and cut out the leaks of that part of the 
Bank where no wall is necessary being about ninety rods in 
length and make the same sufficiently high to prevent its being 
overflowed and that he the said Richard Price will also sow 
the said bank with grass seed—In consideration whereof the 
said Thomas Mifflin hath covenanted and agreed on behalf of 
the said Commonwealth that the sum of twelve hundred 
pounds in specie shall be paid to the said Richard Price. 

John Grover and Hugh Grover of the County of Philadel- 
phia Graziers being offered by the said Richard Price as his 
sureties for the faithful performance of the said work they 
were accepted as such Governor as such and a bond in the 
sum of twelve hundred pounds was executed accordingly, 
~The account of Jacob Bower for his pay as one of the 
new levies for seven Months in the federal army in the year 
1780 amounting to seventeen pounds ten shillings was this 
day approved by the Governor. 

The Governor also approved the accounts of Ruth Black 
Widow and Relict of James Black late of Westmoreland 
County deceased for her pension until the fourth of May 
1791 as settled by the Comptroller and Register General in 
pursuance of an order of Orphans Court of the said County 
and the Acts of Assembly in such case made and provided 
amounting to eighty pounds for which sum an order was 
drawn on the Treasurer in her favor. 

The Comptroller Generals having represented that there is 
a debt due from John yvanCampen to the Commonwealth a 
Copy of the same and also a Copy of the reasons which Mr 
Van Campen urges against the Justice of the demand were 
transmitted to the Attorney General—who was requested to 
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take the necessary steps to recover it if he shall be of opin- 
ion that the debt is due. 

A Letter was written by the Governor to His Excellency 
Beverly Randolph Esquire Governor of the State of Virginia 
demanding that Balwin Parsons Francis McGuire and Ab- 
salom Wells who have been indicted in the County of Wash- 
ington in this State for having illegally and forcibly carried 
off from the said County a certain free Negroe named John 
with an intention to sell him as a slave in another State. 
may be delivered up to this State having jurisdiction of 
their crime agreeably to the provision contained in the sec- 
ond section of the Constitution of the United States; and 
that the negroe may be restored to his freedom. 


Monday June 6th 1791. 


The following accounts as settled by the Comptroller and 
Register Generals were this day approved by the Governor 
Vizt. 

Of Frederick Sneider for making fires and taking care of 
the Secretarys Office from the twenty first of December 1790 
until the thirty first of May 1791 amounting to thirty pounds 
three shillings and nine pence for which sum an order was 
drawn upon the Treasury in favor of Frederick Sneider. 

Of John Edelman Michael Cryder and Thomas Gehrum for 
their services as Watchmen employed in taking care of the 
public Offices in and about the State house and the public 
Treasury from the first day of May until the first day of 
June 1791 under an Act of General Assembly dated the twenty 
seventh of March 1789 for which—sum an order was drawn 
upon the Treasurer. 

William Fians who is the Tenant at Mud island was in- 
structed to take the proper steps for putting Richard Price 
into possession of Such parts of the public Property on the 
Island as will be requisite to enable him the said Richard 
Price to enter upon the business of repairing the said Is- 
land according to contract. 

A Representation from Clement Biddle Esquire relative to 
the case of James Laurenson charged with Larceny in steal- 
ing a Lock was this day referred by the Governor tothe 
Attorney General with instructions to him to enter a Noli 
Prosequi if the circumstances are such as are stated. 

Copies of a Letter from the Secretary of the Treasury of 
the United States declaring his acquiescence in the proposi- 
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tion of the Register General relative to the subscription to 
the loan proposed by the United States were transmitted to 
the Comptroller General and Register General. 

The Comptroller General was instructed to make out the 
accounts for the Installments which are already due to Mes- 
sieurs Penns the late Proprietaries of Pennsylvania, he hav- 
ing represented that the State can sustain no injury by re- 
ferring any demand for taxes to final liquidation of the Leg- 
islative grant to the said Proprietaries. 





Tuesday June 7th 1791. 


Upon application of John Nicholson Esquire Comptroller 
General An order on the Treasurer for the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars was granted by the Governor in favor of the

accountable receipts therefor. 

James Read Esquire Inspector of Flour having represented 
that his health has been much impaired for some months past 
and requested the Governors permission to be absent ten or 
twelve weeks on a visit to the springs of Botetourt in Vir- 
ginia—The Governor was pleased to grant such permission for 
ten weeks in consideration of Mr Reads bad state of health, 
and relying upon his assurances that the business of Inspect- 
ing flour will be faithfully performed by his deputies, 

A Copy of the Register Generals Report on a revision of 
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Captain Jonas Symonds claim for an allowance of Cloathing— 
was transmitted to the Comptroller General who was re- 
quested to furnish his report in the case as soon as he con- 
veniently can, that the Governor may be enabled with full 
information to decide on the claim aforesaid. 

A Letter was written by the Governor to Robert Hoops Es- 
quire of New Jersey relative to proposals for improving the 
Navigation of the River Delaware. 

The Warrant for Five hundred dollar§ drawn in favor of 
John Nicholson Esquire to defray the Wxpence of Clerks was 
transmitted to him. 

James Read Esquire Inspector of flour was informed of 
the Governors having granted him leave of absence for ten 
weeks, 





Wednesday June 8th 1791. 


The account of Christian Gable as settled by the Comp- 
troller and Register General on the eighth instant for his pay 
for two Months service in Captain Greenamvies Company of 
Northampton County Militia in the year 1780 and 1781 amount- 
ing to ten pounds ten shillings was approved by the Governor. 

The following accounts as settled by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral and Register General were also approved by the Gover- 
nor Vizt, 

Of Captain Samuel Smith for Cash received by him to pay 
bounty to a Recruit for the Pennsylvania Line of the late 
Continental army on the seventeenth of March 1779, which 
was accordingly paid by him amounting to sixty pounds. 

Of David Johnston for a Horse lost on the Sanduskey ex- 
pedition from the Western frontiers of this State in 1782 
valued at six pounds. 

Of Captain George Brown for the pay of his Company of 
Washington County Militia while employed on the Sanduskey 
Expedition under Colonel William Crawford conmmencing the 
eighteenth of May and ending the tenth of June 1782 both 
days included amounting to sixty pounds eight shillings. 

Of the Estate of John Frazier for one Horse and one gun 
which were lost on the expedition aforesaid amounting to 
twenty three pounds according to appraisement. 

Of Adam Vancamp for two hundred and sixty five lb. of 
Flour issued to the Militia of Washington County while em- 
ployed in September 1781 as a guard to the Surveyors who 
were appointed to run and mark the Western Boundary of 
this State, & also for thirty days pasturage for four beef 
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Cattle which were purchased for the use of the Militia of 
Washington County while employed in the defence of the 
Western frontiers in October 1782 amounting in the whole to 
four pounds fifteen shillings and four pence, 

The Grand Inquest for the County of Philadelphia having 
recommended John Pursell who is now confined in the Jail of 
the City and County of Philadephia on a charge for Forgery, 
as a proper object of Mercy, he having a wife and seven small 
Children who are suffering for want of assistance—the Gover- 
nor referred his case to the Attorney General with instruc- 
tions to enquire into the circumstances of the case, and if 
he should see cause either to discharge the prisoner by Proc- 
lamation, or to enter a Noli Prosequi as the occasion may 
require. 

Agreeably to the Reports of the Comptroller and Register 
General—the following warrants on the Treasurer were signed 
by the Governor and issued. 

One warrant in favor of John Penn the younger for fifty five 
thousand five hundred and thirty six pounds seven shillings 
and ten pence being in part of a ballance of fify nine thou- 
sand nine hundred and eleven pounds seven shillings and ten 
pence which appears to be due to him upon an account stated 
and settled by the Comptroller and Register General for in- 
terest on three fourths of the first, second, third, fourth and 
fifth Installments, and for principal and interest of three 
fourths of the sixth and seventh Installments of the Legisla- 
tive Grant to the late Proprietaries—payable—agreeably to 
the provisions contained in an Act of the General Assembly 
entitled An Act making provision for the discharge of the 
Legislative Grants to the late Proprietaries of Pennsylvania. 

One Warrant for one thousand eight hundred and seventy 
five pounds in favor of deo—being in part of the aforesaid bal- 
lance which appears to be due as aforesaid and payable as 
above mentioned 

Five Warrants in favor of the said John Penn; the Younger 
for the sum of five hundred pounds each being in full of the 
aforesaid ballance which appears to be due as aforesaid and 
payable as before mentioned. 

One Warrant in favor of John Penn the Elder Esquire for 
the sum of fifteen thousand two hundred and eighty eight 
pounds six shillings and eight pence three farthings being in 
full of the ballance which appears to be due to him on an 
account stated and settled by the Comptroller General and 
Register General, for Interest of one fourth of the first, 
fourth and fifth Installments and for principal and interest of 
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one fourth of the sixth and seventh Installments of the Legis- 
lative Grant to the late Proprietaries which ballance is pay- 
able agreeably to the provisions of the said Act of Assembly. 

A Letter from Edward Burd Esquire of the seventh Instant 
resigning to the Governor the Commissions of Prothonotary 
of the Supreme Court and Clerk of the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer which he has for some time held under an appoint- 
ment from the late Supreme executive Council—and request- 
ing a renewal of the same under the present administration— 
was received—and thereupon—the Governor accepted the said 
resignation—and reappointed Edward Burd Esquire to the 
Office of Prothonotary or Clerk of the Supreme Court of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and a commission was issued 
accordingly.

the Comptroller General was informed. 





Thursday June 9th 1791. 


The fine of three pounds which was imposed by the Court 
ot General Quarter Sessions of the County of Philadelphia 
upon John Bisbel who is now confined in the Jail of said 
County for Larceny was this day remitted by the Governor— 
it appearing that his—time of Servitude is expired. 

The Governor granted a pardon to Eleanor Godfrey who 
is now confined in the said Jail at hard labour for keeping 
a disorderly house of which she was convicted at a Court of 
General Quarter Sessions of the Peace of Philadelphia County 
held in December 1790—the Prisoner having produced a rec- 
ommendation from the grand Inquest of the said County, 

A Letter from William Bradford junior Esquire of the 
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eighth Instant resigning to the Governor his Commission as 
Attorney General of this Commonwealth which he hath held 
for some time past under an appointment from the late Su- 
preme executive Council and requesting a renewal of the 
same under the present administration was received and there- 
upon The Governor accepted the said resignation and reap- 
pointed William Bradford junior Esquire to the Office of At- 
torney General of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and 
a commission issued accordingly. 

The Attorney General was requested to enquire into the 
circumstances of the case of John Pursell who is now con- 
fined in the Jail of the County of Philadelphia upon suspicion 
of having committed a forgery, and if he shall see cause 
either to discharge the prisoner by proclamation or to enter 
a Noli Prosequi as the occasion may require—the grand in- 
quest of the County having recommended the prisoner as a 
proper object of Mercy. 


Friday June 10th 1791.

Of Elizabeth Parry Widow and Relict of Lieutenant Colonel 
Caleb Parry deceased for one quarters pension amounting to 
twenty two pounds ten shillings due to her on the twenty 
ninth of April 1791 according to a decree of the Orphans Court 
of Philadelphia County, and the Acts of General Assembly 
in such case made and Provided—for which sum an order 
was drawn on the Treasurer ‘in her favor. 

Of Doctor James Hutchinson for sundry disbursements for 
the sick of the late State Navy—and for arrears of firewood 
candles &ca due to him on the twenty sixth of January 1780 
amounting in Continental Money to nine hundred and thirty 
pounds seventeen shillings and six pence—which being re- 
duced to Specie is twenty two-pounds eighteen shillings and 
four pence.

Of John Brown convicted of Larceny at a Mayors Court 
held in March 1791 and sentenced to one years imprisonment 
at hard labour and to pay a fine of seven shillings and six 
pence &ca 

Thomas Williams convicted of a Burglary at a Court of 
Oyer and Terminer and General Jail delivery held at Phila- 
delphia the twenty first of April 1787 and sentenced to seven 
years imprisonment at hard labour and to pay a fine equal to 
the value of the goods stolen, 

Joseph Thompson convicted at a City Court held at Phila- 
delphia the tenth day of November 1788 of Horse stealing and 
sentenced to five years imprisonment at hard labour—and to 
pay a fine of fifteen pounds.

A pardon was granted by the Governor to Jane Wiley (who 
was sentenced to eighteen months hard labour and is now 
confined in the Jail of the County of Philadelphia) upon con- 
dition of her giving sufficient security to leave the State, not 
to return. 


Saturday June 11th 1791. 
The various documents respecting the contract between the 
United States and Pennsylvania for purchase of a Tract of 
Land on Lake Erie were transmitted to the Comptroller 
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General—from which, and the Survey of the said Tract de- 
posited in the Office of the Secretary of the Treasury the 
said Comptroller General was instructed to State and adjust 
with the Auditor and Comptroller General of the United 
States an account of the sum either in public securities or in 
specie which will be necessary to discharge the consideration 
money for the said Tract of Land according to agreement. 

A Letter was written by the Governor to His Excellency 
William Patterson Esquire Governor of the State of New 
Jersey returning thanks for his Excellencys attention to the 
application from the Executive authority of this State for 
delivering up William Stedman who was charged with having 
committed a Robbery in this State and having fled from 
Justice into the State of New Jersey has since been appre- 
hended and confined in the Jail of Trenton, 

It appearing from the Reports of the Comptroller Generals 
and Register General that they differ in opinion respecting 
the Claim of Captain Jonas Symonds to the Gratuitous allow- 
ance of Cloathing under an Act of Assembly passed the first 
of March 1790—The Governor referred the same with the 
several documents relative to the said Claim to the Attorney 
General whose opinion was requested whether Captain Sym- 
onds is, or is not entitled to the benefit of the said Act as an 
Officer of the late Pennsylvania Line. 





Monday June 13th 1791 


Thirteen Commissions for Militia Officers elected in the 
first, second and fourth Battalions of Chester County Militia 
were signed by the Governor. 

Six Commissions were also signed by the Governor and 
issued for Militia Officers in the County of Northampton. 





Tuesday June 14th 1791. 


The account of Peter Miller for his pay as a seven Months 
Man in the Foederal Army in the year 1780 as settled by 
the Comptroller, and Register General—amounting to seven- 
teen pounds ten shillings was this day approved by the Goy- 
ernor. 

A Resignation from Benjamin Davis junior of his Commis- 
sion as Measurer of all kinds of Corn and Salt imported or 
brought into the Port and City of Philadelphia for sale— 
which he received—from the late Supreme executive Council 
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of Pennsylvania on the fourth of November 1789 was this 
day accepted by the Governor—and Mr Davis requested a 
renewal of his Commission under the present administration— 
The Governor was pleased to reappoint him to the Office 
aforesaid, and a Commission issued accordingly. 

The Register General was instructed to deliver to Mr 
Robert Ralston the Certificate which was issued by the Comp- 
troller General and Register General for arrears of Cloathing 
due to Francis White the claim of Samuel Baird to the 
same notwithstanding.

In favor of Margaret Miller for the sum of twenty two 
pounds ten shillings being the amount of her account for one 
Quarters—pension due to her from the eleventh of March until 
the eleventh of June 1791 as the Widow of Captain John 
Miller deceased according to the Comptroller and Register 
Generals report of the seventeenth Instant, and the Acts of 
Assembly in such case made and provided. 

In favor of Reading Howell for the sum of Ninety three- 
pounds sixteen shillings and ten pence payable according to

in the service of the United States of America’ passed the 
first day of March 1780 and the several Reports of the Comp- 
troller General and Register Generals on the said claim with 
the opinion of the Attorney General and the case being laid 
before the Governor. It was on consideration of all the cir- 
cumstances of the Case adjudged and finally determined by 
him that Captain Jonas Symonds is entitled to all the benefits 
and advantages intended to be granted by the eighth Section 
of the above recited Act of Assembly—and the Comptroller 
and Register Generals were instructed to proceed in the 
premises accordingly, 

The proposals of William Beatty and William Sterrett for

A communication upon Oath being made to the Governor 
that Arthur Erwin clandestinely and barbously murdered on 
the ninth instant; in the County of Luzerne his Excellency 
was pleased to issue the following Proclamation.

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas Information has been given to me upon oath, that 
about an hour after night on Thursday the ninth day of this 
instant, June, Arthur Hrwin, late of the County of Bucks, in 
this Commonwealth Esquire while peaceably sitting with 
sundry’other persons, in the house of Daniel Macafee in the 
County of Luzerne received a wound with a bullet, which 
Was discharged from a Gun into the said house by some per- 
son unknown and of which wound the said Arthur Erwin 
then. and there instantly died. And Whereas there is great 
cause to presume, that the said wound was wilfully and 
maliciously given, with intent to kill the said Arthur Erwin 
as aforesaid and the Justice energy and dignity of the Gover- 
ment require that the most effectual measures should be pur- 
sued for discovering, apprehending securing and punishing the 
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prepetrators of so heinous a Murder, his aiders and abettors. 
Therefore, I have thought it proper and necessary to issue 
this Proclamation, hereby offering a reward of Two hundred 
dollars to any person or persons who shall discover appre- 
hend and secure the perpetrators of the said murder, his aiders 
and abettors, to be paid upon the conviction of them or any 
of them. 

And besides the reward aforesaid, I do further offer and 
promise to any one of the persons who may have been con- 
cerned in contriving and committing the said Murder (the 
actual and immediate parpetrators thereof excepted) a full 
and free pardon for the same upon condition that he shall 
and does disclose the name and names of his accomplice or ac- 
complices so that such accomplice or accomplices may be ap- 
prehended, tried and convicted and all Judges Justices Sher- 
iffs Coronors Constables and other Officers of the Common- 
wealth, according to the duties of their respective stations 
are hereby required and enjoined to employ all lawful means 
for discovering apprehending securing trying and bringing 
to Justice as well the perpetrators of the said Murder, as also 
other persons aiding and assisting therein, 

Given under my hand and the great seal of the State at 
Philadelphia this twentieth day of June, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety one, and of the 
Commonwealth the fifteenth.

Thuesday June 2ist 1791. 


There being great reason to apprehend that an Infectious 
and dangerous disorder now rages in some of the Counties 
of Europe and particularly in Ireland, the Governor this day 
instructed the Master Warden, and the Health Officer to em- 
ploy every proper precausion for preventing the introduction 
of the same into this State. 

A Letter was written by the Governor to Charles Pettit, 
Esquire, Commissioner for settling the accounts of this State 
with the United States requested to know in what forward- 
ness the accounts aforesaid are and suggesting the propriety 
of laying before the Commissioners on the first of July a Gen- 
eral Statement which will be commensurate with the whole of 
the demands of the State in case any danger should be ap- 
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prehended of their not being fully presented in detail by 
that time. 

The account of George Steinmetz for his pay as a Clerk in 
the Secretarys Office from May the Nineteenth until June the 
nineteenth 1791 amounting to eleven pounds seventeen shil- 
lings and six including five shillings paid to James Thompson 
for the hire of a Horse for public service as settled by the 
Comptroller and Register Generals—was this day approved by 
the Governor and an order for the said sum was drawn on 
the Treasurer in his favor. 

A pardon was granted by the Governor to Mark Milleken 
who was convicted in the County of York upon several in- 
dictments of receiving certain goods knowing them to have 
been feloniously and burglariously stolen—and also of Har- 
boring and maintaining the burglars upon condition of his 
leaving the State not to return 

A Pardon was also granted by the Governor to Jacob 
Ott who is now confined in the Jail of the City and County 
of Philadelphia for Larceny of which he was convicted upon 
two Indictments.

erally that the said River shall be made navigable agreeably 
to the true intent and meaning of the Act of General Assembly 
passed on the thirteenth of April last—for which work when 
compleated agreeably to contract the said Thomas Dyer and 
Thomas Wright are to receive from the said Thomas Mifflin 
the sum of one thousand pounds which is to be taken and 
considered by them as a full compensation for the said work.

Franklin Huntingdon Mifflin Bedford and Luzerne having 
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neglected to make returns of the State of the Militia under 
their Command respectively and of the public arms com- 
mitted to their Custody; the Governor this day authorized 
and requested Edward Hand Esquire to call upon the said 
Lieutenants for the said returns to forward the same as 
soon as received and to report to the Governor from time 
to time his proceedings in the premises. 

The proposals of Cornelius Coolbaugh for the purchase of 
two Islands in the River Delaware called Slaughters and 
Duers were this day referred by the Governor to Daniel 
Brodhead Surveyor General for the consideration with in- 
structions to report whether the proposals are just and 
ought to be accepted on behalf of the State. 


Saturday June 25th 1791. 


The Governor this day associated Colonel Frederick Antis 
in the Commission which he gave to Messieurs McClay Bower 
and Loan yesterday for viewing the Road from Reading to 
Sunburry and Letters were accordingly written to the said 
Gentlemen and to Colonel Antes. 

A Letter was also written by the Governor to John Meyers 
who hath made proposals for improveing another Road 
through the upper part of Berks County informing him of 
the above appointment, in order that he may have an 
opportunity of conferring with the said Commissioner and of 
endeavouring to make the two objects cooperate as far as 
he conveniently can, 


Monday June 27th 1791, 

The Secretary, in pursuance of directions from the Governor 
transmitted copies of the Laws of the late Sessions of the 
General Assembly to the Secretary of State, the Secretary 
of the Treasury and the Secretary at War of the General 
Government. 

A circular letter was this day written by the Secretary 
to the Prothonotarys of the respective Counties in forming 
them that copies of the Laws were transmitted agreeably to 
the Resolution of the General Assembly, and requesting that 
they might be distributed in the manner directed by the 
Resolution; an extract from which was inclosed.

The Governor having entered into certain contracts, under 
the authority of an Act entitled An Act &ca has directed 
me to obtain your opinion on the following Question. 

Whether he would be justifiable under the spirit or words 
of the Act to make sale of so much Stock as would discharge 
the whole consideration money of the Contracts actually 
fcormed before the same is payable, agreeably to the terms 
of the respective Contracts? 

It may be proper to mention that the inducement to his 
enquiry is the rise in the price off three pr Cent Stock, which 
can now be sold at a higher rate than that mentioned by 
the Legislature but which, in the course of its fluctuation 
may again fall below that rate and consequently embarrass 
the Government in making future payments to the several 
Contractors,

Sir: 


I have considered the question which has been stated to 
me by the Governor’s direction for my opinion—. to wit,— 
whether it would be justifiable under the spirit or words of 
the acts passed on the thirteenth of April last (to provide 
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for opening and improving sundry waters &c®) to make sale 
of so much stock, as would discharge the whole consideration 
money of the Contracts actually formed before the same is 
payable agreeably to the terms of the respective contracts ?— 
And I am clearly of opinion that ag soon as some of the 
said Contracts are completely formed, the Governor has 
legal authority to draw for and sell as much stock as may 
be necessary to raise the whole or any part of the considera- 
tion money whether the same be at that time actually pay- 
able or not. To defer the sale till the money be payable may 
occasion either a disappointment of the Creditor or a sacrifice 
of the Stock. 

At what time it shall be sold after the contract is formed, 
is entirely in the discretion of the Government which it is 
presumed, will always be regulated by an attention to the 
publie good

Sir 


I have considered the Question which, by the Governors 
direction you have stated for my opinion, to wit “In what 
person or body is the power of appointing a Clerk of the 
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Mayors Court vested by the Constitution or Laws of the 
State?” 

I conceive that the Clerk of the Mayors Court is an officer 
of the Commonwealth and not of the Corporation. The Court 
itself is neither more nor less than the Court of General 
Quarter Sessions of the Peace and Jail Delivery for the City 
of Philadelphia—the city in point of its inferior criminal 
Jurisdiction being now quite separated from that of the 
County. The clerk of this Court, like the Clerk of every other 
Court of Session, is in intrusted with the public records of 
its proceedings and is to receive and account for part of the 
public revenues of the State. 

I am therefore of opinion that the appointment of this 
Officer agreeably to the general directions of the Constitution 
belongs to the Supreme Executive Power of the Common- 
wealth, and is vested in the Governor. I am, Sir, with great

A joint Committee of both Houses of the Legislature of this 
State this day informed The Governor that the Senate and 
House of Representatives being met, are ready to receive any 
business the Governor may have to lay before them. 

The Governor informed the Committee that he would be 
prepared to meet the Legislature this day at twelve Oclock.- 

The Governor accordingly met both Houses of the Legisla- 
ture in the Senate Chamber, and being seated in the front of 
the Speakers, he laid before the Legislature a General state 
of the affairs of the Commonwealth and then retired. 

Richard Footman this day resigned to the Governor his 
Commission as Auctioneer which he received from the late 
Supreme Executive Council of Pennsylvania which resigna- 
tion was accepted—and Mr Footman was reappointed Auc- 
tioneer with authority to make sales by Auction at any place 
or places within the City of Philadelphia, the district of 
Southwark or the Township of the Northern Liberties or Moy- 
amensing and a Commission was issued accordingly.

Messieurs Wright and Dyer Contractors for improving the 
Navigation of the River Lehigh were informed by the Gover- 
nor in answer to their letter of the second Instant that having 
taken the opinion of the Agents of information he does not 
think it proper to give his absent to deviation from the terms 
of their Contract... 

A Letter was written by the Governor of this State to the

Of Edward Burd Esquire Prothonotary of the Supreme 
Court for Cash received by him for the Tax upon Writs re- 
turnable to January April and July Terms 1791 amounting to 
thirty eight pounds fifteen shillings and six pence which sum 
he hath paid into the Treasury at sundry times. 

Of Richard Footman Esquire for the State duty upon Sales 
at Auction from the sixteenth of April until the fifteenth of 
July 1791 amounting to sixty eight eleven shillings and one 
penny which sum he hath paid into the public Treasury on 
the twenty third of August 1791. 

Of Joseph Dean Esquire for the State duty upon sales at 
auction from the eighteenth of October 1790 until the four- 
teenth of April 1791 amounting to one hundred and thirty 
one pounds nineteen shillings which sum he hath paid into 
the public Treasury at sundry times. 

The Comptroller General and Register Generals reports by

The Governor addressed both Houses of the Legislature 
relative to the necessity of the co-operation of the State of 
New Jersey with this State in preventing the mischief which 
is apprehended from encroachments upon the Stream of Dela- 
ware River, and that it appears expedient that the Legis- 
lature should make some further provisions effectually to re- 
move the nuisances and to discover and punish the delin- 
quents; and recommending to the Legislature to provide for 
the establishment of the Boundary line of Huntingdon and 
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Mifflin Counties and at the same time transmitting sundry 
documents relative to the case of cerain Officers of the flying 
Camp—respecting the erection of a public pier at State island 
and paving the foot way opposite to the State house square.

Thomas Lynch who was convicted of a Burglary at a Court 
of Oyer and Terminer and General Jail Delivery held in Sep- 
tember 1790, and is now confined in the Jail of the County 
of Philadelphia under sentence to five years hard labour and 
a forfeiture to the Commonwealth of all his goods and chat- 
tles.. 

Thomas McGuire alias Green who was convicted at a 
Mayor’s Court held in September 1790 of Larceny and is now 
confined in the said Jail under sentence to eighteen Months 
hard labour and a fine of four pounds &ca 

Judah Connoway who was convicted at a Mayor’s Court of 
Larceny and is now confined in the said Jail under sentence 
to six Months hard labour and a fine of one pound twelve 
shillings &ca

ber 1778 at eighteen pounds which was lost in the public 
service when he was taken prisoner by the Indians—which 
sum reduced by the Scale of depreciation ig three pounds 
twelve shillings. 

Of John Bankson Captain in the second Regiment of the 
late Pennsylvania Troops of the Continental Army for monies 
received and expended by him in the Recruiting service in 
the year 1778 amounting to five hundred and twenty nine 
pounds seventeen shillings and six pence. 





Friday September 9th 1791. 
The Comptroller General and Register Generals Reports 
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upon an account of John White for his own services and, his 
sons in Riding express by order of the Governor to the Coun- 
ties of Lancaster, York, Cumberland, Franklin, Mifflin, Hunt- 
ingdon, Bedford, Washington, Westmoreland, Fayette, Alle- 
gany, Dauphin, Northumberland, and Northampton to deliver 
Commissions for the establishment of the Judiciary depart- 
ment of this Commonwealth amounting to fifty one pounds 
was approved by the Governor and a warrant on the Treas- 
urer in favor of John White for the said sum was issued. 

The States Share of the forfeiture of a quantity of Whiskey 
which was seized some time in the year 1790 by Samuel 
Turbutt Esquire Collector of Excise in the County of Lan- 
easter as the property of Jacob Stufft Jacob Fry and John 
Michael of the said County of Lancaster—for not having 
entered the same according to Law—was this day remitted 
by the Governor. 

The Attorney General this day made a report upon the 
papers transmitted to him on the fifth instant respecting the 
complaints exhibited to the Governor against William Coats 
Esquire in the following words Vizt 

Dear Sir I have to acknowledge your favor of the fifth 
instant inclosing certain papers relating to complaints which 
have been exhibited against John Pearson William R. Atlee 
and William Coats Hsquires 

I have not yet had an opportunity fully to investigate those 
respecting Mr Pearson and Mr Atlee on the charges brought 
against Mr Coats I have to report. 

That as to the first which states injustice and exorbitant 
Fees demanded of John Reynolds the result of my enquiries 
induces me to say that the accusation is not well founded. 

It is suggested that Mr Coates called upon a person to 
give security to prosecute who had not complained; that he 
took the mans wearing apparel for a pledge, and that the 
Bill of Costs which he exhibited was not authorised by Law— 
By the affidavit of the Constable it appears that the clothes 
were put into the hands of the Officers without the knowledge 
of the Magistrate; the measure disapproved as soon as known 
by him; and by his exertions restored. 

A disquisition on the amount of the fees contained in the 
Bill of Costs is unnecessary as not one farthing was received. 

Suspension of Justice in the case of Felony which forms 
the next Item would certainly deserve the severest: animad- 
version, I have no proofs upon the subject but what are 
derived from the Docquet of Mr Coats and the accusation 
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if it may be called such—By the Docquet it appears that 
he ordered the Constable to take the accused person to prison, 
that she was taken into the Custody of another Constable 
by order of one of the Alderman of the City, whether prose- 
cuted or discharged could not afterwards be matter of either 
merit or reproach to Mr Coats. 


Playing Billiards at a public house is certainly contrary 
to Law but it is not a ground on which I could maintain 
a prosecution as for a criminal offence. 


The prosecution of Mrs Budd does not appear from the 
depositions taken that respect the business in which the of- 
fence is said to have been committed and I have been in- 
formed that when examined as a Witness before the Grand- 
jury, respecting the receipt of the Stolen goods by one of 
her servants referred to in the charge Mr Coats did not 
even—mention her name much less insinuate anything against 
her conduct in that affair. 


Mr Leib in his Letter of Yesterday States additional charges 
That a person who complained of another as guilty of an 
assault was obliged to pay costs—this measure I conceive 
was irregular the particular circumstances are not mentioned 
it is not therefore in my power to determine how far the 
proceeding was exceptionable in point of intention~ - 


The next charge is too trifling to deserve serious notice. 
A person who sold rum by a less quantity than a Quart, 
was suffered to recover the amount of his demand. So far 
was certainly proper. It is added, he did not prosecute for 
this transgression of the Law in selling without licence by 
the pint—I could not from the Books of Precedents prepare 
an Indictment for this supposed offence. 


The last charge contains a Complaint for not committing 
to prison or securing by recognizance a person accused of 
Felony, I examined the Constable to whom Mr Coats delivered 
a search warrant upon this occasion of his narative be true 
Mr Coats—would have been guilty of oppression if he had 
not taken the course for which he is now censured. — 

Upon the whole after the best attention I have been able 
to give the subject I cannot find any thing that would justify 
acriminal prosecution against Mr Coats—on the contrary, 
as far as I have been able to trace the proceedings of his 
Office, his Conduct appears to have been without any IIl 
Intention in General, generous and Manly, and I do not find 
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except in one instance any inaccuracy compared with the 
strictest rules of Law.

Monday September 12th 1791. 

The Comptroller General presented to the Governor for 
a revision an of John Montgomery Esquire for attendance 
on the Committee of safety, which was exhibited to the late 
Supreme Executive Council and on the twenty eighth day 
of December 1784 disapproved by them but it appearing to 
the Governor that this account has passed—through all the 
forms then prescribed by Law and was fully decided upon, 
it was returned to the Comptroller General. 

Daniel Brodhead Esquire Surveyor General of the Common- 
wealth by a Letter dated the tenth instant having requested 
the Governor’s approbation for his employing an extra Clerk 
during the last three Months, and of his retaining a third 
Clerk in forwarding the future business of his Office—the 
same was given accordingly. 

A Message to both Houses of the Legislature was trans- 
mitted by the Governor repeating his earnest wish that the 
line of jurisdiction between Huntingdon and Mifflin Counties 
may be settled without delay. 





Tuesday September 13th 1791. 

The account of Conrad Ihrie as settled by the Comptroller 
General and Register General on the twelfth day of July 
1791 for public monies received by said Ihrie for fines and 
Taxes between the years 1780 and December 1790 as late 
Treasurer of the County of Northampton, and upon which a 
ballance of one thousand one hundred and seventy three 
pounds five shillings and six pence appears to be now due 
to the Commonwealth from the said Ihrie; was this day ap- 
proved by the Governor, 

A Warrant was this day signed by the Governor for the 
sum of two hundred pounds in favor of Colonel Thomas 
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Proctor Lieutenant of the City and Liberties of Philadelphia ; 
for which sum he is to be accountable. 

A Letter was written by the Governor to the Comptroller 
General respecting the Propriety of taking measures to sub- 
seribe certain Certificate to the Loan proposed by Congress, 
which were deposited in the hands of the late Treasurer 
respecting the sum deposited with the State Treasurer as 
a security for the debt due to the State from Francis Wade. 

The Commissioners of Bankrupts were informed of the 
deposit of the Certificates aforesaid with the State Treas- 
urer as a Security for the debt due to the Commonwealth 
by Francis Wade a Bankrupt, in order that they may if 
they think proper take immediate measures for redeeming 
it on behalf of the Creditors of Mr Wade. 

The Governor this day requested the opinion of the Attor- 
ney General of the Commonwealth on the following ques- 
tions Vizt 

1st Whether an Attainder and confiscation in the State 
of Maryland can be extended to affect the Estate of the 
persons attainted in Pennsylvania. 

2 Whether by the Treaty of Peace with great Britain or 
any Law of the United States or of this State the Govern- 
ment is now precluded from taking measures against the 
person of John and William Christie or their estates found 
within this Commonwealth—they having been attainted of 
Treason during the late war by the State of Maryland but 
no attainder took place in this State. 


Wednesday September 14th 1791. 


The Comptroller General, The Treasurers and Register 
Generals Keports upon the following accounts settled by 
them were approved by the Governor Vizt 

Of John Moliday for a Horse which was lost in the public 
service on the Expedition to Sandusky against the Indians 
in the year 1782 valued at thirteen pounds. 

Of John Steel for eight days service as a Clerk in the 
Secretarys Office with the approbation of the Governor until 
this day amounting to three pounds. 

Of William Allibone for cash expended’ by him on the 
publie account for forty three days pay as late Master War- 
den of the Port of Philadelphia between the fourteenth of 
July and the first of September 1791 and for one days pay 
due to John Maxwell Nesbitt Robert Paisley and Philip 
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Benezet as late Wardens of the said Port amounting in the 
whole to forty two pounds thirteen shillings and eleven 
pence.- 

Of Daniel Brodhead Esquire for amount of fees received 
in the Office of Surveyor General of this Commonwealth 
from the ninth of June till the eighth of September 1791 
and for sundry expences of the said Office—in which account 
he has charged one quarters Salary as surveyor General end- 
ing the eighth Instant, and upon which a ballance of forty 
two pounds sixteen shillings and eleven pence is now due 
to the said Daniel Brodhead for which several sums (except 
John Mollidays) orders on the Treasurer were signed by 
the Governor 

An order was also signed by the Governor on Clement 
Riddle Esquire for the sum of eight hundred pounds pay- 
able to Richard Backhouse and George Wall Esquires out 
of the fund in his hands created by the sale of Stock trans- 
ferred to him for the use of the Commonwealth the same 
being a payment to the said Backhouse and Wall on account 
of their Contract for opening and repairing the navigation 
of the River Delaware agreeably to Act of Assembly.- 

James Craig junior Merchant and John Davis Upholsterer 
both of the City of Philadelphia were this day accepted as 
sureties for John Patton Esquire Auctioneer and a Bond 
in the sum of two thousand pounds—was executed by them 
in due form. 

A Letter from the Mayor of the City of Philadelphia re- 
specting the prosecution against Mr Campbell Dick was by 
the Governors direction transmitted by the Secretary to the 
Attorney General who was instructed to enter a Noli Prose- 
qui agreeably to the request of the Mayor if upon enquiring 
into the circumstances of the case no objection occurs. 

The papers in the case of the Commonwealth against Archi- 
bald Kerr who is charged with certain offences were also 
transmitted to the Attorney General with a similar instruction 
with that in the case of Campbell Dick. 





Thursday September 15th 1791. 
The fine of twenty five pounds which was imposed by a 
Court of Oyer and Terminer and General Jail delivery held 
in Dauphine County the sixteenth of November 1790 upon 
a certain John Winter for an Assault and Battery—was this 
day remitted by the Governor. 
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Friday September 16th 1790 [1791]. 


Upon application of Charles Biddle Esquire of the City 
and County of Philadelphia—A Commission of Bankrupt 
under the great seal of the Commonwealth and signed by the 
Governor was this day issued against Daniel Brodhead of 
the said City Dealer and Chapman. 

A pardon was this granted by the Governor to a cer- 
tain William Webb who was convicted in Lancaster County 
of Horse stealing and sentenced by the Court of General 
Quarter Sessions to four year hard labour and a fine of 
nineteen pounds. 

A dedimus postestatem under the great Seal of the Com- 
monwealth and signed by the Governor was this issued 
to John Hubley and George Ross of the County of Lancaster 
fer the purpose of enabling them to administer to the Bur- 
gesses now elected in the Borough of Lancaster, or those 
who may hereafter be elected the oaths required by Law and 
the constitution to qualify them for the execution of their 
Offices respectively. 

A Letter was this day received from Nathaniel Falconer 
Esquire one of the Board of Wardens for the Port of Phila- 
delphia informing the Governor that at a late Meeting of 
the said Wardens he the said Nathaniel Falconer was duly 
and fairly elected Master Warden; and that agreeably to 
the authority vested in him as Health Officer of the Port 
of Philadelphia he has appointed William Allen to be deputy 
Health Officer—Whereupon The Governor approved of the 
said appointments, 

The Attorney General made report to the Governor in writ- 
ing upon the Several complaints against William Richardson 
Atlee Esquire Prothonotary &ca of the County of Delaware, 
and John Pearson Esquire late Justice of the Peace in the 
same County which were referred to him on the fifth Instant 
—Vizt. 

Dear Sir. I beg leave now to proceed and finish my reports’ 
on the cases referred to me by the Governor—The first charge 
gainst Mr Justice Pearson if founded in fact is undoubtedly 
a sufficient foundation for a criminal prosecution—to oppose 
by an armed multitude the execution of an Act of Assembly 
under whatever pretence must be considered as an aggra- 
vated Riot, the measure however which is presented in this 
light by the person who accuses assumes a very different ap- 
pearance from the representation of the accused according to 
hts narrative instead of promoting and encouraging irregulari- 
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ties he exerted himself with success in checking and repress- 
ing them. On facts, however, I cannot undertake to decide 


A previous Conviction for an assault and Battery does not 
admit of a second prosecution for the same offence, with re- 
gard to the accomodading temper, or the reverse, which the 
Magistrate might have discovered in the course of the Busi- 
ness however it ‘may affect his character in a moral point of 
view yet it cannot constitute any public offence. The same 
observations may be applied with respect to the disrespectful 
expressions said to have been used by him of the President 
and Executive Council—The circumstances, however, are dif- 
ferently related and I had no means of ascertaining whose nar- 
rative is most candid—A Justice presiding in a summary 
mode of ejectment under what is called the Land Lord and 
Tenant Law is certainly not to be considered as one of the 
jurymen to whom the determination of facts exclusively be- 
longs but if the mistake of the Justice was cecasioned by the 
advice of a Gentleman of the Bar his Error is not only by 
no means criminal but certainly very excusable. Sending out 
of the state in a clandestine manner persons entitled to their 
freedom by the Law for the gradual abolition of Slavery is 
a proceeding criminal in the view of the Law and deserving 
of exemplary punishment on the other hand binding out 
negro or molatto Children until the age of twenty eight and 
assisting in their removal out of the State if conducted in a 
manner consonant to the several supplements to that Law is 
no cause for censure; and aiding persons from other States 
to recover their absconding slaves is matter of duty; nor 
would it be proper for a Magistrate to refuse his Assistance 
on such occasion in opposition to the existing Laws of the 
Commonwealth—In this as in some of the former instances 
the represeniations of the two parties are diametrically op- 
posite; nor can I determine whose Statement is the most 
fair and correct—The Complaint with respect to process 
issued against John Miller is somewhat obscurely related and 
answered but it appears that there could not have been on 


the part of the Magistrate any thing deserving of a criminal 
prosecution 


In the Instance where the Magistrate is said to have been 
present when a blow was given without commanding the Peace 
or reproving the offender as the offending party was bound 
over to answer for the impropriety of his conduct no criminal 
neglect is imputable to the Magistrate—Habitual Drunken- 
ness would certainly render a Man a very unfit object for the 
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appointment of Magistracy the most temperate may be sur- 
prised in an unguarded moment; the fact however is denied. 
—The particulars of complaint exhibited against Mr Atlee 
may be comprehended under two heads to Wit extortion and 
alteration of a record—the fees mentioned appears more than 
are usually charged for the Prothonotary but the length of 
time the actions referred to continued is not mentioned nor 
are the several steps taken in them recited; it is therefore im- 
posible for me to determine whether the charges are war- 
ranted by the Table of fees and Practice or not—an alteration 
of Records by an Officer entrusted with the keeping of them 
is an offence of no inconsiderable degree; but the expression 
used is two indefinate; it may include amendments justified 
by direction of the Court; I must therefore defer my opinion 
on this particular until a further specification shall be ex- 
hibited. 

The concluding Paragraph of Your Letter induces me to 
add that I trust his Excellency the Governor will expect me 
to commence prosecutions, except when the Complaint is 
forwarded by a recognizance unless under very particular 
circumstances where justice might be otherwise eluded. A 
fee is due to the Attorney General on Bills returned Ignor- 
ajnus; originating business of that kind would have the ap- 
pearance of being actuateed by mean and interested motives, 
might be applied to very oppressive purposes and would re- 
flect dishonour on me and my appointment.

the same were communicated to the Legislature in a Mes- 
sage from the Governor to bdth Houses, 


218 EXECUTIVE MINUTES OF 


Thursday September 22nd 1791. 


The Governor this day accepted the resignation of Samuel 
Miles Esqr of his Commission as Captain of a Militia Troop 
of Light Horse in the City and Liberties of Philadelphia. 

The documents with respect to a doubt that has arisen 
between the Comptroller of the Treasury of the United States 
and the Comptroller General of Pennsylvania as to the man- 
ner of paying for the Tract of Land on Lake Erie were trans- 
mitted to the Attorney General whose opinion was requested 
upon the subject stating what kind of public securities are 
payable agreeably to contract. 

The several papers that were received yesterday respecting 
a riot which has recently happened in the County of Mifflin, 
were transmitted to the Attorney General who was directed 
to proceed in the case according to his own Judgement as to 
the punishment of the offenders—and in what Court the pro- 
ceedings should be instituted, whether the Supreme Court or 
the County Court and whether only against the public Officers 
who have misbehaved or against the rioters generally. 

Letters were written by the Governor to Chief Justice Me- 
Kean and to Judge Smith President of the Court of Common- 
pleas in Mifflin County informing them to the above refer- 
rence to the Attorney General and requesting that the same 
may be communicated to their Brethern, 

Letters were also written by the Governor to Thomas Beale 
Esqr one of the Associate Judges of the Commonpleas in the 
County of Mifflin; and to George Wilson Hsquire the Sheriff 
of that County who it appears were principally active in 
the Riot, expressing his surprize and mortification at hear- 
ing that those Gentlemen whose duty it was to have main- 
tained the peace and order of Society, should have been 
guilty of such lawless proceedings. 





Friday September 23rd 1791. 

The Governor upon consideration this day approved and 
signed An Act of the General Assembly entitled “A Supple- 
ment to the penal Laws of this State’ and the same was 
returned to the Senate where it originated. 

Agreeably to a certificate from the Comptroller General 
and Register General Number one dated this day—A War- 
rant on the Treasury issued in favor of Thomas Mifflin Es- 
quire for the sum of five hundred pounds being one quarters 
salary due to him on this day as Governor of the Common- 
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wealth of Pennsylvania according to Act of Assembly in such 
case provided. 

Agreeably to Act of Assembly dated the twentyeth Instant 
entitled “An Act affording relief to Dickinson College “A 
Warrant on the Treasurer was signed by the Governor in 
favor of the Trustees of the said College for the sum of 
fifteen hundred pounds being the sum granted by the said 
Act for the immediate relief of the said institution payable 
out of the fund appropriated for claims and improvements. 


Thomas Britton junior was commissioned Lieutenant of the 
Company of foot in the seventh Battalion of 
the Militia of the City and Liberties of Philadelphia. 

Jared Ingersol Esquire Attorney General this day made 
following Report upon the several papers relative to the 
late Riot in Mifflin County which were referred to him 
yesterday Vizt 
Dear Sir 

I have carefully perused and considered the documents sent 
to me the last Evening respecting a riot which has recently 
happened in Mifflin County. 

I take the liberty to suggest that an application to the 
Legislature either to explain by a supplement or in some 
way to ascertain the boundaries between the Counties of 
Mifflin and Huntingdon would probably occasion measures to 
be adopted of the most salutary consequences 

I cannot concur in sentiment with the Justices in one par- 
ticular; I have so much confidence in the good sense of the 
People of Pennsylvania and their attatchment to the Laws 
and the constitution as to consider any request to the United 
States for Assistance as entirely unnecessary 

I am of opinion that the Magistrates of the County should 
be directed to issue their warrants, to cause to be appre- 
hended and brought before them, not only the public Officers 
who have misbehaved, but others who have distinguished 
themselves by their dishonorable zeal and activity in these 
violent proceedings. 

As the Judges of the Court of Commonpleas have been 
insulted; for this and other reasons, it will be most proper 
that the offenders be bound over to the Next Court of Oyer 
and Terminer for that County 

In case of oppositions to the execution of the warrants I 
conceive it would be expedient that the Justices communi- 
eate the event to his Excellency the Governor before any 
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other means be adopted for bringing the Transgressors to 
punishment. 

As the business requires dispatch I thus and in some 
measure suddenly communicate my sentiments with regard 
to the Conduct—which the dignity of Government the honor 
of the Laws and the Security of the Citizens point out as 


necessary to be pursued.

I am clearly of Opinion that an attainder in the State of 
Maryland cannot affect the lands of the Person attainted in 
the State of Pennsylvania, 

Secondly—That any proceedings against the persons of the 
said John and William Christie would be a violation of the 
Treaty of Peace between the United States and Great Britain 
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as was determined y the Supreme Court in the cause of 
the Commonwealth against Gordon. 

If the estate of the said John and William Christie had 
been forfeited during the War, and vested in the State the 
Treaty of Peace I conceive would have operated only as a 
Pardon not as a Reversal of the attainder by writ of error, 
and could not have effected any restitution of Property.

The Instructions to our Delegates in Congress their pro- 
posals to the Board of Treasury, and the Boards acceptance 
of the Terms—offered, I have not seen, I give my Senti- 
ments upon the papers furnished, I presume the others are 
unimportant. 

I am of Opinion that all the Securities of the United States 
bearing Interest at the time the Contract was executed, are 
payable agreeably to the Terms of the Contract. 

I conceive that Indents of Interest funded at three prCent 
or to express myself in General terms the three per Cent 
stock is not payable agreeably to the Terms of the Contract. 
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It appears to me however that the arrears of Interest on 
the unfunded Certificates, as well previous as subsequent 
to January 1788 are admissible and ought to be computed in 
discharge of the said debt equally as the principal. 

The distinction attempted by the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury of the United States between the arrears of Interest 
before and after January 1788 does not appear to me to be 
well founded the seperation of Interest of Principal in the 
antecedent period was at the option of the holders and in 
the hands of many may be found united. 

As I am exceedingly pressed for time preparing for the 
Circuit, I beg the the favor of you to presere a Copy of 
this Letter for me as I have not time to transcribe it myself.

A Message from the Governor was presented to both Houses 
of the Legislature informing them that he has not been 
able to compleat the purchase of the Lake Erie Tract owing 
to a difference of sentiment between the Comptroller of the 
Treasury of the United States and the Comptroller General 
of this Commonwealth respecting the mode of paying the 
stipulated price and that he has taken the opinion of the 
Attorney General thereon the principles of which he means 
to adhere. 

The account of Roger Me Claine amounting to twelve 
pounds eight shillings for the hire of a Waggon employed 
in hauling a piece of ordnance in June 1779 from Huntingdon 
to Fort Roberdeau allowed by the Register General and re- 
jected by the Comptroller General—was this day presented 
to the Governor and on consideration the Governor concurred 
with the Comptroller General in rejecting the said account.

Articles of Agreement were this day entered into between 
Thomas Mifflin Governor of the Commonwealth, in behalf of 
the said Commonwealth of the one part, and William Govett, 
Joseph Claypoole Nicholas Hicks and Nathan Boys Commis- 
sioners of the City of Philadelphia of the Other part—by 
which it is agreed and contracted on the part of the said 
Commissioners that for the sum of one hundred and forty 
nine pounds twelve shillings and nine pence they will fur- 
nish and have properly fixed the Kirb or Gutter Stone, fill 
up the footway with earth, providé Sand and the Bricks 
that are necessary for the pavement from the Gutter up to 
the State House wall and have the pavement laid and prop- 
erly covered from Chestnut to Walnut Street in fifth Street. 


And Further that if the said Commissioners find it neces- 
sary to continue the Kirb Stone and pavement into Walnut 
Street in a line with the West side of fifth Street, they 
will compleat the same in like good and proper manner for 
the sum of four pounds three shillings and two pence which 
several sums the said Thomas Mifflin in behalf of the said 
Commonwealth, hath by the said agreement agreed and con- 
tracted to pay to the said Commissioners of the City of 
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Philadelphia when the said work shall be compleated accord- 
ing to contract. 

The Comptroller General of the accounts of this State, 
was authorized and instructed immediately to take the legal 
and necessary steps for securing the payment of a debt due 
from Philip Marsteller Esquire to the Commonwealth, and if 
requisite to apply to the Attorney General on the Occasion. 

The Governor being authorized by Law to borrow the sum 
of twenty thousand pounds upon the security of the monies 
arising from Vendues for the purpose of reimbursing the 
expences of the City and County of Philadelphia on the 
arrival of Congress and to provide further accommodations 
for the President of the United States—the Secretary re- 
quested the President of the Bank of North America to in- 
form the Governor whether and upon what terms that insti- 
tution will accommodate the State with a loan to that 
amount.

Governor this day appointed and commissioned Richard Wells 
Francis Gurney and Jacob Hiltzheimer Esquires Agents to 
superintend the erection of the building and buildings for the 
accommodation of the President of the United States, with 
full power and authority to contract for the materials neces- 
sary to construct and finish the said building and buildings 
at the place and agreeably to the plan and instructions 
hereafter to be communicated unto them; and also to engage, 
hire employ and pay all necessary Artists and workman for 
the purpose of erecting the said Building and buildings as 
aforesaid, and instructing them to keep fair and exact ac- 
counts of all monies distributed by them in and about the 
premises and to exhibit such accounts at least once in every 
three Months to the Register to be examined and settled in 
the like manner as other public accounts.

Philadelphia October 16th 1791 
Dear Sir 


I have considered, as carefully as an attention to a variety 
of business would permit, the Question you porpose for my 
consideration in your favor of the twelfth instant. 

The second charge of the fifth Article of the Constitution 
—..— shews very clearly that it was the intention of the 
Convention to place the Judiciary Power upon an independ- 
ant footing. 

The Act of the thirteenth of April 1791 evinces also that 
the Legislature designed, to constitute the High Courts of 
Errors and Appeals in a manner that should equally Secure 
the pure administration of Justice and’ that Commissions 
during good behavior was considered as an indispensible 
requisite to this purpose—A subsequent Act authorizes the 
Governor to appoint one of the Judges to be President of 
this Court Every reason in favor of Commissions to the 
Judges during good behaviour applies with equal propriety 
and operates with Similar force in the Instance of the Presi- 
dent—and therefore I conceive is within the Spirit and mean- 
ing tho; not the letter of the Law. 

Upon the whole I would recommend a Commission reciting 
the Clause in the Constitution above stated the two Acts of 
Assembly, at least the clauses respecting this particular and 
then concluding that by virtue of authority thence derived, 
the Governor does commission the President of that Court 
during good behaviour.

A Proclamation 


Wheras there is great reason to suspect, from the unusual 
Number of Fires which haye recently occurred in the City 
of Philadelphia, and extraordinary circumstances which have 
attended the same that they have been wilfully occasioned 
by some evil disposed persons. 

And Whereas sundry good Citizens of this Commonwealth 
have presented to me, not only their strong suspicion respect- 
ing the past, but their just apprehensions. respecting a future 
danger from the same cause; and have requested that Meas- 
ures may be taken, aS well to discover and punish the 
persons who have heretofore offended in the Premises as to 
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prevent the repetition of a crime so Obnoxious to the Peace, 
Property, and Security of the Community: 

Therefore I have deemed it proper to issue this Proclama- 
tion, hereby offering a reward of Five hundred Dollars for 
the discovering any person or persons, his, her or their Aiders 
and Abettors, by whom any dwellinghouse or stables, has been 
wilfully and Maliciously set on Fire, within the City of Phila- 
delphia, for the space or term of one year last past to be 
paid unto the person or persons making such discovery, upon 
the Conviction of the Offender or Offenders in any Court of 
Competent Jurisdiction with this Commonwealth. 

And, besides the Reward aforesaid I do hereby further 
offer and promise to any one of the persons, who may have 
been concerned in contriving, aiding or abetting the Com- 
mission of any Crime or Crimes of the description aforesaid 
(the actual and immediate perpetrator thereof accepted) a 
full and free pardon for the same, upon condition that he 
or she shall and does disclose the Name and Names of his 
or her accomplice or accomplices, so that such accomplice or 
accomplices may be apprehended, tried and convicted and all 
Judges, Justices, Sheriffs Coroners Constables and other Offi- 
cers of the Commonwealth according to the duties of their 
respective stations are hereby required and enjoined to em- 
ploy all lawful Means for discovering, apprehending securing 
trying, and bringing to Justice, all and every of the Offenders 
in the premises their Aiders and Abettors, 

Given under my hand and the Seal of the State at—Philadel-

A Warrant on the Treasurer of the State was this day 
Signed by the Governor in favor of William Chancellor of 
the City of Philadelphia for the sum of one hundred pounds 
the same being a payment to him by the direction of—James 
May the Agent duly authorized of John Mears on account 
of the Contract with the Latter Gentleman for opening and 
improving a Road from Catawissa to Hamburgh agreeably 
to the Act of General Assembly in such case made and pro- 
vided. 

Upon the Recommendation of the Inspectors of the Jail 
for the City and County of Philadelphia Pardons were this 
day—granted by the Governor to the following named per- 
sons upon condition of their leaving the State forthwith not 
to return. 

John Clark who was convicted at a Mayors Court of Ler- 
ceny on the twentieth day of June 1791 and sentenced six 
Months—hard labour and to pay a fine of forty pounds. 

John Watson who was convicted at a Court of General 
Quarter Sessions of the Peace and Jail delivery held Sep- 
tember seventh 1790 for the County of Philadelphia of Lar- 
ceny and sentenced to pay a fine of twenty pounds and 
undergo a servitude at hard labour for three years &ca. 

Esther McCormick who was convicted at a Mayors Court 
held on the twentieth day of June 1791 of keeping a Tip- 
ling house and was sentenced to one years hard labour and 
to pay a fine of ten pounds.

In favor of Henry Kammerer for the sum of ten pounds 
eighteen shillings and ten pence being the amount of an 
account settled by the Comptroller General and Register 
General as appears by their Certificate Number 48 for writ- 
ing paper furnished by him for the use of the Secretary’s 
Office in May August and October 1791.

A letter was received from Jared Ingersoll Esquire At- 
torney General of the Commonwealth containing his opinion 
relative to the appointment of a Senator to represent this 
State in the Congress of the United States which opinion is 
in the following words—to wit 
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Philadelphia November 4th 1791. 
Dear Sir 


Jn your favour of the twenty eighth Ulimo you mention 
that the Governor has thought it proper to consult me and 
the Judges of the Supreme Court on the following Questions. 

Whether under the provision contained in the third Sec- 
tion of the first Article of the Constitution of the United 
States, the Executive authority may make a temporary ap- 
pointment of a Senator in Congress in the case of a vacancy 
which exists in consequence of the expiration of term for 
which the late senator was chosen which happened during 
the session of the General Assembly and which has not been 
supplied although another Session of the Legislature has 
since taken place. 

The Constitution as well as Laws must undoubtedly be 
construed according to the Spirit and not letter at the same 
time the executive cannot supply a Casus omissus and it 
would be of pernicicus consequence if a new Law in effect; 
was to be introduced under the plausible pretence of giv- 
ing a Liberal Interpretation to a Law previously existing. 

The clause on which the present Question arises is ex- 
pressed in the following manner If vacancies happen by 
Resignati—or other wise during the recess—..of the Legis- 
lature of any State the executive thereof may make tem- 
porary appointments until the next meeting of the Legis- 
lature which shall then fill such vacancies, 

The Text appears to me so very explicit, as not to ad- 
mit of being elucidated by a comment, Scarcely a Circum- 
stance in the case stated corresponds with the Provision in- 
tended by the General Convention—the Vacancy did not 
happen during the Recess—the Legislature has been since 
convened 

I conceive it was not in the Contemplation of the Framers 
of the Constitution to give the Executive an enfluance upon 
the Legislature in the appointment of a Senator but only 
that the Executive should from the Necessity of the case, 
that the vacancy might be immediately supplied, Act as 
the substitute of the Legislature so far as to make a tem- 
porary appointment until the next meating of the Legis- 
lature it is added, which shall then fill such vacancy. 

I am therefore clearly of Opinion that neither by the 
Spirit or Letter of the Constitution may the executive author- 
ity make a temporary appointment of a Senator in Congress 
in the case of a vacancy which exists in consequence of the 
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expirati—of the term for which the late Senator was chosen 
which happened during the sessions of the General As- 
sembly and which has not been supplied although another 
session of the Legislature has since taken place.

from Chesnut to Walnut street in fifth Street agreeably to 
Contract of the seventh day of October last. 

John Patton Esquire this day resigned to the Governor his 
Office of Auctioneer which he hath for some time held in the 
City of Philadelphia, and the said Resignation was accepted— 
Whereupon the Governor appointed and commissioned John 
Connelly to be auctioneer in the Room of said John Patton, 
with authority to make sales by Auction at any place or 
places within the City of Philadelphia the district of South 
wark, or the Township of the Northern Liberties or Moya- 
mensing according to Law; and Jacob Hiltzheimer and James 
Oldden of the City of Philadelphia were accepted as sureties 
for the said John Connelly. 

A Letter from David Moore of West Chester in the County 
of Chester dated the third instant addressed to the Governor 
was received containing information that an escheat has ac- 
erued to the Commonwealth by the death of a Certain James

Tuesday December 6th 1791. 


Abraham Hendricks Esquire having at the last General 
Hlection been chosen a Member of the General Assembly for

I am happy in Receiving your Visit and ag the Governor 
of the State of Pennsylvania in giving you a cordial welcome 
to this City. 

Brothers. Nothing contributes more to Strengthen and pre- 
serve the Friendship of Nations as well as of individuals 
than a free and constant intercourse; and I hope that the 
good understanding which has hitherto subsisted between 
your Nations and Pennsylvania,—will, by such means be ren- 
dered as beneficial and as lasting as the sun. 

Brothers, My pleasure in seeing you here is greatly in- 
ereased by comparing the confidence and attachment which 
are shewn in your visit with the uhappy Spirit of discord by 
which some Western Indians are actuated. 

Brothers, In this very House, your Fathers and the Gov- 
ernors of Pennsylvania have often assembled to express their 
regard for each other and to brighten the chain of Friend- 
ship. 

Brothers It must be pleasing to us to imitate so good an 
example; while, as inhabitants of the same contry it will 
always be our interest to preserve inviolate those bounds of 
faith and honor, by which our Ancestors were united. 

Brothers. You know that the People of Pennsylvania con- 
sider War as an Hnemy to the Happiness of the human race 
and Peace as a source of various blessings. You will there- 
fore believe that we sincerely deplore the Calamities which 
are felt by both the parties engaged in the present conflict 
and are desirous to behold every cause of Hostility and Re- 
sentment done away. 

Brothers You are come to listen to the Councils of the 
great Father of the Union let the truths which he will unfold 
make a deep impression on your minds, and induce you to 
believe that the Citizens of the United States are strongly 
disposed to promote the Happiness of all their Indian 
Brethren. 

Brothers Once more I bid you Welcome; The President 
whose Province it is to negociate and conclude treaties, has 
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directed his Officers to provide for your accommodation, Com- 
fort, and Support, while you remain among us; but I shall 
likewise be happy to testify my esteem for your Nations, by 
every Mark of Attention, which it is in my Power to bestow. 

Brothers I know the kindness with which you treat the 
strangers that visit your Country; and it is my sincere wish, 
that when you return to your families you may be able to 
assure them that the Virtues of friendship and hospitality 
are also practised by the Citizens of Pennsylvania. 

Three of the Chiefs acknowledged for the Cordial reception 
which they had experienced, but postponed their formal 
answer till another opportunity. 





Tuesday March 27th 1792. 


George McCulloch was appointed a Justice of the peace in 
the district of Little Britain Township in the County of 
Lancaster. 

The fine of ten pounds which was imposed upon Charles 
Wilson upon his being convicted of keeping a Tipling house 
in the County of Philadelphia was this day remitted by the 
Governor in compliance with a respectable reeommendation. 

The Opinion of the Attorney General which was requested 
of him on the day of on the subject of 
Mr Nicholsons letter of the fourteenth of January 1792 which 
is as follows Vizt 
Dear Sir I beg leave now to express in writing the answer— 
which I some time ago returned to the Comptroller General 
verbally respecting the business mentioned in hig letter to— 
Governor Mifflin of the fourteenth of January 1792 

I am of opinion that a person wio had received monies from 
the State with which he was charged and had not exhibited 
his account until after January 1791, their rendering them 
either on demand of the State or of his own Motion and 
shewing that previously to said January 1791 he had dis- 
bursed all the Monies received and more and that he would 
have on settlement a ballance due to him including his sery- 
ices can have and receive the benefit of such balance as tho 
he had exhibited his account before the first of January 
aforesaid. 

It would be contrary to the principles of Natural Justice 
to deprive a party of his let off Nor do I conceive it a 
circumstance of any importance in this respect whether such 
Settlement be made on demand of the State or on the parties 
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own Motion it is the reason of the Case there is no essential 
difference whether the business be brought forward in one 
way or the other and it ought not to depend upon the Comp- 
troller General whether the party shall be allowed or denied 
this advantage, 

I am also of Opinion that those persons who have credit 
for their Surplus Certificates in the Accounts made out from 
those of the County Treasurers, altho, they did not present 
their Surplus Certificates untill after January first 1791 are 
not bound by the Act of Limitation. 

The Reason of the Law determines its extent, the Legisla- 
ture intended to guard against Imposition these Instances are 
not within the mischief designed to be provided against.

Monday April 20d 1792. 


The Resignation of Benjamin Lodge Esquire of the Office 
of Justice of the Peace in South Huntingdon Township West- 
moreland County was this day accepted by the Governor. 

The Chiefs and Warriors (of the five Nations of Indians) 
who met the Governor in the Council Chamber in the State 
House on the twenty sixth Ultimo this day returned a formal 
answer in the same place to his address—which is as follows 
Vizt: 

Sagoyewatha or Red Jacket addressed his Excellency as 
follows. 

Brother Onas Governor 

Open unprejudiced ears to what we have to say.—Some 
days since you addressed us and what you said gave us great 
pleasure this day the Great Spirit has allowed us to meet 
you again in this Council! Chamber. We hope that your not 
receiving an immediate answer to your address will make no 
improper impression upon your mind. We mention this least 
you should suspect that your kind welcome and friendly ad- 
dress, has not had a proper effect upon our hearts, we assure 
you it is far otherwise. 

Brother Onas Governor 

In address to us the other day, in this ancient Council 
Chamber where our forefathers have often conversed together 
several things struck my attention very forcibly when you 
told us this was the place in which our forefathers often 
Met on peaceable terms it gave us sensible pleasure and more 
joy than we could express, 

Brother Onas Governor 

Tho we have not writings like you; yet we remember often 
to have heard of the friendship had existed between our fore- 
fathers and yours The Picture to which you drew our at- 
tention brought fresh to our minds the freindly conferances 
that used to be held between the former governor of Penn- 
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sylvania and our tribes and the love which your forefathers 
had of Peace and the freindly disposition of our People it is 
still our wish, as well as yours to preserve peace between 
our tribes and you and it would be well if the same Spirit 
among the Indians to the Westward and thro’ every part of 
the United States. 
Brother Onas Governor 

You particularly expressed that you were pleased to find 
that we differed in dispositions from the Indians Westward 
your disposition is that for which the ancient Onas Governor 
were remarkable as you As you love Peace so do we also; 
and we wish it could be extended to the most distant parts 
of this great Country 
Brother Onas Governor 

We agreed in Council this Morning, that the sentiments I 
have expressed should be communicated to you before the 
delegates of the five Nations and to tell you, that your cordial 
welcome to to this City, and the good sentiments contained 
in your address, had made a deep impression on our hearts, 
have given us great joy and from the heart I tell you so 
This is all I have to say. 

Agwelondongwas or good Peter next addressed the Goy- 
ernor 

He first congratulated the delegates of the five Nations 
upon so happy and friendly a Meeting and on having so good 
an opportunity of shewing their Peaceable disposition and of 
auswering the Governors friendly address which had given 
them so much pleasure; then turning to the Governor he 
began 
Brother Onas Governor 


I take part in the Joy you feell on meeting your brothers 
of the five Nations at this day on such peaceable terms and 
I rejoice with my Brethern of the five Nations on the same 
account This Meeting brought to my recollection the days 
when our forefathers were united as brethern. 

Brother Onas Governor 

Let me tell you how much I wish, that the hearty friend- 
ship which subsisted between our forefathers should subsist 
equally between their children. What is their more desirable 
that we who live within hearing of one another should unite 
for the common good. This is my wish it is the which of my 
nation tho perhaps I am sorry I cant say, of every individual 
in it for there are differences of Opinions among us as well 
as among our white Brethern 
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Brother Onas Governor 

Your Country is happy, it has a comlete and firm Gov- 
ernment, when peace is secured and where all obay your 
Voice. We are in a different situation our Government is 
not established like yours and tho’ many attend to the voice 
of our Councils yet some don’t especially the young men. 
They sometimes however also do hear us. 

Brother Onas Governor 

I have been long acquainted with some customs and in a 
degree with the nature of your governments and especially 
of the Government of Pennsylvania of the difficulties you had 
in establishing it I wish you to remember that your Fore- 
fathers laboured much notwithstanding those difficulties to 
live in Peace with us and Protect us in our Weakness. 
Brother Onas Governor 

I hope that we will derive some lasting benefit from this 
Visit to your City, and carry home with us an impression 
on our mind that will make us keep Onas in mind, this is all 
I will say. 

The Governor then delivered the following reply 

Brothers 

You have spoken tHe language of freindship and Peace I 
Rejoice to find that our sentiments, upon the Present occasion 
are so much alike for I am perswaded that the Happiness of 
your nations as well as of the United States will be best pro- 
moted by a Mutual regard and the liberal exchange of good 
offices. 

I hope indeed when the other Indian Nations behold the 
Effects of the harmony established between us, they will 
endeavour to obtain the same blessings by treading in the 
same Paths.

An Act for the settlement of the Claims of Widows and 
Orphans barred by the limitations heretofore established and 
to regulate the Claims of Invalid Pensioners. 
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An Act for the settlement of the Claims of Persons under 
particular circumstances barred by the limitations hereunto 
established. 

An Act for the relief of certain Widows Orphans Invalids 
and other persons.

The Governor upon Consideration approved and signed the 
following Acts of the General Assembly; and the Secretary 
was directed to return them to the House of Representatives 
in which they originated. 

An Act for establishing and Building a Bridge across the 
River Lehigh at Bethlehem in the County of Northampton. 

An Act for the sale of vacant Lands within this Common- 
wealth. 

An Act to authorize the Register General and Comptroller 
General to adjust and settle the accounts of John Wetzell. 

An Act for dividing the fourth Election in Bedford County 
into two separate election districts, 

An Act declaring little Lehigh and Poco-Poco or Big Creek 
in Northampton County, and Penns Creek in Northumber- 
land public Highways; and a supplement to the several Acts 
for Raising County Rates and Levies, 





Wednesday April 4th 1792. 

William Armstrong was appointed and commissioned by 
the Governor to run and Mark the boundary line between tha 
Counties of Mifflin and Huntingdon agreeably to the Act of 
General Assembly passed the twenty ninth day of March 
last entitled “An Act ascertaining the Boundary line between 
Huntingdon and Mifllin Counties on the South side of Juniata 
River” which declares that a strait line beginning in the 
Middle of the Water Gap in the Tuscarora Mountain, and 
from thence to the River Juniata in such direction as_to in- 
clude Joseph Galloways farm within Huntingdon County at 
the Mouth of Galloway’s run shall be the boundary line 
between the said Counties on the south side of Juniata, 

And a Letter of Instructions inclosing the Commission was 
written by the Secretary to Mr Armstrong. 
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The Governor on Consideration this day approved and 
signed the following acts of the General Assembly; and the 
Secretary was directed to return them to the houses in which 
they respectively originated—Vizt: 

An Act to provide for the settlement of the public accounts 
and for other purposes therein mentioned. 

An Act to vest in Christopher Zimmerman and David Sower 
in trust for the use of all and every the legal Representa- 
tives of Christopher Sower deceased such parts of his for- 
feited estate as have not been sold for the benefit of the 
Commonwealth. 

An Act for establishing a nightly watch providing lamps 
and supporting pumps for public use in the Borough of 
Lancaster. 

An Act to provide for printing publishing and distributing 
the Laws of this Commonwealth; and to direct a proper 
index to be made of the records of the Executive department. 

A further supplement to the Act entitled An Act to estab- 
lish the Judicial Courts of this Commonwealth in conformity 
to the alterations and amendments in the Constitution. 

An Act erecting the Township of Newtown and Part of 
West Pennsborough in the County of Cumberland into a sep- 
arate Elections district. 

A supplement to the Act entitled An Act to provide for the 
support of the Government of this Commonwealth. 

An Act for the relief and support of Poor confined debtors 
With the said Acts were transmitted for the information of 
the Legislature copies of a letter which the Governor of this 
State received from the Governor of Georgia together with 
the proceedings of the Legislature of that State respecting 
the admission of Citizens to hear the debates of the Senate 
while sitting in their Legislative capacity. 

Adam Harper was appointed and commissicned a Justice of 
the peace in the district of Potters in the County of North- 
umberland 


Thursday April 5th 1792. 


The Governor upon consideration this day approved and 
signed the following acts of the General Assembly, and the 
Secretary was directed to return them to the House of Repre- 
sentatives in which they originated Vizt: 

An Act to empower the Governor to draw a Warrant on the 
Treasurer of this Commonwealth in favor of Charles Wilson 
Peale for the purposes therein mentioned. 
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A supplement to the Act entitled an Act authorizing and 
directing the State Treasurer to subscribe in the name of the 
Commonwealth to the Loan proposed by the United States, 
and for other purposes therein mentioned 

Upon a full consideration of the documents and statement 
respecting the final settlement of the Legislative grant to the 
late Proprietaries and the sett off of certain Taxes charged 
by the Comptroller General in his report of the twentieth and 
twenty first Ultimo and of the reasons of the Register General 
in support of his opinion stated in his letter of this days date 
The Governor decided in favor of the Register Generals 
Opinion as expressed in his letter of which the Comptroller 
General was informed and was directed to proceed accord- 
ingly. 

Agreeably to the directions of an Act of the General As- 
sembly passed on the fourth day of April last entitled “An 
Act to provide for printing publishing and distributing the 
Laws of this Commonwealth and to direct a proper index to 
be made of the Records of the Wxecutive department” The 
Governor this day appointed William Hall and William 
Sellers to print the Laws passed in the last Sessions of the 
General Assembly and a Commission was issued to them ac- 
cordingly 

Some doubts having arisen whether the late Proprietaries 
of Pennsylvania are justly chargeable with the payment of 
certain Taxes stated in the final report of the Comptroller 
General and Register General of the twentieth and twenty 
first of March last It was agreed that before the final settle- 
ments of the Legislative body to the late Proprietaries the 
sum of five thousand four hundred and thirty six pounds 
seventeen shillings and two pence in Specie monies due to 
John Penn junior and the sum of one thousand eight hundred 
and twelve pounds five shillings and eight pence out of the 
specie monies due to John Penn the senior should be retained 
in the hands of the State Treasurer to answer their pro- 
portions of such Taxes if within the term of Highteen Months 
it shall be decided by any competent authority that the said 
Proprietaries are liable for the said Taxes or for any part 
thereof—but if otherwise the said sums are to be paid over 
to the said John Penn junior and John Penn Esquires or their 
lawful Agents according to their respective shares therein 

It being suggested that there was a Mistake in reciting 
the Act of Assembly in the Commission issued on the fourth 
Instant to William Armstrong for running the Boundary line 
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between Huntingdon and Mifflin Counties, a Messenger was 
dispatched to Major Armstrong with a Copy of the Act of 
Assembly and Mr Armstrong was instructed to consider the 
Act as his guide in executing the Trust the Commission was 
afterwards received and the error rectified. 





Friday April 6th 1792. 


The resignation of John Sellers Esquire of the Office of 
Associate Judge of the Court of Commonpleas of the County 
of Delaware was this day accepted by the Governor 

A Message from the Governor was presented to both Houses 
of the Legislature informing them that he has repaid the 
Loan of Sixty thousand pounds borrowed from the Bank of 
North America and settlement the Legislative Grant to the 
late Proprietaries agreeably to Law; and the Secretary was 
directed to lay before the Legislature copies of the final 
statements of those transactions and of the acquittance given 
to the Commonwealth by the Agents of Messieurs Penn; the 
Secretary was also directed to return to the House of Repre- 
sentatives an Act of the General Assembly entitled ‘“‘A Supple- 
ment to the several Acts of the General Assembly of this 
Commonwealth for distributing the donation Lands promised 
to the Troops of this Commonwealth’ which was this day 
upon consideration approved and signed by the Governor 





Saturday April 7th 1792. 

William Smith was appointed and commissioned Justice 
of the in and for the district of the Townships of Hopewell 
and Shrewsbury in the County of York. 

The Governor upon consideration this day approved and 
assigned an Act of the General Assembly entitled “An Act 
directing the times places and manner of holding Hlections 
for Representatives of the People of this State in the con- 
gress of the United States” and the Secretary was directed 
to return the same to the House of Representatives in which 
it originated. 


Monday April 9th 1792. 
The Governor this day granted a pardon to John Schaffer 
who in June 1787 was convicted of an assault and battery; 
and in January 1789 was convicted of fornication and bas- 
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tardy and was sentenced for the first offence to pay to the 
use of the Commonwealth a fine of fifteen pounds and for 
the last offence to pay in like—manner a fine of ten pounds. 
Upon a return to the Governor by the Lieutenant of the 
County of Franklin of the Blection of Certain persons as 
officers of the Militia of the said County Commissions were 
directed to issue agreeably to the following list—and the 
same were made out accordingly and signed by the Governor.

of the fifth instant that is to say the district of John Adlum 
being in the late purchase, Beginning at the mouth of Lycom- 
ing Creek thence—up the same and down Tawandac Creek 
(being the line of division between the purchases of the 
Indians made in the years 1768 and 1784 respectively) to 
the North East Branch of Susquehanna River thence up the 
same to the Northern Boundary of this State thence along 
the same Westwardly to the one hundred and fifteen mile 
stone on said line thence due south to the West branch of 
Susquehanna and down the same to the place of beginning. 

And the district of John Brodhead being in the same pur- 
chase Beginning at the one hundred and fifteen mile stone 
the North West corner of the district applied for by Mr 
John Adlum on the Pennsylvania Northern Boundary thence 
Westwardly along the same to the one hundred and forty 
mile stone on said line thence due South to the West Branch 
of Susquehanna River thence Mastwardly along the same

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A letter was written by the Secretary to Samuel Brison 
Esquire on the subject of the prosecutions against the per- 
sons who were concerned in the late riot in Mifflin County 
in which he was informed that the Governor relies on his 
exertions to restore peace and harmony and hopes that he 
will sacrifice all private animosity to the public good. 

The Governor upon consideration this day approved and 
signed An Act of the General Assembly entitled An Act to 
enable the Governor of this Commonwealth to incorporate a 
Company for making an artificial Road from the City of 
Philadelphia to the Borough of Lancaster’ and the Secre- 
tary was directed to return the same to the House of Repre-

Tuesday April 10th 1792. 


The Governor this day approved of the Surveyor Generals 
appointment of William Power John Hoge Daniel Leet Jona- 
than Leet John Canan and James Hunter to be Deputy Sur- 
yeyors of the following districts vizt: The district of William 
Power beginning at the South East cornor of the district Ne 
one West of the Allegany river thence to a run due south 
twenty four Miles thence to run due West to the Western 
Boundary of Pennsylvania thence by the same due North 
to the South West Corner of the district above mentioned 
thence by the same due East to the Place of beginning.

By direction of the Governor the Secretary requested Pres- 
ley Neville Hsquire Lieutenant of the County of Allegany 
to inform him whether it is the General sence of the People 
in that County that a new Hlection of Militia Officers should 
be held in May next, or that the present Officers should 
continue untill the expiration of the term for which they 
were actually choosen in the latter case the Commissions will 
be iminediately renewed

An Act to provide payment of certain incidental expences 
of the late General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania and of the late committee of Safety. 

“An Act for the relief of Jane Collins 

An Act to alter the place of holding the annual election in 
the second district within the County of Bedford. 

A Supplement to the Act entitled An Act to provide for 
opening and improving sundry waters and roads within this 
Commonwealth. 

An Act to provide for paying and redeeming certain public 
debts and for defraying the expences of Government. 

An Act to enable the Governor of this Commonwealth to 
incorporate a Company for opening a Canal and Water Com- 
munication between the Rivers Delaware and Schuylkill and 
for other purposes therein mentioned. 

John Morrison was appointed and commissioned by the 
Governor to be Justice of the Peace in the district of Toboyne 
in the County of Cumberland. 

Upon Application of Edward Farone of the City of Phila- 
delphia a Commission of Bankrupt was issued against Joshua 
Freeman of the said City dealer and chapman. 

A letter was received from Thomas Jefferson Esquire Sec- 
retary of the United States transmitting the following Acts 
of Congress Vizt: 

An Act supplemental] to the Act for making farther and 
more effectua] provision for the protection of the frontiers 
of the United States. 

An Act establishing a mint and regulating the Coins of the 
United States, And 

An Act for finishing the Light House on Baldhead, at the 
mouth of Cape Fear river in the State of North Carolina”— 
and, the said letter was filed. 
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Wednesday April 11th 1792. 
The Secretary wrote a letter to James Wells relative to 
the proposals which he made for improving a part of the 
Road from Bedford to Pittsburgh, informing him of the 
Governors deferring a a dicision on them until the Act giving 
him additional Powers is passed. 





Thursday April 12th 1792. 


The Governor this day approved of the Surveyor Generals 
appointment of John Moore Thomas Rees junior Thomas 
Stokely Benjamin Stokely and Stephen Gapen to be Deputy 
Surveyors of the following districts Vizt:

between the Commonwealth and the judges of the Supreme 
Court. 


Friday April 13. 1792. 

John Nicholson Esquire was accepted by the Governor as 
surety for Thomas Rees Junr a deputy Surveyor in the room 
of Andrew Gregg, who was offered and accepted yesterday, 
but declined to enter into bond. 

A return of an election which was held in the city of Phila- 
delphia on the tenth day of this Month for three Aldermen 
in the room of Francis Hopkinson deceased, and Samuel 
Powell and William Colladay resigned—was this day received 
—by which it appeared that Jonathan Bayard Smith Francis 
Gurney and Michael Hillegas were duly elected, whereupon 
the oaths of office were administered to the said Gentlemen 
by the Governor; the Governor also administered the neces- 
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sary oaths to Matthew Clarkson Hsquire, who was this day 
elected Mayor of the City of Philadelphia. 

Agreeably to the directions of an act of General Assembly 
passed on the tenth day of this month entitled “An Act for

passed on the tenth day of the same month entitled “A sup- 
plement to the act entitled An act for directing the mode 
of distributing the donation lands promised to the troops of 
this state’ for receiving applications for lands in lieu of 
those which were surveyed and laid out for the officers and 
soldiers of the Pennsylvania line in the state of New York” 
the Governor instructed the Secretary of the commonwealth 
to give public notice as follows Vizt:

mahoning as far as the place called Drift-Wood. 

3. For improving the navigation of the Allegheny river 
from the north of the Conewango creek up the said river unto 
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the place where the road from Drift-Wood shall strike the 
‘said river. 

4. For improying the navigation of French creek on the 
river Allegheny from the mouth of the said creek to the 
portage leading therefrom to Presque-isle, on Lake Hrie. 

5. For improving the navigation of the river Juniata from 
the mouth thereof to Water-street. 

6. For improving the navigation of the Conemaugh from 
Stony Point to Richard’s run, from thence through Chestnut 
ridge, and from Chestnut ridge to Loyal Hanning; making 
separate statements for the improvements from Stony Point 
to Richard’s run, from Richard’s run through Chestnut ridge;

21. The road over the Three mountains, commonly called 
Skinner’s road, it being part of the road leading from Ship- 
pensburgh to Bedford. 

22. The road from Mount-rock, near Carlisle, to Rankin’s 
ferry on Susquehanna; to be applied to that part of the road 
which will extend across the South mountain. 

23. A road across the Blue mountain at Smith’s gap, be- 
tween the Wind-gap and the Lehigh water-gayp, 

24. A road along the east side of Susquehanna beyond 
Peter’s mountain and to extend to Sunbury; (the grant to be 
expended in Northumberland county.) 

25. The road from McCall’s ferry, until it meets or falls 
in with the road to be laid out from Peach-bottom towards 
Christiana creek. 
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All the contracts will be founded on actual survey. The

The Secretary of the Commonwealth wrote a letter to the 
Governor in the following words, to wit,

By a late act of Assembly I am directed to employ an 
addional Clerk for entering the old executive minutes in 
proper books; for whose services and composing an Index 
a sum not exceeding one thousand dollars is appropriated— 
This I consider as exclusive of the above arrangement. 

For the first Clerk I beg leave to nominate Mr Booth; for 
the second Mr Steinmetz; and for the Doorkeeper and Mes- 
senger Mr Sneider. To accomplish the special business of 
entering the old minutes of the Executive at the cheapest and 
most expeditious mode I have engaged Mr Prosser to take 
it as a Job at one fourth of a dollar for each page. I am,

Which arrangement received the approbation of the Governor. 

A draft of an advertisement inviting proposals for the sale 
of Stock to carry into effect the Act of General Assembly 
for the redemption of the State debts was presented to the 
Governor by the Comptroller and Register General, and re- 
ceived his approbation. 

A letter was received from the Comptroller General refer- 
ring to an act of General Assembly passed the fourth instant 
to provide for the settlement of the public accounts by the 
third section of which it is declared “that uo certificate bear- 
ing interest shall in any instance be issued by the Comptroller 
and Register General,’ and the same was referred to the 
Attorney General of the state for his consideration 

By direction of the Governor; the Secretary wrote a letter 
te William Bingham Esquire requesting him to take the 
proper steps for giving up the possession to the Common- 
wealth of that part of the lot of ground which was purchased 
of him for the accommodation of the President of the United 
States—Messieurs Wells and Gurney were informed of the 
above request to Mr Bingham, and they were instructed to 
take every necessary step to begin and compleat the proposed 
building and they were reminded of Mr Hiltzeimerg engage- 
ment to superintend the receipt and security of the materials 
which they may from time to time order to be deposited 
on the ground.—A letter was also written to Mr Hiltzeimer 
on the same subject. 


Tuesday April 17th 1792. 

The Governor this day approved of the Surveyor General’s 
appointment of William P. Brady to be Deputy Surveyor of 
district No 5 east of the Allegheny river beginning at a 
Cherry tree a corner of the late General Potter’s district 
and from thence extending by district No 4 due north to 
the northern boundary of Pennsylvania thence by the same 
west fourteen miles thence due south to the line of the pur- 
chase of 1768 late the southern boundaries of James Johns- 
ton’s and General Potter’s districts, and by the same fourteen 
and a quarter miles to the place of beginning—-and Edward 
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Lynch and Jeremiah Jackson were accepted as sureties for the 
said Deputy Surveyor, and a bond was executed accordingly. 

By direction of the Governor, the Secretary wrote a letter 
to Mr Joseph Wheadon (in answer to his letter of this days 
date) referring him to the 7th section of an aet of General 
Assembly passed the 224 of March 1788 (which is the only 
authority for the establishment of independent infantry corps) 
for the measures which it will be necessary to pursue in 
order to organize his association. 





Wednesday April 18th 1792. 

The Governor this day accepted the resignation of Joshua 
Eider esquire of the office of fourth associate Judge of the 
Commonpleas of the county of Dauphin agreeably to the re- 
quest contained in Mr Elder’s letter of the 12th instant, in 
which it was assigned as a reason for such resignation that 
James Clunie had been appointed an associate Judge who he 
conceived is not a suitable character to fill that office. 

The Register General was informed that the Governor ap- 
proves of his appointment of an additional clerk, and of his 
drawing the additional allowance made by law for that pur- 
pose from the 24th of November last, agreeably to the request 
contained in his letter of this day’s date. 

The Governor this day granted pardons to the following 
named persons Vizt: 

Perry a Negro man who was convicted of defrauding &c 
and sentenced to one years hard labour and fined £1..17..6 
and is now confined in the Jail of the city and county of 
Philadelphia. 

Ludwig Glass who is now confined in the said J ail, & sent- 
enced to three years hard labour, and fined £28, 

James Ruddy who is confined in the said Jail for felony, 
sentenced to two years hard labour, and fined £5. 

Andrew Simpson who is confined in the said jail for lar- 
ceny sentenced to two years hard labour &c. 

Commissions were issued to Alexander McClean and John 
Badollet esquires as agents of information under an act of 
the General Assembly passed the 10th day of April last en- 
titled “A supplement to the act entitled An Act to provide 
for the opening and improving sundry navigable waters and 
roads within this Commonwealth, by which the former is 
authorized and appointed to survey and lay out the three 
following described roads and every of them by courses and

distances agreeably to the true intent and meaning of the 
said supplemental act, and to make a full and accurate re- 
turn of the survey of the said roads respectively into the 
office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth as soon as the 
same shall be compleated—that is to say—a road from the 
east side of Laurel hill at or near Jones’s mill on the waters 
of the north branch of Youghiogeny river to the west side of 
the Chestnut ridge at or near Connoll’s ferry on Youghiogeny 
river; a road from Hughes’s encampment at the foot of the 
dry ridge across the Allegheny mountain to the west side 
thereof at or near Speicher’s house to be laid out improved 
and opened on the best and most eligible ground; and a road 
from Cherry’s mill on Jacobs’s creek on the west side of the 
chestnut ridge across the said ridge and thence to the top of 
Laurel hill so as to intersect the road leading from Jones’s 
mill on the north branch of Youghiogeny to Connoll’s ferry 
on Youghiogeny river; and the latter to view and explore 
the river Monongahela from the mouth thereof to the Vir- 
ginia line, and also the Youghiogeny river from the mouth 
thereof to the mouth of Salt-lick creek, and in like manner 
to make a full & accurate return of his proceedings therein. 

Application from Jeremiah Jackson and Casper Singer for 
several islands in Penn’s creek and in the river Susquehanna 
were received and referred to the Surveyor General with 
instructions to ascertain the value of the same, the quantity 
of land comprized in each, and whether there are any occu- 
pants or claimants to the same. 

A copy of a decree of the Supreme Court was presented to 
the Governor, by which it appears that the sum of £245..0..0 
principal with £11..19..0 costs, hath been adjudged to be due 
to Elijah Weed from the Commonwealth upon an appeal 
from the Comptroller General’s settlement of his account; 
and the same was referred by the Governor to the Comptroller 
General and Register General to report what fund is ap- 
propriated for paying said demand and if there is no fund 
to proceed according to law. 





Thursday April 19th 1792. 


A circular letter was written by the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth to the Prothonotaries of the several counties 
throughout the State, inclosing all the laws passed in the 
last session of the General Assembly as they are printed in 
Dunlap’s newspaper; with several copies of an advertise- 
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_ ment inviting proposals for improving our roads and rivers; 
the advertisement respecting new grants for Donation Lands 
and extending the time for receiving applications from per- 
sons who were entitled to such land was forwarded to the 
Prothonotary of the county of Lancaster and to the Pro- 
thonotaries of the counties of Dauphin, Franklin, Cumber- 
land Allegheny and York with instructions to publish the 
same in the several newspapers printed in the said counties. 

Letters were written by the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth to Alexander McClean and John Badolett esquires 
inclosing to each of them several copies of an advertise- 
ment inviting proposals for improving sundry roads and 
rivers to be distributed; and also inclosing the Commissions 
which were issued to them yesterday as Agents of informa- 
tion, with instructions as to the manner of executing the 
same. 

A letter was written to the Governor of Georgia, inform- 
ing him that his letter of the 31st of January last, and the 
inclosures, relating to the doors of the Senate of the United 
States being kept open, while sitting in their Legislative ca- 
pacity, were laid before the General Assembly of this Com- 
monwealth. 


Friday April 20 1792. 

By direction of the Governor the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth wrote a letter to Messrs Wheaton, Francis and 
Seott of this City referring them to the act of Assembly 
passed on the 22d of March 1788 for directions in forming 
a Company of Light Infantry; and recommending a confer- 
ence with the Lieutenant of the city and liberties of Phila- 
delphia on the subject, and a compliance with the conditions 
of the Law. 

Hugh Lloyd esquire was appointed and commissioned by 
the Governor to be first associate Judge of the court of 
Common Pleas in and for the county of Delaware in the 
room of John Sellers who resigned on the 6th instant. 





Saturday April 21, 1792. 
The fine of ten pounds which was imposed upon Frederick 
Kutz by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of Northamp- 
_ton county held the 10th of April for keeping a Tipling 
house, was this day remitted by the Governor. 
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Mr John Mulhallon one of the sureties for Wm Craig the 
Prothonotary of the county of Northampton, having expressed 
his desire to be released from his bond, and upon an enquiry 
into the state of Mr Craig’s accounts, it appearing that there 
is a considerable arrearage due to the Commonwealth,—the 
Governor thereupon directed the Secretary to write to Mr 
Craig informing him that an immediate settlement of his 
accounts is essential to justify his continuing him in a de- 
partment of so much trust and consequence. 

Agreeably to an Act of the General Assembly passed the 
tenth day of April instant entitled “An act to require of the 
officers in the different departments of the State an account 
of the fees they severally charge in their offices’ a letter 
was written by the Secretary (by order of the Governor) 
to all the public officers of the State, by whom taxes, fees, 
perquisites or pecuniary compensations of any kind are de- 
manded or received in their offices respectively, requiring 
them to transmit a statement thereof to the Hxecutive de- 
partment in compliance with the said law—A copy of the 
law was inclosed in each letter. 





Monday April 234 1792. 

Martin Shetter was appointed and commissioned a Justice 
of the Peace in the district of the township of Newberry in 
the county of York. 

A Letter to the Governor from Thomas Jefferson Esqr 
Secretary of State was this day receiv’d with the Following 
Acts of Congress inclosed Viz: 

An Act Supplementary to the Act for the Establishmt and 
Support of Light houses, Beacons, Buoys, and Public piers.— 
An Act to Erect a Light-house on Monteck point in the State 
of New York. An Act for ascertaining the Bounds of a tract 
of Land purchased by John Cleves Symmes. An Act for fix- 
ing the Compensations of the Doorkeepers of the Senate azn 
House of Representatives in Congress.—An Act for Altering 
the times for holding the Circuit Courts in Certain districts 
of the United States, and for other purposes—An Act to

By dirction of the Governor the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth wrote a Letter te Bernard Hubley Esquire Lieu- 
tenant of the County of Northumberland in answer to his 
Letter of the 12th Instant relative to some Military pro- 
ceedings against Colonel Charles Gobin on the Subject of his 
Rank as Colonel, referring him to the Militia Law and rec- 
ommending an Amicable Adjustment of the dispute, but at 
the same informing him that the proper Steps will be pur- 
sued for Instituting a Court-Martial on the Occasion, should 
that alternative be unavoidable. 


A Letter was Written to Colonel Charles Gobin on the 
same Subject. 





Wednesday April 25th 1792. 

William Patterson Esquire, Governor of the State of New 
Jersey, having agreeably to the 24 Section of the Fourth 
Article of the Constitution of the United States of demanded 
of the Executive of this State, that a certain William Van 
Pelt who has been duly charged with Fornication and Bas- 
tardy Committed in the said State of New Jersey, and having 
departed the same hath taken refuge in the State of Penn- 
sylvania, may be delivered up to be removed to the said 
State of New Jersey, having Jurisdiction of the Crime afore- 
said.—And the Flight of the said William Van Pelt, and his 
being found in this State also appearing from the deposition 
of a certain James Coxe. The Governor thereupon directed 
the Chief Justice of this Commonwealth to Issue his War- 
rant in due form of Law directed to any Constable or other 
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Person for Apprehending and Securing the said William Van 
Pelt if He may be found within this Commonwealth, and de- 
livering him into the Custody of the said James Coxe to be 
rémoved as aforesaid He the said James Coxe paying the 
Expences thereof—And a Letter was Written to the Chief 
Justice on the Occasion. 


Friday April 27th 1792. 

A Pardon was this day granted by the Gevernor to Hugh 
Cone who is now Confined in the Jail of the County of Lan- 
easter for Larceny of which He was Convicted at a Court 
of General Quarter Sessions held in the said County in Feb- 
ruary 1792. And Sentenced to One Years hard labour and 
to pay a fine to the Commonwealth of £88..9..6. 

The Governor this day approved of the Surveyor Generals 
Appointment of Ennion Williams to be a Deputy Surveyor 
of district No 6 on the East Side of the Allegheny River, be- 
ginning at the South East Corner of district No 5. Granted 
to Wm P. Brady, and from thence extending by the same 
North, to the Northern Boundary of Pennsylvania from thence 
due West untill it intersects a North line from the Mouth 
of Conewango River and South by the same to the Alle- 
gheny River, thence down the same by the Several Courses 
thereof untill the intersection of the line of the purchase of 
1768 and thence by the same Eastwardly to the place of be- 
ginning—And Daniel Williams and John Field were accepted 
as his Sureties from whom a Bond was taken according to 
Law. 

A Commission under the Great Seal and Signed by the 
Governor was Issued to Obadiah Gore Simon Spalding and 
Jesse Fell Esquires. Authorizing and requiring them to View 
and lay out a Road from Wilkesbarre on the West Side of 
Susquehanna to Wyalusing or Mushoppen Creek, and thence 
crossing the River and running a Northwesterly Cource 60 
intersect Ellicotts Road at or near Tioga point and from 
thence to the North Bounds of the State, and to make a full 
and Accurate report thereof in Writing together with a draft 
and return of Survey of the said Road Agreeably to the true 
intent and meaning of the Act of General Assembly passed 
the tenth day of April Instant entitled—“A Supplement to 
the Act entitled an Act to provide for the Opening and im- 
proving Sundry Navigable Waters and Roads within this Com- 
monwealth.” 

Stephen Moylan Esquire was appointed by the Governor to 
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be Register of the Probate of Wills and Granting Letters of 
Administration and Recorder of Deeds in and for the County 
of Chester/in the room of Percifull Frazier Esquire lately 
deceased/and a Commission issued accordingly—Jasper Moy- 
lan and John Maxwell Nesbitt Esquires were accepted as his 
Sureties from whom a Bond was taken according to Law. 


An Act or Instrument for the Incorporation of the Minister, 
Vestry Men and Church Wardens of the German Lutheran 
Congregation of New Goshoppen in Upper Hanover Township 
in the County of Montgomery—being presented to the Gov- 
ernor; and the Judges of the Supreme Court, and the At- 
torney General of the Commonwealth having duly certified 
that they have respectively perused and examined the same, 
and that they Concur in Opinion that the objects, Articles 
and Conditions therein Setforth and Contained are lawfull— 
the Governor thereupon in pursuance of the Act of General 
Assembly, passed the Sixth day of April 1791 entitled “An 
Act to Confer on Certain Associations of the Citizens of this 
Commonwealth the powers and immunities of Corporations 
or Bodies Politic in Law” in such Case made and provided, 
Transmitted the said Act or Instrument of Incorporation to 
Mathew Irwin Esq. Master of the Rolls and required him 
to enroll the same. 


A License to follow the employment of a Pedlar on foot 
was this day Granted by the Governor to Christian Haars 
upon a recommendation in his favour from the Court of Gen- 
eral Quarter Sessions of the Peace of the County of Phila- 
delphia, and A Certificate of his having given Bond in due 
form. 


A Letter was Written by the Governor, Containing Instruc- 
tions to the Comptroller General and Register General to Ex- 
tend the period for receiving proposals for the purchase of 
Stock, And to receive all that may be made in either of 
the Forms prescribed untill the requisite Sum is obtain’d 
for the redemption of the whole of the State Debt; But in 
the Case of a Commutation they were informed there must 
be an actual deposit of the State debt; in the Case of A 
Purchase, the Cash must be paid or Secured to be paid be- 
yond the possibility of a doubt; And in both Cases the Period 
of Executing the Contract, must be referred to the time which 
the Notification shall limit.

at His House this day at Three OClock in the afternoon of 
which Notice was given to Nathaniel Falconer, Master 
Warden. 

By direction of the Governor, the Secretary also wrote a 
Letter to the Merchants of Philadelphia Containing an Opin- 
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ion in Answer to Certain Questions Stated by them, and in- 
forming them that the Governor hopes by the Conduct of the 
Wardens, the necessity of his further interference with re- 
spect to the defection of the Pilotts will be prevented; but 
at all Events He is determind to remove by every lawfull 
means, the present Unjustifiable Obstruction to the Commerce 
of Philadelphia. 
Opinion. 


1. The acts of Assembly instituting the Board of Wardens 
of the Port are in full force. Those acts prescribe certain 
duties to the Board, and declare the rate of compensation to 
its members. There is no doubt, therefore, that although no 
express appropriation of a Fund appears in the law, the ex- 
pence must be considered as a part of the expence of Govern- 
ment, and the accounts of the Board being exhibited to the 
Register will be settled as other public accounts are settled: 

2. The laws for the regulation of Pilots are still in full 
force, and they are still amenable to the Board of Wardens 
for their conduct.

tract, and the true intent and meaning of the said act of 
Assembly, the said James McLene is to receive the sum of 
two hundred and fifty pounds, to be taken and considered by 
him as a full compensation therefor. 

Josiah Crawford and John Rhea of the county of Franklin 
were accepted as sureties for the said James McLene, and a 
bond was taken according to law. 

Upon application of Benjamin Davis, Head measurer of 
Corn and Salt, the Governor granted him leave of absence 
agreeably to the request made in his letter of the 14th instant

Agreeably to the directions of an act of the General Assem- 
bly of this Commonwealth passed the 10th of April 1792 en- 
titled ‘‘An act to provide for paying and redeeming certain 
public debts and for defraying the expences of Government,” 
the Governor this day instructed the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth to give public notice as following vizt 

Redemption of the State Debts.

Whereas in and by an act of the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania entitled “An act to provide 
for paying and redeeming certain public debts, and for de- 
fraying the expences of government” adequate provision is 
made for paying redeeming and discharging the following 
debts or engagements, owing and contracted by this com- 
monwealth, at the rates respectively hereinafter mentioned: 
that is to say— 

1. All the certificates issued by this state upon which an 
interest of six per cent per annum, is payable by virtue of any 
existing laws of this commonwealth, at their nominal value. 

2. All the certificates, which were issued by this state, 
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bearing an interest of six per cent as an equivalent for the 
loss sustained upon the deferred stock of the United States, 
by the creditors of this state, who subscribed to the loan pro- 
posed by Congress; at the rate of thirty nine pounds, in gold 
or silver money, for every hundred pounds in the nominal 
amount of the certificate of deferred stock, on which such 
additional six per cent certificates were respectively granted 
by the state as aforesaid. 


8. All the certificates, which were issued by this state, 
bearing an interest of three per cent as an equivalent for the 
loss sustained upon the three per cent stock of the United 
States, by the creditors of this state, who subscribed to the 
loan proposed by Congress, at such rate as the same may be 
purchased; provided the same does not exceed the rate of 
fifty pounds in gold or silver, for every hundred pounds in 
the nominal amount of the certificates of three per cent stock, 
on which such additional three per cent certificates were, 
respectively, granted by the state as aforesaid. 

4. All and every the bills of credit, commonly called dollar 
money, remaining in circulation, together with the interest 
due thereon; at the nominal value and amount of such bills, 
and of the interest due thereon, 


And whereas, in and by the said recited act of the General 
Assembly, it is further provided, that, it Congress shall on or 
before the first day of July next, renew and again open the 
subscription to the loan, heretofore proposed to the state cred- 
itors, or shall, in any other manner, and upon any other terms 
provide for the assumption of the non-subscribed debts owing 
to such state creditors, the holder or holders of any certificate 
or certificates, subscribable to the subscription so renewed, 
or entitled to the benefit of such other provision, shall be 
entitled to have and receive the nominal value of the said cer- 
tificate or certificates from the State treasurer; upon this 
condition, and not otherwise, that they shall and do subscribe 
‘to the loan so renewed or acquiesce in the terms of such 
other provision, and thereupon, on or before the first day of 
July next, transfer to the state treasurer, for the use of the 
Commonwealth, each and every the certificate and certifi- 
cates which they shall receive from the United States, in con- 
sequence of such subscription, or all and singular the inter- 
ests and benefit, to be derived from such other provision, to- 
gether with the proper evidences therefor. 


And whereas Congress, in and by an Act, entitled, “An 
Act supplementary to the act for making provision for the 
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debt of the United States,’ passed on the eighth day of May 
instant, has renewed and again opened, the subscription to 
jthe loan, heretofore proposed to the State creditors, declaring, 
“That the term for receiving upon loan that part of the debts 
of the respective states, which hath not been subscribed, pur- 
suant to the terms proposed in the act entitled “An act mak- 
ing provision for the debt of the United States,’ shall be en- 
larged on the same terms, as in and by the said act is pro- 
vided, until the first day of March, 1793 inclusively. 

Notice is therefore given, by order of the Governor, that 
on the first day of August next, the holder and holders of all 
and every of the different denominations of certificates, for 
the payment, redemption and discharge of which, provision is 
made as aforesaid in and by the said recited act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, shall be entitled to have and receive the value 
thereof, at the ratés before mentioned, upon depositing with 
the Register General his, her or their certificate or certificates :

otherwise, that they shall and do respectively subscribe to 
the said loan so renewed, and thereupon on or before the 
said first day of August next, transfer to the State treasurer, 
for the use of the Commonwealth, each and every the certifi- 
cate and certificates, which they shall receive from the 
United States in consequence of such subscription. 

And notice is hereby also given that from and after the 
said first day of August next, all interest, and all right and 
claim to interest, upon all and every the certificate and cer- 
tificates, bills of credit or other evidences of debt, herein 
before mentioned, will cease and determine, and be thence-

widows and children of such officers and privates, in order 
that lots of Donation Lands may be drawn in due time for 
them and Patents issue to those who appear to be entitled. 

The Comptroller General presented to the Governor a form 
of a Certificate of accounts settled where no fund is appro- 
priated for the payment of the amount; and the same was 
approved by the Governor. 

A memorial from sundry inhabitants of Chester county com- 
plaining of some irregular proceedings which took place at 
an election for Field-officers on the twelfth day of April 1792, 
within the district late under the command of Lieutenant 
Colonel John Boyd in the county of Chester,—was presented 
to the Governor; whereupon the Lieutenant of that county 
was requested to report, whether the facts stated are true, 
‘and if so, for what reasons the Election was closed before 
the regular hour. 

A similar complaint was received from James Crawford of 
Northumberland county, and a copy thereof transmitted to 
Bernard Hubley Esquire, Lieutenant of the said county, with 
a view that he may furnish such information as will enable 
the Governor to decide upon Mr Crawford’s complaint against 
the late election of Field officers in the Militia of Northumber- 
land county.

A Patent was signed by the Governor, and issued to Wil- 
liam Wilson for an island situate in the River Allegheny 
about two miles above Pittsburgh known by the name of 
Wilson’s island, containing thirty three acres three quarters 
and thirty seven perches of land, being the first island above 
Pittsburgh, the right of preemption to which was granted to 
him by the late Supreme executive council on the 17th of 
November 1788, on his paying sixteen pounds and eighteen 


shillings, which was accordingly paid by the said William 
Wilson. 
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Saturday May 19th 1792. 


A Pardon was granted by the Governor this day to Sarah 
Harrington, who is confined in the Jail of Philadelphia county 
for Larceny of which she was convicted, and sentenced by 
the Mayor’s court in September 1790, to four years hard 
labour, and fined Fifty five pounds with costs &e. 

Messieurs Work and Davis were informed, that before the 
Governor can accept their proposals for improving a road 
from Buchanan’s on the east side of the North mountain and 
through the Great cove to the foot of sideling hill, they 
must state more specifically the present condition of the 
road and the improvements which they will make—to which 
they were instructed to a description of the courses and dis- 
tances to be accompanied by a certificate from the neighbour- 
ing inhabitants that the terms of their proposals are reason- 
able &e. 

Matthew Henderson Hsquire Deputy surveyor of Cumber- 
land county was instructed to have a survey made of the 
“road through MeAllisters gap to be laid out improved and 
opened on the best and most eligible ground to the Burnt 
Cabbins,” and make a report thereof with its courses and 
distances, the improvements necessary to be made and the 
sense of the neighbouring inhabitants on the subject.

“An act making certain appropriations therein specified.”

“An act concerning the claim of John Brown Cutting 
against the United States “A Resolution relative to the 
methods for obtaining fresh from salt water.—and the same 
Letter was filed. 


Tuesday, May 224 1792. 


A return of an election of Borough officers in the Town of 
Carlisle in the county of Cumberland, was received by the 
Governor, by which it appears that Samuel A. McCoskry and 
William Blair were duly elected Burgesses, John Hunter and 
John Anderson, John Webber and Casper Crop Assistant Bur- 
gesses, James Roney high Constable, and John Morrison 
Town Clerk—the said return was filed. 
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Wednesday, May 234 1792. 

Upon appliation of Daniel Broadhead Hsquire Surveyor 
General for leave of absence for a short time for the benefit 
of his health, the same was granted to him by the Governor. 

Mr. James Harris was informed by the Secretary that no 
decision can be given on his proposals for improving a road 
from the mouth of Juniata to David Millers, until such 
Commissioners as the Governor may appoint agreeably to 
Act of Assembly shall have surveyed the said road and made 
a report. 

A circular letter was written to the Recorders of Deeds in 
the several counties throughout the State containing instruc- 
tions to them relative to the securities to be taken from 
Sheriffs and Coroners,—and inclosing an extract from the 
laws on that subject. 

A copy of the said circular letter was inclosed to Doctor 
Nathaniel Bedford the Coroner elect for Allegheny, in order 
to point out to him the cause of his Commission as Coroner 
being delayed, and to enable him to remove the difficulty. 

John Nicholson esquire was informed in answer to his 
letter of the 22d instant as President of the Population So- 
ciety, that as far as the powers of the Executive Department 
extend, the Governor will always with alacrity and impar- 
tiality endeavor to protect every quarter of the State, and 
promote the happiness of his Fellow Citizens wherever dis- 
persed—this being the duty of his office cannot require a 
particular assurance; and it is presumed that nothing farther 
is contemplated by the application for protection from the 
Population Society. 


Thursday May 24th 1792. 

An application to the Governor from James Fox and Hugh 
Montgomery of Paxton Township Dauphine County for the 
preemption of a small Island in Susquehanna, the first island 
above Coxes, containing three or four acres, was received 
and referred by the Governor to the Surveyor General with 
instructions to ascertain the value of the island, the quan- 
tity of land comprized in it, and whether there is any occu- 
pant or claimant to the island. 

A contract was this day entered into by James Wells and 
John Wells of the county of Bedford with Thomas Mifflin 
Governor ot this Commonwealth; by which they have under- 
taken to improve that part of the road from Bedford to 
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Pittsburgh which lies between McConnehy’s run and Loyal- 
hannon creek agreeably to the true intent and meaning of 
the several acts of Assembly in such case made and provided; 
for which work when compleated according to contract they 
are to receive from the Commonwealth the sum of two hun- 
dred pounds to be received and considered as a full com- 
pensation for all their services and expences therein— William 
McDermott of the said county of Bedford and Alexander 
McClean esquire of Fayette were accepted as sureties for 
the said contractors—and a bond was executed by them in 
due form, 


Friday, May 25th 1792. 

Mr John Mulhallon having represented to the Governor, 
that William Craig esquire, Prothonotary of the county of 
Northampton (for whom he became surety) is considerably 
in arrear for monies due to the Commonwealth—the Gov- 
ernor thereupon directed the Secretary to write to Mr Craig 
calling upon him for a settlement of his accounts without 
delay—and a letter was accordingly written.

A Warrant which was granted by the Governor for One 
thousand pounds in favor of Messieurgs Francis Gurney and 
Richard Wells on account of the disbursements for the Presi- 
dent’s house was this day inclosed to them in a letter from 
the Secretary. 

Upon application of William Gibbs and Josiah Willard 
Gibbs of the city of Philadelphia Merchants, a commission of 
Bankrupt was granted to Joseph Wheaton dealer and chap- 
man of the said city. 

The Lieutenant of the county of Mifflin presented to the

The Governor this day accepted the resignation of the office 
of Collector of Excise in the county of Huntingdon by John 
Cadwallader esquire, who hath held the office for some time 
past. 

Thomas Morrow, Esquire, was appointed and commis- 
sionated by the Governor to be a Justice of the peace in the 
district of the township of Dublin in the county of Huntingdon. 

Mr Benjamin Burd was informed that his proposals for 
opening and improving a road from Buchanans on the east 
side of the North mountain and through the great cove to 
the foot of the Sideling hill have been received ; that Messieurs 
Work and Davis have made proposals for making the same 
improvement, but if their terms should not prove satisfactory, 
that his Mr Burd’s proposals will be considered as entitled 
to the next preference, of which notice will be given him. 





Thursday, June 14th 1792. 
A licence to follow the employment of a hawker or pedlar 
with one horse within this Commonwealth was this day 
granted to William Conway, upon a recommendation for the 
same from the court of General Quarter Sessions of the 
Peace of the county of Philadelphia, and bond being given 
according to law. 


Friday, June 15th 1792. 
Upon the recommendation of Major George McCully, the 
Governor this day made the following of officers to fill the 
vacancies which have happened in the Corps of Rangers 
lately raised for the defence of the Western Frontiers, and 
Commissions were made out, and transmitted to Major Mce- 
Cully, Vizt 
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To Robert Stevenson, as Captain of the second Company— 
vice Smith, resigned 

William Jones, as Lieutenant of De—vice Stevenson pro- 
moted. 

William Brown, as Ensign of Do—Vice Jones promoted. 

In consequence of some intelligence lately received relative 
to the exposed situation of the inhabitants of Westmoreland 
and some other of the frontier counties of the State, the 
Governor wrote a letter to Henry Knox Esquire Secretary 
at War requesting in behalf of this State a loan from the 
United States of two hundred stand of Arms from the Maga- 
zine at Pittsburgh, for which the State is to be responsible. 

A letter from the Secretary to Major McCully, which in- 
closed the above mentioned Commissions, informed him of 
the proposed loan of two hundred stand of Arms from the 
United States, and instructed him as to the distribution of 
them.—Charles Campbell Esquire, the Lieutenant of the 
county of Westmoreland was written to on the same subject. 

A pardon was granted this day to Rebecca Gallacher who 
was convicted of an attempt to poison a certain Summer 
Patton, and for the said offence was fined in the sum of 
Thirty Pounds with costs of prosecution &¢. she having been 
recommended to the Governor for such pardon by a con- 
siderable number of very respectabie inhabitants of the 
county of Lancaster where she was convicted. 





Monday, June 18th 1792. 


Benjamin Lodge, esquire, was appointed by the Surveyor 
General to be a Deputy Surveyor of the following district 
to wit “Beginning at Fort Pitt and from thence extending 
up the Monongahela river to the mouth of Youghiogeny river 
thence up the same to the mouth of Jacobs creek thence up 
the said creek to Cherry’s mill thence with the line of Fayette 
county to the line dividing the counties of Westmoreland and 
Bedford, thence along the said line to the Great road lead- 
ing from Bedford to Fort Pitt, thence along said road (thro’ 
Hanna’s town) to the Beginning partly in Westmoreland and 
partly in Allegheny counties”; and the said appointment being 
approved by the Governor, he accordinly accepted Hdward 
Lynch and Elijah Wood ag sureties for the said Deputy 
Surveyor. 

The several claims of persons to new grants of Donation 
Land in lieu and as an indemnification for such lands as 
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fell within the State of New York, were this day trans- 
mitted to Daniel Brodhead Hsquire Surveyor General in 
order that he may make the necessary arrangements for 
executing the provisions contained in the Acts of the 6th 
& 10th of April last. 

Messieurs Work and Davis of é county were 
informed that their proposals with a survey of the road 
from the top of the North mountain to the foot of the Side- 
ling hill, have been received and will be kept under con- 
sideration for a short time, in order to afford Mr Burd an 
opportunity of conversing with them on the subject. 

A pardon was this day granted by the Governor to Samuel 
Fletcher now confined in the Jail of the city and county of 
Philadelphia for Larceny, of which he was convicted at a 
Mayors Court, and for which he was sentenced to twelve 
months imprisonment at hard labour and was fined in the 
sum of Six pounds &c. 





Wednesday, June 20th 1792. 

Upon application of Jeremiah Fisher of the city of Phila- 
delphia, a Commission of bankrupt was issued forth against 
Richard Hunt of the said city hatter. 

The Governor this day appointed Alexander Dickson a Jus- 
tice of the Peace in and for the county of Northumberland, 
and in the district composed of the townships of Derry and 
Turbutt. 





Thursday, June 21st 1792. 


Elliston Perot, Owen Jones Jun., Israel Wheelen and Cad- 
wallder Evans Junr commissioners at Philadelphia, and Ed- 
ward Hand, John Hubley, Paul Zantzinger, Matthias Slough 
and Abraham Witmer, commissioners at Lancaster, appointed 
by an act of the General Assembly passed the ninth day of 
April last entitled “An act to enable the Governor of this 
Commonwealth to incorporate a company for making an arti- 
ficial road from the city of Philadelphia to the Borough of 
Lancaster,” to do the several duties therein required of them, 
this day made a report to the Governor, that subscriptions 
to the number of six hundred shares had been taken at Phila- 
delphia, and to the number of four hundred shares at Lan- 
caster, of which lists were presented, and they requested 
that an act of incorporation might be granted to the Sus- 
secribers as aforesaid—Whereupon the Governor granted a 
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Patent of incorporation to the subscribers as reported by the 
cominissioners aforesaid. 


Friday, June 22d 1792. 


A contract was entered into this day by William Henry 
Esquire with the Governor of Pennsylvania for improving a 
road across the blue mountain at Smith’s gap between the 
Wind gap and the Lehigh water gap agreeably to the inten- 
tion of the Legislature; for which work when compleated 
agreeably to contract he is to receive the sum of two hundred 
pounds to be received and considered by him as a full com- 
pensation for all his expences and services in fulfilling the 
said contract.—Thomas Bartow and George Lesher of the 
city of Philadelphia were accepted by the Governor as sure- 
ties for the said William Henry, and a bond in due form 
was executed by the contractor and his sureties. 


Saturday, June 234 1792. 


A letter was written by the Governor to Alexander Hamil- 
ton Esquire Secretary of the Treasury of the United States 
informing him that some difficulty has occurred in executing 
an Act of the General Assembly of this State passed at the 
last session entitled, “An act for paying and redeeming cer- 
tain public debts and for defraying the expences of govern- 
ment,” inasmuch as the certificates of the United States for 
the amount of the respective subscriptions of the state credi- 
tors will not be issued until the first day of March 1793, 
and of course cannot be transferred to the State Treasurer 
for the use of the commonwealth at the period which the 
Legislature had prescribed previously to the passing of the 
act of Congress that extends the time for subscribing to 
the Loan; and requesting that he will as far as he can with 
propriety enter into an arrangement to accommodate the 
State; and either direct the certificates to be immediately 
issued since there is no reasonable ground to suppose that 
the amount of the subscription in Pennsylvania will exceed 
the amount of the assumption, or give your sanction to a 
transfer of the receipts which the Loan Officer issues in the 
first instance to the parties subscribing so that at the regu- 
lar period the Certificates may be obtained in the name and 
for the use of the Commonwealth. 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth acknowledged the re- 
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ceipt of a letter from the Comptroller and Register General, 
and informed them that the Governor had written to the 
Secretary of the Treasury on the subject aforesaid, and that 
as soon as an answer is received from him it shall be com- 
municated to them. 


The Comptroller was informed by the Secretary, that before 
the Governor can give an answer to his letter respecting the 
New Loan certificates which though said to have been lost 
or stolen are now presented to be exchanged at his office,— 
it is necessary for the Governor to know the names of the 
respective holders, and the nature of the testimony which 
they offer, to prove that they are bona fide purchasers for 
a valuable consideration. 


Monday, June 25th 1792. 


A letter from his Excellency William Patterson Hsquire 
Governor of the State of New Jersey was received informing 
Governor Mifflin, that a certain John Dewhurst has com- 
mitted an Assault and Battery upon Henry Vanderveer the 
under Sheriff of the county of Somersett in the said State 
while in the execution of his office; that the said John Dew- 
hurst has fled from justice and is now in the city of Phila- 
delphia,—and demanding that he the said John Dewhurst 
may be delivered up to be removed into the said state for 
his trial—Whereupon the Governor of this State informed 
the Governor of New Jersey, that previously to his applica- 
tion a Commission of Bankrupt dated the 7th of June, had 
issued under the authority of Pennsylvania against Mr Dew- 
hurst and he had surrendered himself to the Commissioners, 
and containing assurances that no unnecessary delay shall 
take place in the investigation. . 


The opinion of the Attorney General of this state was then 
requested as follows, vizt 
Dear Sir. 


By the enclosed documents you will perceive that a requisi- 
tion has been made by the Executive of New Jersey for the 
surrender of John Dewhurst, in order that he may be removed 
into that state, to take his trial for an assault and battery 
committed there upon an Under Sheriff, while in the execu- 
tion of his office. Before this application was made, on the 
seventh instant, a commission of Bankrupt was issued against 
Mr Dewhurst, in consequence of which he surrendered to the 
Commissioners. It becomes necessary therefore, to take your 
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opinion, which the Governor requests you will give upon the 
following points. 

1st Whether the matter charged is within the description 
of crimes, for which, agreeably to the Federal constitution, 
the surrender of a fugitive may be claimed? 

2d Whether, taking into view the commission of Bankrupt, 
and the proceedings under it, Mr Dewhurst can properly or 
legally, be removed under the authority of the Executive 
from the jurisdiction of Pennsylvania into New Jersey, at 
this time? ae 


34 Whether at any future period, after the proceedings 
on the commission are closed, and a certificate granted, the 
Executive of Pennsylvania can comply with the requisition? 

The Governor wishes to give an early answer to Governor 
Patterson; and therefore requests your immediate attention 
to the subject.

were proposed by the Secretary on the 25th instant—and the 
same is as follows vizt 

Philadelphia, June 27th 1792 
Dear Sir. 


I have received the questions proposed for my consideration 
in your favour of the 25th instant, and take this early op- 
portunity to communicate to you my opinion. 

First—I am of opinion that the matter charged is within 
the description of crimes for which agreeably to the Federal 
Constitution the surrender of a fugitive may be claimed. 

A crime is an act committed or omitted in violation of a 
public law either forbidding or commanding it—properly 
speaking crimes and misdemeanors are mere synonymous 
terms. 

I have found it extremely difficult to make up my mind on 
the second question—Books do not furnish any assistance 
upon the subject,—it is easy to foresee that a use may be 
made of this clause in the Federal constitution oppressive 
to the person complained against, and prejudicial to his 
creditors—a Commission of Bankruptcy is said to be in the 
nature of a Statute Execution—it cannot be considered as the 
meaning of the Convention that framed the Constitution, that 
all civil process previously commenced in one State should 
be suspended that a person might be sent to answer to a com- 
plaint of an assault and Battery in another. 

Upon the whole I am of opinion that Mr Dewhurst cannot 
with propriety be removed under the authority of the Execu- 
tive from the jurisdiction of Pennsylvania into New-Jersey 
at this time, but that measures may and ought to be taken to 
obtain from the person charged security (or in default thereof 
to detain him in custody) that when the proceedings under 
the commission shall be closed, he shall surrender himself 
or be removed into New Jersey in conformity to the Requisi- 
tion of the Governor of that State.

An Act or Instrument for the incorporation of the Hiber- 
nian Society in the city of Philadelphia being presented to the 
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Governor; and the Judges of the Supreme Court and the 
Attorney General of the Commonwealth having duly certified 
that they have respectively perused and examined the same, 
and that they concur in opinion, that the objects, articles and 
conditions therein set forth and contained, are lawful—The 
Governor thereupon, in pursuance of the Act of Assembly 
passed the sixth day of April 1791, entitled “An act to confer 
on certain associations of the Citizens of this Commonwealth 
the powers and immunities of Corporations or Bodies politic 
in law in such case made and provided, “transmitted the said 
Act or instrument of Incorporation to Matthew Irwin Esqr 
Master of the Rolls and required him to inroll the same. 

The Secretary acknowledged the receipt of four copies of 
the journals of the last sessions of the Senate of the United 
States, from Samuel A. Otis, Esquire, Clerk of the Senate of 
the United States—and also of three copies of the Journals of 
the last sessions of the House of Representatives of the United 
States from John Beckey, Esquire, Clerk of the said House. 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth wrote a letter to Jared 
Ingersoll Esquire Attorney General inclosing to him the rep- 
resentation to the Governor from the tenants of Charles Syng 
of Philadelphia Merchant, who became the purchaser of a 
tract of Land in Lancaster County, which was forfeited to 
the Commonwealth by the attainder of John Rein late of the 
said county, by which it appears that they have been dis- 
turbed in their possession and will be expelled at the very 
moment of their harvest, by the summary proceedings under 
the statutes of Forcible entry and detainure—and the At- 
torney General was instructed to pursue the most expeditious 
mode for procuring justice to the parties, and establishing 
their legal title under the Commonwealth.

Samuel Preston of Northampton county and John Hill- 
borne of Luzerne county, were this day appointed by the 
Governor Commissioners to survey and lay out a road from 
Stockport on the River of Delaware and extending to the 
East branch of Susquehanna near Mushoppen creek, and to 
make a draft and return of the same agreeably to the direc- 
tions of the act of General Assembly passed the tenth day 
of April last, entitled “A supplement to the act entitled, “an 
act to provide for the opening and improving sundry navigable 
waters and roads within this Commonwealth. 
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William Wilson and William Gray esquires, of the county 
of Northumberland were also (agreeably to the directions of 
the same act of Assembly) this day appointed by the Gov-

A copy of a note from the Surveyor General relative to 
the complaint of Presley Neville, esquire, for not having re- 
ceived an appointment as a Deputy Surveyor in the new ar- 
rangement, was this day transmitted to Mr Neville in a 
letter from the Secretary, 

By direction of the Governor, the Secretary wrote a letter 
to Robert Morris, John Nicholson, Doctor William Smith and 
others requesting from them some explanation on certain 
peints, stated in the said letter, relative to their proposals 
for improving the navigation of the Susquehanna river from 
the mouth of Swatara creek to Wrights ferry.

A transcript from the records of the Supreme Court of this 
State was presented to the Governor, by which it appeared 
that at a Court of Oyer and Terminer and General Jail De- 
livery held at Haston for the county of Northampton the 30th 
of April last a certain John Delong received sentence of 
death for the murder of his wife, of which he was convicted 
at the said Court—And the Governor on consideration of his 
case this day directed a warrant to issue under the less seal 
of the State commanding the Sheriff of the said county to 
execute the sentence of the said court upon him the said 
John Delong on Wednesday the first day of August next be- 
tween the hours of ten of the clock in the forenoon and two of 
the clock in the afternoon of the same day at the usual place 
of execution—The said warrant was inclosed in a letter 
from the Secretary (by direction of the Governor) to Jonas 
Hartzell, esquire, sheriff of the county of Northampton, who 
was instructed to communicate the same to the unfortunate 
convict and his friends without delay, and to acknowledge 
the receipt thereof. 


Thursday, July 5th 1792. 
John Riddle Hsquire was appointed and commissionated 
by the Governor to be a Justice of the peace in the district of 
the township of Franklin in the county of Franklin; and 
John Simpson to be a Justice of the peace in the district of 
Point township including the town of Northumberland in 
the county of Northumberland. 


Major Nicholas Kern of Northampton county was informed 
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that in the return of the survey of the Matchunk road made 
by George Palmer the route suggested by him differs from 
that contemplated in the proposals of Mr Kern, and that be- 
fore he proceeds farther it will be necessary to see Mr Pal- 
mer’s report; he was also informed that the Governor is now 
ready to receive and decide on his proposals for improving 
the said road. 

Messieurs Wright and Dyer were required to make a par- 
ticular report of their proceedings in the execution of their 
contract for improving the navigation of the River Lehigh, 
stating what progress they have made, the objects of improve- 
ment still to be accomplished, the number of men which have 
been and are employed in the work, and the period in which 
it will be compleated. 


Friday, July 6th 1792. 


A license to follow the employment of a pedlar within 
this Commonwealth was granted to Peter Springer of the 
county of Lancaster, upon a recommendation of him for the 
same by the court of Quarter Sessions of the peace of that 
County, and a bond being given according to law. 

A pardon was granted by the Governor to William Davis 
who is now confined in the Jail of the county of Philadelphia 
for Horse stealing of which he was convicted at a Mayors 
Court held in Philadelphia in December 1791 and for which 
he was sentenced to three years hard labour and fined five 
Pounds &e. 

A letter was written to Mr Matthew Henderson who wus 
appointed to survey the road through MceCallister’s gap to 
the burnt cabbins, informing him that the allowance to Sur- 
veyors for similar services has been generally at the rate 
of fifteen shillings per diem for themselves, and the amount 
actually disbursed for their necessary attendants. 


Saturday July 7th 1792. 


John Campbell was appointed and commissioned a Jus- 
tice of the peace in the district of the township of Union in 
the county of Mifflin. 


Monday, July 9th 1792. 


George Ballus was appointed and commissioned a Justice 
of the peace in the district of Fishing creek in the county 
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of Northumberland; and Samuel Benezet was appointed and 
commissioned to be a Justice of the peace in the district of 
the townships of Newtown, Wrightstown and Lower Makefield 
townships in the county of Bucks, 

Lewis Farmer Esquire Register of German Passengers made 
a return of such passengers who have arrived in this state 
from June 30th 1791 to June 29th 1792, and were permitted to 
land agreeably to Law. 


Tuesday July 10th 1792. 

The Lieutenant of Huntingdon county made a return of an 
election of Militia officers for a troop of Light Horse in that 
county; and commissions were signed by the Governor, and 
issued as follows, vizt Benjamin Elliott, Captain—John Holli- 
day, Lieutenant—and James Somerville, Cornet.

conditions therein set forth and contained are lawful, the

Friday, July 18th 1792. 
The Governor wrote a letter to Henry Knox Esquire Sec- 
retary at War informing him in answer to his letter of the 
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eleventh instant, that from the present situation of the 
frontiers he cannot consistently with the ideas which he en- 
tertains of the trust reposed in him acquiesce in the proposi- 
tion to permit the Continental Officers to endeavour at this 
period to enlist the non-commissioned officers and privates of 
the three Companies raised by Pennsylvania. 


A copy of the letter from General Knox of the eleventh 
instant containing the above proposition, and a copy of the 
Governor’s answer thereto were inclosed to Major George 
McCully (who commands the said companies) in a letter 
from the Secretary of the Commonwealth for his information. 


A Contract was this day entered into by John Sellers and 
Benjamin Brannon of the county of Delaware Esquires with 
Thomas Mifflin Governor of the commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania in behalf of the said Commonwealth improving a road 
Beginning at the west end of High Street of the city of Phila- 
delphia and thence extending on the direction of said street 
about three miles and a half through the county of Philadel- 
phia and township of Blockley to the line of the county of 
Delaware agreeably to the true intent and meaning of the 
Legislature in their Act of the tenth of April 1792, for which 
work when compleated agreeably to contract and the meaning 
of the said Act, the said Contractors are to receive from the 
said Thomas Mifflin the sum of three hundred pounds as a 
full compensation for all their expences and services in 
executing the said contract. The Governor accepted Nathan 
Sellers and David Sellers as sureties for the said contrac- 
tors, and a bond was taken from them in due form.

Saturday, July 14th 1792, 


Thomas Hughes Esquire was appointed and Commissioned 
by the Governor, a Justice of the peace in the district of 
Cumberland township in the county of Washington. 





Wednesday, July 18th 1792, 
A letter was written by the Governor to Henry Knox 
esquire Secretary at War, requesting to be informed whether 
any and what arrangements are made by the Federal Govern- 
ment that may eventually supersede the necessity of the in- 
terference of the State, when the time for which the three 
Pennsylvania companies were raised shall expire. 
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Thursday, July 19th 1792. 
The opinion of the Attorney General on that part of the 
Act of Assembly passed at the last Session entitled “A Sup- 
plement to the act to provide for the opening and improving 
sundry navigable waters and roads within this commonwealth” 
which provides for improving the Wissahickon road over Van- 
deren’s hill was this day received and is as follows Vizt. 


Dear Sir. Philadelphia July 19th 1792. 


I have examined the act of Assembly entitled A Supplement 
to the act, to provide for the opening and improving sundry 
navigable waters and roads within this Commonwealth. 

You did me the honor to propose to me for my opinion 
whether you was authorized to employ certain persons as 
Commissioners to lay out the sum of three hundred pounds 
by that act appropriated for opening a road in a winding 
ascent over Vanderen’s hill in Roxbury township agreeable 
to the principles of a survey made by David Rittenhouse and 
Thomas Hutchins, 

I think you are authorized only to employ those who offer 
under specific contracts not as Commissioners and not to de- 
part from the principles referred to by the Legislature in the 
description of the several roads by them enumerated.

Friday, July 20th 1792. 

Copies of the letter which was written on the 18th instant 
to Henry Knox Esquire Secretary at War, and of his answer 
thereto, were this day transmitted to Major McCully com- 
manding thee three Pennsylvania companies, and to the Lieu- 
tenants of the counties of Westmoreland, Washington, Alle- 
gheny and Fayette, in a circular letter from the Governor,— 
which instructed the said Lieutenants to make a draft from 
the Militia of the aforesaid counties as follows vizt—from the 
county of Westmoreland seventy five men—from the county of 
Washington seventy five men—from the county of Fayette 
fifty men—and from the county of Allegheny fifty men—for 
the defence of the Western frontiers of this State, when the 
time for which the three Pennsylvania companies of Rangers 
were raised shall expire, and to continue (under the regula- 
tions of the Militia laws) till a peace takes place, or till the 
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force and operations of the Union shall in the judgment of 
the said Lieutenants under draft unnecessary, or till different 
orders are given by the Executive of the State. 

The Governor this day granted Pardons to the following 
named persons who are now confined in the Jail of the city 
and county of Philadelphia on condition of their leaving the 
State forthwith not to return 

William Wilson convicted of Larceny and sentenced to two 
years hard labour and a fine of fifteen shillings. 

John Dickson convicted of Forgery and sentenced to five 
years hard labour and to pay the costs of Prosecution. 

Alexander McFarlin who was convicted of receiving stolen 
goods knowing them to have been stolen, and sentenced to 
three months hard labour and fined seven shillings and six 
pence with costs of prosecution. 

John McDonald who was convicted of Felony and sen- 
tenced to two years hard labour and fined One hundred 
pounds with costs &c. 

John Alexander who was convicted of receiving stolen goods, 
knowing them to have been stolen, and sentenced to four 
years hard labour. ; 

Thomas Haney who was convicted of Burglary upon two 
Indictments, and of Larceny upon one other Indictment, for 
all which offences he was sentenced to nineteen years hard 
labour, and fined seven pounds with costs of prosecution &e. 





Monday, July 284 1792. 

The Governor this day granted pardons to the following 
named persons who are now confined in the Jail of the city 
md county of Philadelphia upon condition of their leaving 
the State forthwith not to return, Vizt—John Otto who was 
convicted of Felony and sentenced to two years hard labour, 
and fined eight pounds &c.—Thomas McGinnis who was con- 
victed of Felony and sentenced to one years hard labour and 
fined five pounds with costs &c. 

A copy of the recognizance that has been taken in the case 
of John Dewhurst was this day transmitted to his Hxcellency 
William Patterson Esquire Governor of New Jersey inclosed 
in a letter from Governor Mifflin, 

The Comptroller General and Register General were in- 
structed to avoid giving any sanction to an idea that the 
New Loan Certificates of this State are subscribable to the 
Loan proposed by Congress, or certifying that they are so 
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to the Continental Loan Officer until the Governor has re- 
ceived the opinion of the Attorney General upon that subject. 

And thereupon the Governor directed the Secretary to re- 
quest the opinion of the Attorney General on the following 
questions Vizt 

1st Whether after the passing of the act of Assembly of 
the twenty seventh day of March 1789, and the other acts 
on the subject, the New Loan Certificates could be recognized 
by the Officers of the Federal, or State Government, for 
any other purpose than re-exchanging them for Continental 
Certificates? 

24 Whether the New Loan Certificates, after the passing 
of the above act, by which all acts securing the payment of 
either the principal or interest thereof, are declared void, can 
be included within the description of the State Debts directed 
to be redeemed and paid by the act of the tenth day of 
April 1792? 

84 Whether the New Loan Certificates being issued after 
the War and as the preamble of the Act of the first of March 
1786, states for the relief of the patriotic Citizens of Penn- 
sylvania, are excluded from the Loan proposed by Congress, 
by the words or spirit of the proviso, annexed to the 138th 
Section of the act of Congress of the 4th of August 1790? 





Tuesday, July 24th 1792. 

A License to follow the employment of a pedlar or hawker 
with one horse, within this Commonwealth, was this day 
granted by the Governor to Charles McKimman upon a recom- 
mendation for such licence from the Court of General, quarter 
Sessions of the peace of the county of | and a bond 
being given according to Law. 

By direction of the Governor, the Secretary wrote a letter 
to John Gibson, William Todd and Alexander McClean Es- 
quires and informed them that although he submits the 
business of laying out the Town at the mouth of Beaver Creek 
to their judgment and discretion, he thinks it proper to 
inform them, that he has received an intimation that it 
would be highly agreeable to some respectable Citizens of the 
Western Counties to have the lots laid out upon a large 
scale—-perhaps one hundred feet front by three hundred feet 
in depth with proper streets and alleys would be the proper 
dimensions, 

A duplicate of the circular letter from the Secretary of 
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the Commonwealth which accompanied the quota of Laws 
sent in June last for Cumberland County, and of that dated 
May 25th last to the Recorders of the several counties rela- 
tive to the security to be taken from Sheriffs and Coroners— 
were this day transmitted to William Lyon Esquire Pron- 
thonotary of Cumberland County. 





Wednesday July 25th 1792. 


The several documents in the case of John Delong (who 
was convicted in Northampton county of the murder of his 
wife) which have been presented to the Governor, were by 
his direction transmitted by the Secretary to the Honorable 
the Chief Justice, and as he presided at the trial, he was 
requested to give his opinion on the contents as soon as 
convenient. 


Thursday, July 26th 1792. 

A contract was this day entered into by Nicholas Kern Junr 
of the county of Northampton with Thomas Mifflin HEsqr 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in behalf 
of the said Commonwealth for opening and improving a road 
from the Lehigh water gap across the Matchunk mountain 
to intersect the Nescopeck road made by Evan Owen agree- 
ably to the true intent and meaning of the Legislature in 
their act of the tenth day of April last; for which work 
when compleated agreeably to contract and the said Act of 
Assembly the said Contractor is to receive from the said 
Thomas Mifflin the full sum of two hundred pounds to be 
received and considered by him as a full compensation for 
all his expences and. services in executing the said Contract— 
The Governor accepted William Rawle Hsquire of Philadel- 
phia and Thomas Craig Esquire of Montgomery county as 
sureties for the said Nicholas Kern Junr and a bond was 
taken from, them in the usual form. 

The Governor upon full consideration of the case of John 
Delong who is now under sentence of death and confined in 
the Jail of the county of Northampton for the murder of his 
wife, and whose execution was ordered to take place on 
Wednesday next this day thought proper to grant a reprieve 
to the prisoner until the first day of September next, and 
a reprieve was signed by him and issued under the less seal 
of the State accordingly, 
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Friday, July 27th 1792. 
Upon application of Jared Ingersoll Esquire of the city of 
Philadelphia a commission of Bankrupt was issued forth 
against James Lockwood of the city of Philadelphia Merchant. 
The reprieve that was granted by the Governor yesterday 
to John Delong, was this day transmitted to Jonas Hartzell 
Esquire Sheriff of the county of Northampton. 





Saturday, July 28th 1792. 
The opinion of the Attorney General on the questions that 
were stated to him on the twenty third instant, relative to 
the redemption of the New—loan debt, was this day received, 
and is as follows Vizt 
Philadelphia July 28th 1792. 
Dear. Sir. 


Engagements at Court have prevented me from returning 

an earlier answer to your favor of the 234 instant. 

I am of opinion that after the passing the act of Assembly 
of the twenty seventh of March 1789, and the other acts on 
the subject, the New Loan certificates ceased to be a State 
debt within the view of the Legislature, and could not con- 
sistently with those laws be recognized by the officers of the 
Federal or State government for any other purpose than re- 
exchanging them for Continental Certificates. 

I am also clearly and decidedly of opinion that after the 
passing the above act, the New Loan certificates cannot be 
included within the description of the State debts directed 
to be redeemed and paid by the act of the tenth day of 
April 1792. 

The amount of Continental debt assumed by the State of 
Pennsylvania and for which New Loan certificates were given 
was about five millions of Dollars. 

Part of this was redeemed by payments made at the Land 
office and other payments into the State Treasury in these 
New Loan certificates. 

But the sum remaining of this class of certificates was 
much more than the amount of the sum 2,200,000 Dollars 
which the United States agreed to assume of State Debt for 
Pennsylvania. 

The State debt, what was originally and properly so called, 
and which the Legislature could only have had in contempla- 
tien when they made provision for such deficiency, as they 
considered to be left unprovided for the continental rule of 
assumption was about One Million or say 1,200,000 Dollars. 
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Suppose this sum to be, interest included, 1,200,000—the 
United States would give certificates as follows Vizt 


At 3 pCent per annum ..... oahd love tetera eter 400,000 

Deferred Debt .........----- Seth he, Keke lente ete eters 266,666—67 

At 6 prCent per ANNUM ......-.cccccsccscces 533,333—33 
Dr 1,200,000— 


So far as 6 per cents extend the State considered this as 
a, full provision in satisfaction of the debt. But for the 400,- 
000 Dollars three pr cent stock, the State considered it as only 
payment of one half, they therefore issued other three per 
cent stock payable by the State to an equal amount.—And 
for the deferred stock on which the United States pay no 
interest till the year 1801, the State agrees to pay interest 
annually at six per Cent per annum till that time. 

By the act of April last the State agree to redeem these 
assumptions from the holders of the debt, by paying ten shil- 
lings in the pound for the three per Cents, and thirty nine 
pounds per cent for the deferred part, being the estimated 
value of the annuity of six per cent per annum for the 
time limited. 

This recapitulation of facts appears to me to suggest the 
solution of your second question. 

If the New Loan certificates are brought in assumable by 
the United States, the sum may exceed the whole that Con- 
gress have agreed to assume, and our Assembly will have 
encouraged Measures for the exclusion of the whole of our 
State Debt from being assumed, 

Two motives may be supposed to have actuated our Legis- 
lature—First, To free the State from debt that in case of 
necessity they might anticipate their resources by Credit. 

Secondly—Selling the three per Cent. stock of the United 
States at twelve shillings and paying off their three per cent 
stock at ten shillings afords an obvious advantage in the 
deferred, no loss was suffered and therefore the balance in 
their favour remained, 

On the New Loan certificates they were paying no interest, 
the Continental certificates furnished the means of redemp- 
tion at any moment without expence, the reason of the law 
determines its extent, neither of these motives apply to the 
New Loan certificates, it is impossible that the State could 
have intended that they should be assumed by the United 
States or that they were in contemplation in the provision 
made by the act of April last. 
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To the third question I am not ready at present to give an 
answer—it requires some information which I do not possess 
but will endeavor to obtain.

Wednesday, August ist 1792. 
Colonel Thomas Procter presented a return of three officers 
to the Governor, and requested him to grant Commissions in 
the usual form, whereupon the Governor directed Commissions

Thursday, August 24 1792. 


A letter was written by the Secretary to Benjamin Burd 
expressing some surprize that Mr Burd should press to obtain 
a preference for the contract for improving the road from 
the top of the North mountain to the foot of Sideling hill 
which Messieurs Work and Davis had previously applied for, 
after the explanation which took place when Mr Burd was in 
Philadelphia. 

The Secretary also wrote a letter to Messieurs Work and 
Davis on the same subject—and requesting them to communi- 
eate their ultimate propositions on the subject that the Gov- 
ernor may have an opportunity of considering and deciding 
upon them, 
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By direction of the Governor the Secretary wrote a letter 
to the Comptroller and Register General reminding them that 
the period fixed for the redemption of the State debt has 
elapsed; and requesting them to furnish the Governor with 
a statement, representing the sums redeemed, the nature of 
the debts respectively and the names of the parties. 





Wednesday, August 8th 1792. 

John Gloningher Esquire was this day appointed and com- 
missioned Lieutenant of the county of Dauphin; and John 
Kean Esquire was also appointed and commissioned to be 
one of the associate Judges of the Court of Common pleas 
in and for the said county of Dauphin, to take rank accord- 
ing to the date of his Commission which is on this day. 

Upon application of Robert Morris Esquire, the Governor 
this day issued his orders to Captain Joseph Stiles Commis- 
sary of Military stores to deliver to the said Robert Morris 
twenty Tents belonging to the public, upon Mr Morris’s engag- 
ing to return the same in good order, or a like number of 
equal quality within three weeks from this date. 

The Governor this day granted a pardon to Dennis Clarke 
who is now confined in the Jail of the city and county of 
Philadelphia for stealing a brown Mare of which he was 
convicted at Harrisburgh in Dauphin county in June 1792, 
at a court of Quarter Sessions. 


Thursday, August 9th 1792. 

By direction of the Governor the Secretary wrote a letter 
to Major George McCully reminding him, that the period for 
which the Corps of Rangers, under his command, will expire 
on the first day of September—and as the act of the Legisla- 
ture leaves no discretion to the Governor to continue the estab- 
lishment, requesting him to take an early opportunity of 
expressing to the Officers and Soldiers the warmest acknowl- 
edgments of the Governor for their vigilant and faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of their respective stations; communi- 
cating to Major McCully the assurances of the Governor that 
he entertains the highest opinion of his military exertions 
and conduct; and directing him to dismiss the corps under 
his command on the first day of September next, and 
all the returns and payments, so that all the transactions 
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relating to his establishment may as soon as possible be 
fully and satisfactorily settled. 

The Secretary also wrote to the Lieutenants of the counties 
of Westmoreland, Washington, Fayette and Allgheny inclos- 
ing an extract of so much of the said letter to Major George 
McCully as relates to the delivering over to them the ammu- 
nition and public arms that may be in his possession when 
the Corps of Rangers under his command shall be dismissed. 

Copies of the laws passed in the last session of the General 
Assembly were by the direction of the Governor this day 
transmitted to Alexander Hamilton Hsquire Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States—to Thomas Jefferson Esquire 
Secretary of State—and to Henry Knox Esquire Secretary at 
War, in a letter from the Secretary of the Commonwealth. 


Monday, August 13th 1792. 


The Governor this day granted a pardon to Negro Cuffee 
(a slave) who was convicted in the county of Cumberland 
of stealing two Cows, and two Steers, for which he was sen- 
tenced to undergo servitude at hard labour for two years 
and fined in a sum equal to the value of the property stolen 
with costs of prosecution &c. 

The Governor wrote a letter to the President Directors and 
Company of the Bank of North America informed them that 
by an act of the General Assembly passed the 10th of April 
last he is directed to employ certain public monies in procur- 
ing of shares in the Bank of North America for the use of 
the Commonwealth provided the same may be obtained at 
par; and requesting them to take the subject into considera- 
tion and determine whether they will dispose of the shares 
at the rate prescribed by the Legislature. 


, Tuesday, August 14th 1792. 

The Governor took into consideration the ease of John 
Delong who is now under sentence of Death in the jail of 
Haston in the county of Northampton for the murder of his 
wife, and upon a recommendation from the Chief Justice who 
presided at his trial; and from a representation (and some 
depositions) of a great number of respectable Citizens, it 
appearing that he was occasionally deprived of his reason 
and understanding and subject to fits of Lunacy—he there- 
fore thought proper te grant a pardon to the said John Delong, 
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and a pardon under the Great Seal was this day made out 
and signed. 

The Governor this day appointed and commissioned James 
Wilson to be a Justice of the peace in and for the district of 
the townships of East and West Hanover in the county of 
Dauphin. 

Thomas Nesbitt Esquire Lieutenant of the county of Mifflin 
was requested to furnish the number or rank of the several 
Battalions and of the several Companies of the Militia of the 
said County in order that the commissions may be compleated 
agreeably thereto—the same having been omitted in the return 
lately made. 

The Secretary wrote a letter to Presly Neville Hsquire Lieu- 
tenant of the County of Allegheny, which accompanied Com- 
missions from the Governor to the Militia officers of that 
county made out from the original return (and the only one 
that is compleat) in order to rectify the mistake of the late 
Supreme executive council in dating the former Commissions 
one year back. 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of a letter from Charles Campbell Lieutenant of the 
county of Westmoreland of the 24 instant, and by direction of 
the Governor informed him, that if authorized by Law, the 
Governor would prefer the enlistment of volunteers, to mak- 
ing an indiscriminate draft from the Militia; but as he is 
circumscribed, his power can only be exercised in the latter 
way. 





Wednesday August 15th 1792. 

The Governor wrote a circular letter to the Lieutenants of 
the several counties throughout the State inclosing to each 
of them three copies of the Act of Congress passed the eighth 
day of May last, entitled “An act more effectually to provide 
for the national defence by establishing an uniform Militia 
throughout the United States,’ and instructing them to order 
and superintend the inrollment therein directed to be made 
and to transmit a particular report thereof in due season in 
order that the same may be submitted to the Legislature at 
their next Session. 





Saturday August 18th 1792. 
Jonas Hartzell Esquire Sheriff of the county of North- 
ampton was instructed to take John Delong before a Judge 
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of the Common pleas and have him bound in recognizance 
with two sufficient sureties, for his good behaviour and keep- 
ing the peace, previous to his discharge. 

A letter was written to Jacob Rush Esquire President of 
the Court of Common pleas, requesting that he would be 
pleased to take the necessary security in the case of John 
Delong. 





Monday August 20th 1792. 

By direction of the Governor, the Secretary wrote a letter 
to John M StClair Esquire relative to his proposals to im- 
prove part of the road from Bedford to Pittsburgh—informing 
him of the extent of the improvement which Messrs Wells and 
Stoy propose to make on the said road, and inclosing an ad- 
vertisement from which he may collect the mode of making 
proposals for contracts. 

By direction of the Governor the Secretary wrote a letter 
to Jonathan Cass Esquire Captain in the second United States 
Regiment commanding at Fort Franklin—acknowledging the 
receipt of his letter respecting the conduct and claim of Corn- 
planter, and informing him that as the Governor has no power 
to dispose of the public money without the previous appro- 
priation of the Legislature, he will at their next Session rep- 
resent the claim of Cornplanter, who will no doubt trust 
chearfully to their decision upon the subject. 





Wednesday August 224 1792. 

A return of an inquest lately held by the Coroner of the 
city and county of Philadelphia upon the.body of a certain 
Elizabeth Reeves late of the city of Philadelphia Spinster— 
was presented to the Governor, with an application from sev- 
eral inhabitants of the county of Philadelphia—Whereupon 
the Governor issued the following Proclamation vizt 
Pennsylvania ; ss. 


By Thomas Mifflin, Esquire, Governor of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania. 
A Proclamation— 


Whereas it appears, from the return of an inquest which 
was held on the 17th day of August, instant, that a certain 
Elizabeth Reeves, of the city of Philadelphia, Spinster, has 
been wilfully and with malice aforethought, murdered by 
some person or persons, to the said inquest unknown: And 
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whereas, justice, humanity, and policy require, that every 
exertion should be made to detect and punish the perpetrator, 
or perpetrators, of a crime so heinous: Therefore I have 
thought it proper and expedient, to issue this Proclamation, 
hereby offering a reward of Three hundred Dollars to any 
person or persons, who shall discover, apprehend and secure 
the perpetrator, or perpetrators, of the said Murder, his, her 
or their aiders and abettors, to be paid upon the conviction 
of them or any of them. And all Judges, Justices, Sheriffs, 
Coroners, Constables and other officers of the Commonwealth 
(according to the duties of their respective stations) are here- 
by required and enjoined, to employ all lawful means, for 
discovering, apprehending, securing, trying, and bringing to 
justice, as well the perpetrator and perpetrators of the said 
murder, as also all other persons aiding and assisting therein. 

Given under by hand, and the Great seal of the State, at 
Philadelphia, the twenty second day of August, in the year 
of our Lord One thousand seven hundred and ninety-two, and 
of the Commonwealth the seventeenth.

By direction of the Governor, the Secretary informed the 
Comptroller and Register General, that the report received 
from the Comptroller General respecting the State debt that 
has been redeemed does not correspond with the request of 
the Governor communicated in his letter of the 24 instant— 
for he is desirous of ascertaining the amount of the several 
kinds of State debt that have been redeemed, and that report 
only states the number of Warrants that have been drawn.

By direction of the Governor, the Secretary wrote a letter 
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to Clement Biddle Esquire requesting him to inform the Govy- 
ernor whether it is practicable at this time to purchas shares 
of Stock in the Bank of North America at par, as contem- 
plated by the Legislature in their Act of the 10th of April last. 





Monday, August 27th 1792. 


By direction of the Governor, the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth wrote a letter to Charles Pettit Esquire Com- 
missioner for settling the accounts of this State with the 
United States—requesting him to furnish the Governor with 
a report representing the general state of the claim of Penn- 
sylvania against the Union; the nature and as far as it is 
practicable the amount of each charge in the account, and the 
probable period at which the accounts will be finally balanced 
and paid. 

The Governor this day granted pardons to the following 
persons who are now confined in the jail of the city and 
county of Philadelphia, on condition of their leaving the State 
forthwith not to return Vizt 


Elizabeth Mooney convicted of Larceny and sentenced to 
three years hard labour and fined eight pounds with costs &c.

Henry Holmes convicted of Larceny and sentenced to one 
years hard labour, and fined eight pounds twelve shillings 
with costs &c.

Benjamin Dismant Esquire was appointed and commis- 
sioned a Justice of the peace in and for the district of Provi- 
dence, Limerick and Perkiomen in the county of Montgomery. 
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Wednesday, August 29th 1792. 


By direction of the Governor, the Secretary acknowledged 
the receipt of a letter from Joseph McClelland Esquire Lieu- 
tenant of the county of Chester, and informed him that 
the Governor does not think it expedient or proper to direct 
a new election for a Major in Colonel Boyd’s Battalion of 
Militia for the reasons set forth in the letter to the Lieutenant. 


Thursday, August 30th 1792. 


By direction of the Governor, the Secretary wrote a cir- 
cular letter to the several Contractors for the improvement 
of our roads and rivers, informing them that the Governor 
intends in the course of the ensuing Fall to direct the Agents 
of information to inspect the execution of the various con- 
tracts that have been formed for such improvements; and 
requesting that they will report to him in ag particular a 
manner as possible the progress which they have respectively 
made in their several undertakings, and the periods in which 
they expect to compleat them.

Upon application of John McCree of the city of Philadelphia, 
a commission of Bankrupt was issued forth against Richard 
Mather of the said city Merchant.

Tuesday, September 4th 1792. 

William Clingan Esquire was this day appointed and com- 
missioned by the Governor to be a Justice of the peace in 
the district of the townships of West fallowfield, Sadsbury 
and West Caln in the county of Chester; and John Heslet 
to be a Justice of the peace in the same district and county. 

Samuel McNair and Joseph Edmiston Esquires were also 
appointed and commissioned by the Governor to be Justices 
of the peace; the former for the distri¢t of the townships 
of Moreland, Horsham and Upper Dublin in the county of 
Montgomery; and the latter in the district of the township 
of Derry in the county of Mifflin.

The Governor this day accepted the resignation of Captain

The Governor this day granted pardons to the following 
named persons, who are now confined in the Jail of the city 
and county of Philadelphia, upon condition of their leaving 
the State forthwith not to return—Vizt 

Jacob Simons who was convicted of Larceny and sentenced 
to three years hard labour, and fined seven pounds ten shil- 
lings with costs &ce. 

Anthony Cunningham who was convicted of Burglary and 
sentenced to ten years hard labour, &c. 

The transcripts of two records in the cases of the Com- 
monwealth vs Peeves a conviction in Berks county for a 
rape, and the Commonwealth vs Miller a conviction for Adul- 
tery in Luzerne county, were referred to the Attorney General 
for his opinion and report thereon. 

By direction of the Governor the Secretary wrote a letter 
to David Stewart Esquire informing him that as Mr Cad- 
wallader (who is recommended for an appointment as a 
Justice of the Peace in Huntingdon county) is in the prac- 
tice of the Law as an Attorney and is Lieutenant of the 
county, the Governor cannot consistently with his system and 
opinion of propriety grant Mr Cadwallader a Commission of 
the peace as desired. 

Mr Nicholson as Hscheator General was informed by the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth, that there is a considerable 
tract of good land in the county of Bucks, which for want 
of legal owners has long been considered as an Escheat to 
the State— and he was requested to communicate the result 
of his enquiries. 

By direction of the Governor, the Secretary acknowledged 
the receipt of a letter from Abraham Baird Esquire Lieu- 
tenant of the county of Washington, and informed him that 
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the Governor finds himself obliged to conform to the authority 
of the Militia laws in providing for the defence of the fron- 
tiers, and of course cannot acquiesce in the plan which the 
Lieutenant has suggested, nor promise any additional pay 
to the persons that may be called into service. 


A letter was written by the Secretary transmitting to 
Thomas Nesbitt Esquire Lieutenant of the county of Mifflin 
the Commissions for the Militia officers of that county; and 
communicating to him the Governor’s consent that the public 
arms mentioned in Mr Nesbitt’s letter should be delivered 
to the Light Infantry company agreeably to the request of 
the officers, upon their giving sufficient security to return 
them in good condition. 





Thursday, September 6th 1792. 

In consideration of the particular circumstances of the 
ease of Mary Culbertson, who was lately convicted of Adul- 
tery in the county of Luzerne, and in compliance with a 
recommendation in her favor, the Governor this day granted 
a pardon to her so far as respects the fine of Fifty pounds 
imposed upon her by the Court. 

The opinion of the Attorney General in the cases of Peeves, 
convicted of a rape in Berks county, and of Miller convicted 
of Adultery in Luzerne county, which were referred by the 
Governor for his consideration on the fifth instant, was this 
day received and is as follows Vizt

Your favor of yesterday was delivered to me in Court 


Of the prosecution against Reeves I know nothing but from 
the transcript of the record; I was not present at the trial, 
nor have I seen an affidavit upon the subject, but I shall 
never think in any case that I am competent to decide whether 
the circumstances do or do not justify an exercise of mercy. 

In the instance of the Commonwealth v Miller, evidence 
was of a presumptive nature only, but it appeared to me to 
be sufficient and I therefore urged for a conviction: if the 
Court had considered the verdict as contrary to evidence, on 
proper application they would probably have granted a new 
trial. 

I sent the petition of Mr Miller to Mr Thomas at his re- 
quest, I inclose the affidavits, and am &c.

Upon application of Israel Wheelen of the city of Phila- 
delphia Merchant, a Commission of Bankrupt was issued forth 
against Daniel Wister of the said city Merchant Dealer and 
Chapman. 


The Governor took into consideration the case of Samuel 
Peeves who was lately convicted of a rape in the county of 
Berks—the transcript of the record of the conviction in the 
said case, and the report of the Attorney General being before 
him—Where upon it was ordered that a warrant under the 
less seal of the State be now issued commanding the Sheriff 
of the county of Berks to execute the sentence of the Court 
upon him the said Samuel Peeves on Saturday the thirteenth 
day of October next at the usual place of execution, and a 
warrant signed by the Governor was accordingly issued. 

The documents in the case of William Armstrong who was 
lately convicted of a rape in the county of Northumberland 
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were referred to the Attorney General, who was requested 
to give his opinion on the statement in favor of the convict, 
and to report whether any favorable circumstances appeared 
on his trial.

In compliance with the recommendation of a considerable 
number of very respectable Citizens—the Governor this day 
granted a pardon to Andrew Allen who was attainted of High 
treason by an act of Assembly passed at Lancaster in this 
Commonwealth on the sixth day of March 1778 entitled “An 
act for the attainder of divers Traitors &c. 

A contract was this day entered into by Benjamin Burd 
of Bedford county with the Governor of Pennsylvania for open-

A pardon was this day granted to Robert Morris alias 
James McCann who was convicted of Burglary in the county 
of Lancaster in February 1792, and sentenced by the court 
of quarter sessions of that county to two years imprisonment 
at hard labour, and to pay the costs of prosecution &¢. he 
being well recommended, 





Friday, September 21st 1792. 


By direction of the Governor orders were issued to Mr 
Joseph Perkins for delivering to Colonel William Coats, three 
hundred and twenty stand of public arms for the use of his 
Battalion of. Militia, upon Colonel Coat’s engaging to return 
them in good condition immediately after the muster. 

By direction of the Governor the Secretary wrote to the 
Lieutenants of the counties of Westmoreland, Washington, 
Allegheny and Fayette inclosing an extract from a letter 
which the Governor has just received from the Secretary at 
war, by which it appears that General Wayne is instructed 
to afford all reasonable protection to the inhabitants of the 
exposed Counties. 





Saturday, September 224 1792. 


A Deed was this day signed by the Governor, conveying to 
William Crawford of the township of the Northern Liberties 
Tallow chandler in fee simple a certain lot of ground on the 
west side of second street continued in the Northern Liberties 
being twenty feet front by One hundred and twelve feet in 
depth from Second street to Lilly alley being Lot No. 8 in 
the general plan of Barrack ground purchased on the 5th of 
June 1784. at a public sale by William Geisse of the city of 
Philadelphia Innkeeper who by an instrument in writing 
under his hand and seal duly executed bearing date the 27th 
day of July. 1791. conveyed ali his right to the said lot unto 
the Said William Crawford. 





Monday, September 24th 1792. 


By direction of the Governor, orders were issued to Mr 
Joseph Perkins for delivering to Colonel William Coats three 
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hundred and twenty stand of the public arms for the use of 
his Battalion of Militia, upon Colonel Coat’s engaging to re- 
turn them in good condition immediately after the Muster. 





Tuesday, September 25th 1792. 

The Governor this day accepted the resignation of Caleb 
P, Bennett of the office of Coroner of the County of Delaware. 

An act or instrument for the incorporation of the Trustees 
of the Presbyterian church of Deep run in Bedminster town- 
ship in the county of Bucks being presented to the Governor, 
and the Judges of the Supreme court and the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the commonwealth having duly certified that they 
have respectively perused and examined the same, and that 
they concur in opinion that the objects articles and conditions 
thereof and therein set forth are lawful, the Governor there- 
upon in pursuance of the Act of Assembly passed the sixth 
day of April last entituled “An Act to confer on certain 
associations of the ctizens of this Commonwealth the powers 
and immunities of Corporations or Bodies politic in law,” 
in such case made and provided transmitted the said act or 
instrument of incorporation to Matthew Irwin esquire Master 
of the Rolls, and required him to inroll the same. 

The governor this day remitted a fine of seventy pounds 
due to the State, which was imposed upon Alice Whyley by 
the court of General quarter Sessions of the peace in Phila- 
delphia county for larceny she having finished her time of 
servitude in the jail of the said county, and it appearing 


that she is the slave of John B. Ruston who prayed for the 
said remission. 





Wednesday, September 26th 1792. 

A contract was this day entered into by Frederick Watts 
and James Harris with Thomas Mifflin Governor of the com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in behalf of the said common- 
wealth for opening and improving a road from the mouth of 
Juniata river to David Millers on the Juniata agreeably to 
the true intent and meaning of the Legislature, for which 
work when compleated agreeably to the said contract and 
the meaning of the Legislature the said Frederick Watts and 
James Harris are to receive from the said Thomas Mifflin 
the sum of three hundred pounds as a full compensation for 
all their services and expences in executing this contract— 
The Governor thereupon accepted Thomas Hulling and George 
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Smiley of Cumberland County, and Charles Biddle Esquire 

of Philadelphia as sureties for the said contractors, and a 
bond was taken from them in due form. 

Samuel Nicholson Hsquire was on the 224 day of September 
instant appointed a Deputy surveyor of district No. 6. laying 
to the west of Allegheny river and Conewango creek which is 
bounded as follows to wit Beginning at the mouth of the 
said creek and from thence extending due North to the North- 
er boundary of the state thence by the same to district No. 
One thence by the same and district No. two about seven- 
teen miles to the North west corner of district No. 7. thence 
by the same Hast to Allegheny river and up the same by the 
several courses thereof to the place of Beginning, and the 
said appointment being certified by the Surveyor General to 
the governor, he approved of the same and accepted John 
Nicholson Esquire Comptroller General and Captain James 
Duncan as sureties for the said Deputy surveyor, and a bond 
was taken from them in due form, 

The Secretary gave notice to Messieurs Reynold, Keen, 
Samuel Wheeler and others, and to Messieurs John Philips 

Trumble and others, that the Governor will attend at 
the Secretary’s office at ten o’clock on Monday next the first 
of October to hear the parties or their counsel touching the 
propriety of opening part of the Roads in Myomensing town- 
ship in Philadelphia county laid out in pursuance of an Act 
of Assembly passed on the 29th of September 1787. and 
approved and confirmed by the late Supreme Executive Coun- 
cil on the 5th day of January 1790. 

By direction of the Governor the Secretary wrote to the 
Comptroller General Register General and Treasurer of the 
State requesting them with all convenient dispatch to make 
a joint report to the Governor of the finances of the common- 
wealth, accompanied with such remarks for the improvement 
of the department as their experience and observation shall 
enable them to suggest. 

The Secretary also wrote to the Secretary, Receiver Gen- 
eral and Surveyor General of the Land office requesting them 
to make an early report of the business in the Land Office, 
and the improvements in that department which their observa- 
tion and experience may enable them to suggest; particularly 
stating the number of Warrants and Patents that have issued ; 
for what quantity of land and in what districts or purchases ; 
and the amount of the monies or other consideration which 
has been received since the passing of the act of the third 
day of April last. 
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James Harris Esquire of Mifflin county was informed that 
General Frederick Watts had made a previous proposal for 
improving the road from the mouth of Juniata to David 
Miller’s on the Juniata to which no reasonable exception 
could be made; that therefore the Governor has been induced 
to associate General Watts with Mr Harris in the contract for 
making the above improvement. 

John Miller the surviving commissioner for the sale of the 
Barracks in the Borough of Lancaster was requested to re- 
port to the Governor the proceedings of the commissioners 
for the sale of the Barracks in the said borough and the 
lots on which they are erected—and at the same time he 
was informed that a similar request was made on the 234 of 
November last, and that no answer was received thereto. 

Mr. Thomas Campbell having applied for the contract to 
open and improve thé road from Mount rock near Carlisle 
to Rankins’s ferry on the Susquehanna river—the Governor 
this day appointed Samuel Postlethwaite and Matthew Miller 
of the county of Cumberland, and Matthew Dill of the county 
of York Esquires, to view and survey the road aforesaid and 
to report the courses and distances with all improvements 
that are necessary to be made so as to accomplish the design 
of the Legislature, and give the greatest possible satisfaction 
to the neighboring inhabitants. 





Thursday, September 27th 1792. 

Upon application of William Twaddle of the county of 
Delaware in this commonwealth, Iron master, a Commission 
of Bankrupt was issued forth against Joseph Hall late of 
the county of New Castle in the state of Delaware, but now 
of the city of Philadelphia Miller Dealer and Chapman. 

The fine imposed upon Charles McCright by the court of 
General quarter sessions of the Peace held in Westmoreland 


County in September 1792. was this day remitted by the 
Governor. 


Monday October 1st 1792. 
Articles of agreement were this day entered into between 
Thomas Miffiin Governor of the commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania in behalf of the said commonwealth, and Jeremiah 
Brown of the county of Lancaster, Miller for opening and 
improving a road from McCallg ferry on Susquehanna river 
until it falls in or meets with the road from Peach bottom 
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to the line of the State towards the navigable waters of 
Christiana creek in the state of Delaware; for which work 
when compleated agreeably to contract the said Jeremiah 
Brown is to receive from the said Thomas Mifflin the sum of 
three hundred pounds as a full compensation for all his 
services and expences in executing this contract. 

The hearing before the Governor which was appointed for 
this day relative to the opening a road from Brockdens gate 
to the Buck tavern in Myomensing township in the county 
of Philadelphia was postponed until next Thursday week at 
the request of the parties, 





Tuesday, October 24 1792. 


Reading Howell this day presented to the Governor twenty 
five copies of his Map for the use of the commonwealth, 
which was required of him by an act of the General Assembly 
passed the 27th day of March 1790. entitled “An Act in favor 
of Reading Howell and for other purposes therein mentioned” 
and thereupon the Governor granted him a warrant for the 
sum of one hundred pounds being the residue of the sum of 
three hundred pounds which was allowed to Mr. Howell in 
the said Act of Assembly. 

The Governor this day granted a pardon to Mary Golden 
who was convicted of Larceny at the last Mayors Court held 
in the city of Philadelphia, and was sentenced to undergo 
servitude at hard labour for three months and fined in the 
sum of thirty five shillings with costs &c. 

By direction of the Governor the Secretary informed Mes- 
siers Keen Wheeler and others, that the applicants for open- 
ing a road in Myamensing township have extended the object 
of their memorial, and therefore a copy of their application 
was transmitted to Messieurs Keen Wheeler and others. 





Wednesday, October 34 1792. 


The Governor this day granted a pardon to Daniel Fennel 
who was convicted of an assault and battery at the last court 
of General Quarter Sessions of the county of Philadelphia 
upon a certain John McGarvey and fined in the sum of five 
pounds with costs of prosecution &e. 





Thursday, October 4th 1792. 


Upon application of John Bleakley Esquire of the city of 
Philadelphia, a Commission of Bankrupt was issued by the 
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Governor against Robert McKnight of the said city Merchant 
Dealer and Chapman 





Friday, October 5th 1792. 


The Governor this day wrote a letter to The President of 
the United States acknowledging the receipt of a letter which 
enclosed the Presidents’ Proclamation, which he issued in 
consequence of certain irregular and refractory proceedings 
which have taken place in particular parts of some of the 
states contravening the laws for raising a revenue upon spirits 
distilled within the United States; in which letter the Gover- 
nor assured the President that he will cheerfully pursue 
every necessary step which the law will permit to be taken 
to prevent or punish the repetition of delinquencies, and to 
promote a due obedience to the constitutional laws of the 
Union. 

The governor at the same time wrote to the Judges of 
the Supreme Court and to the Presidents of the Courts of 
Common Pleas in the five districts of the State enclosing to 
them the said proclamation, and requesting that they will 
inculeate the indispensable duty of obedience to the laws of 
the Union; and charge the Grand Inquests convened in the 
several counties to enquire into and present offences of the 
nature to which the proclamation refers. 

By direction of the Governor the Secretary wrote a letter 
to Thomas Smith Esquire President of the Courts of Common 
pleas in Cumberland county relative to the case of Mr. John 
Montgomery who had lately fled from Justice into the State 
of Maryland, requesting to be furnished with an exemplifica- 
tion of the Sheriff’s return of nén est inventus and an affi- 
davit that the party is resident in the state previous to a 
demand being made for his being delivered up. 

The Inspectors of the Jail and Debtors apartment of the 
city and county of Philadelphia were requested to furnish 
the Governor with an account of the present condition of 
the public prison in the said city and county and Debtor’s 
apartment, with such hints for improvements in the penal 
code, as their superintendance and observation of the said 
Jail and Debtors apartment may enable them to communicate. 





Wednesday, October 10th 1792. 
By direction of the Governor the Secretary informed Alex- 
ander Russell Esquire Lieutenant of the county of York that 
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in the present state of the militia of York county it would 
be most advisable to proceed to the election of officers 50 
that no disappointment may happen in furnishing the enroll- 
ment required by the Act of Congress, 

‘ Notice was given to Reynold Keen Esquire and others, and 
to John Philips and others, the parties for and against open- 
ing a certain road in Myamensing township, that the indis- 
position of the Governor will prevent his giving them a hear- 
ing tomorrow according to appointment—but that as soon as 
he is reinstated in health he will attend to the business. 





Thursday, October 11th 1792, 

The hearing of the parties relative to the opening a road 
in Myamensing township was postponed on account of the 
Governor’s indisposition. 

Messieurs Richard Wells and Francis Gurney Esquires were 
furnished with the present state of the fund for erecting the 
President’s house by which it appears, that there remains in 
the Treasury only the Sum of three thousand one hundred 
and three pounds ten shillings and eight pence half penny, 
and they were requested not to exceed the said balance so 
as to incur a debt to any of the workmen &c, 

A circular letter was written by the Secretary under the 
direction of the Governor to the Sheriffs of all the counties 
in this state requesting them to furnish to the Governor a 
general account of the condition of the public prisons in 
each County. 

The transcript of the record of the conviction of William 
Armstrong of a Rape at a court of Oyer and Terminer and 
General jail delivery held at Sunbury for the county of North- 
umberland the twenty seventh day of August 1792. being 
before the Governor, and taking the said case into consid- 
eration, It was now ordered, That a warrant under the less 
seal of the state be issued commanding the Sheriff of ‘the 
said county of Northumberland to execute the sentence of 
the court upon him the said William Armstrong on Saturday 
the seventeenth day of November next at the usual place of 
execution, and a warrant signed by the Governor was ac- 
cordingly issued. 





Friday October 12th 1792. 
James Ross Hsquire Lieutenant of the county of Lancaster 
transmitted to the Governor a return of officers elected for 
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seven Battalions of Militia in the said county, and requested 
commissions for the Gentleman named, therein. Whereupon 
the Governor directed commissions to be made out agreeably 
to the following list, and the same were made accordingly, 
to wit:

Kennedy Esquire Secretary of the Land Office in answer to

Wponwa pplicationw: cscs. seein cae of the city of Phila- 
delphiateiin..iee ross a commission of Bankrupt was issued 
against Daniel Parker of the said City Broker. 

A return of the last General Election of Sheriffs in the 
county of Chester was presented to the Governor, by which 
it appeared that Joseph McClellan and Wzekiel Leonard were 
duly elected Sheriffs of the county aforesaid, the said Joseph 
McClellan having a majority of votes—. Whereupon the 
Governor upon full consideration appointed and commis- 
sioned Joseph McClellan to be Sheriff of the county of Chester ; 
and accepted Caleb James, Thomas Mercer, Joseph Moore 
and Thomas Taylor as his sureties, they having been prev- 
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iously approved by two Justices of the Court of Common 
pleas of the said county; the Commissions were then trans- 
mitted to the Recorder of Chester County who was instructed 
to take from the said Sheriff and his sureties the bond and 
recognizance required by law. 

The Secretary acknowledged the receipt of a letter of the 
3d instant from Walter Finney esquire of the county of 
Chester, and informed him that the Governor will pay due 
attention to its contents, but that before a decision takes 
place it will be necessary that Mr. Strawbridge (who de- 
clines to act as a Justice of the peace) should deliver up 
his Commission that it may be returned to the Secretary’s 
office to be cancelled.

the State debts. 

A pardon with the less seal was this day granted by the 
Governor to James Miller who was convicted at a Court of 
nisi prius held at Wilkes barre for the county of Luzerne on 
the 7th of May 1792. of adultery; and at a Supreme Court 
held at Philadelphia for the State of Pennsylvania the third 
day of September last was sentenced to pay a fine of fifty 
pounds to the use of the commonwealth with costs &c. 

A letter was written by the Governor of this State to the 
Governor of the State of Maryland demanding that a certain 
John Montgomery Junr who/is charged in the county of Mifflin 
within this State with having committed an Assault and Bat- 
tery upon Thomas Smith esquire President of the Court of 
Common pleas of that county while in the execution of his 
office may be delivered up to be removed to this State having 
jurisdiction of his crime agreeably to the second section of the 
fourth article of the Constitution of the United States. 

Richard Smith and Andrew Henderson esquires of Hunt- 
ingdon county were informed of the Governor’s determination 
not to appoint Mr John Cadwallader a Justice of the peace for 
that county. 

A return of the General election of Sheriffs lately held in 
the county of Cumberland was presented to the Governor— 
by which it appeared that James Wallace and Jacob Crever 
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were duly elected to that office—the said James Wallace hav- 
ing a majority of votes—. Whereupon the Governor appointed 
and. commissioned the said James Wallace to be Sheriff of 
the county of Cumberland, and accepted John Creigh, George 
Kleine, Joseph Wallace, and Jonathan Wallace, as his sureties, 
they having been previously approved as such by two Justices 
of the court of Common pleas—. the Commissions were then 
transmitted to the Recorder of that county who was instructed 
to take from the said Sheriff the bond and recognizance re- 
quired by law. 





Tuesday October 16th 1792. 
The Secretary wrote a letter to Thomas Smith Judge of 
the court of Common pleas in the fourth district in answer 
to his letter of the 9th instant relative to the demand upon 
the Executive authority of the State of Maryland by the

A return of the General Election lately held in the County 
of Westmoreland was presented to the Governor by which 
it appeared that John Brandon and Joseph Cook were duly 
Blected Sheriffs of the said County the said John Brandon 
having a Majority of Votes Whereupon the Governor ap- 
pointed and Commissioned the said John Brandon to be Sheriff 
of the said County of Westmoreland; and accepted Jacob 
Painter Daniel Klengolsmith John Kirkpatrick and Philip 
Stonemetz as his suretys they having been previously ap- 
proved by two Judges of the Court of Common Pleas of the 
said. County—The Commissions were then transmitted to 
the recorder of the said County of Westmoreland who was 
instructed to take from the said Sheriff & his Sureties the 
Bond and Recognizance required by Law. 
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The Lieutenant of the City of Philadelphia presented to 
the Governor a return of five Militia Officers certified by him 
to have been duly Elected in the said City, and requested that 
Commissions might issue to them respectively Whereupon the 
Governor directed Commissions agreeably to the said return 
and the same were issued to the following named persons Vizt,

Robert Taylor was this day appointed and Commissioned a 
Justice of the peace in and for the District of the Township 
of Hempfield in the County of Westmoreland. 

The Attorney General of the State was requested to obtain 
from his Official Representative in the County of Franklin 
some information respecting the Facts stated in the Me- 
morial of Randle Alexander for remission of a fine imposed 
upon him as a Collector of Taxes—The Governor being in- 
clined disposed to comply with the request of the Memorialist 
if it is legally in his power. 

Upon application of Mr Smith of York Town, Edward Burd 
Esqre Prothonotary of the Supreme Court was requested to 
give some information to the Governor relative to the for- 
feited Estate of John Willson junr which had been left in 
the posession of the Widow during her life under a Decree 
of the Supreme Court. 

The Secretary acknowledged the receipt of a letter from 
Samuel Young Esqre dated the 3d instant inclosing a petition 
from Nicholas Miller and Daniel Furmer for a remission of 
a fine for erecting a nuisance on the highway—and Mr Young 
was informed that the Governor is at present prevented from 
deciding on the petition, by not having a transcript from the 
record, of their conviction—information that the nuisance has 
been abated, nor any recommendation from the Court who 
imposed the fine. 

The several papers received by the Governor respecting 
the Sale of the publick Lotts and Barracks in the Borough 
of Lancaster from one of the Commissioners appointed to 
make the Sale, were this day transmitted to the Comptroller 
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General who was directed by the Governor to proceed to re- 
cover such part of the consideration money as remains due 
from the respective purchasers, 





Thursday, November, 15th 1792. 

The Governor this day granted pardons to the following 
named Persons who are now confined in the Jail of the 
County of Lancaster—Vizt To John Cambell and Sarah his 
Wife who were convicted severally of Larceny at a Court of 
general Quarter sessions of the Peace and Jail Delivery held 
in Lancaster County and sentenced to nine months imprison- 
ment at hard labour and fined each in the Sum of fifty shil- 
lings with Costs &ca. 


To Henry Walker and John Vernon who were severally 
convicted of Horse Stealing in the said County and sentenced 
by the said Court to three Years imprisonment at hard 
labour and fined, Henry Walker in the sum of Highty. pounds 
and John Vernon in the sum of twenty pounds with Costs 
of Suit. 


Messieurs Richard Wells Francis Gurney and Jacob Heilt- 
zeimer Commissioners for superintending a suitable house 
for the accomodation of the President of the United States, 
were this day requested to furnish the Governor with an 
Estimate of the probable expence of compleating the said 
house in as plain a manner as propriety will admit; in order 
that the said Estimate may be laid before the Legislature 
in their next Session. 





Saturday, November 17th 1792. 


Upon application of Stephen Prosser of the City of Phila- 
delphia Scrivener,—a Commission of Bankrupt was issued 
forth against Samuel Emery of the City of Philadelphia 
Factor and Broker. 





Monday, November, 19th 1792. 
A copy of a letter which the Governor received from Jona- 
than Dickenson Serjeant Esquire dated 16th November 1792 
relative to the ejectment brought in Chester County by the 
Lessee of Thomas Barclay against Thomas Proctor for Hogg 
Island was this day transmitted to Thomas Jefferson Esquire 
Secretary of State in a Letter from the Governor requesting, 
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that as the Commonwealth is interested in the cause a letter 
may be written under the Authority of the General Govern- 
ment directing the American Minister at the Court of London 
to use his Agency for the recovery of the title deeds which 
it seems are in the hands of the British Government. 

The Governor considering that more than twelve days have 
elapsed since the day of Election of Electors for choosing 
a president and vice president of the United States and sev- 
eral returns have not been transmitted by the Sheriffs of 
some of the Counties—tbhe following case was stated for the 
opinion of the Judges and Attorney General. 

Case for the Opinion of the Judges of the Supreme Court, 
the President of the first District and the Attorney General. 

By the Act respecting the election of Electors of a Presi- 
dent and Vice President of the United States, duplicate re- 
turns of the Election are directed to be made out, one of 
which shall be delivered to the Prothonotary of the proper 
County,.and the other to the Sheriff thereof to be trans- 
mitted by him to be delivered within twelve Days after the 
Election, to the Governor, who shall enumerate and ascer- 
tain the number of Votes for each and every person voted 
for as Electors, and shall thereupon declare, by proclamation. 
the names of the persons, duly elected and chosen; and shall 
cause notification of their election to be delivered, on or 
before the last Wednesday in November instant (the 28th 
day of the Month) to the persons so chosen as Electors.” 


The time appointed by the Act of Congress for the meeting 
of the Hlectors at Harrisburgh is the first Wednesday in 
December next; and the Section of that Act requires the 
Executive of the State to transmit three certified lists of 
the Electors to their- meeting, in order that one list may be 
annexed to each copy of their votes. 


More than twelve days have elapsed since the day of the 
Election, but several of the returns have not been Trans- 
mitted by the Sheriffs of the respective Counties to the 
Governor; and it is apprehended, that even at the present 
late period there would hardly be time to notify the Hlectors 


of their Election on or before the last Wednesday in this 
month. 


If a further delay takes place there will not be time to 
give sufficient and seasonable notice to the Hlectors, so that 


they can all repair to Harrisburgh on Wednesday the 5th 
day of December next. 
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Under these circumstances an answer is requested to the 
following Questions. 

Whether the Governor is empowered and required by the 
Law to enumerate and ascertain the number of votes from 
the returns now actually received? 

Whether the fifteen persons having the greatest number 
of votes upon the returns now actually received ought to be 
proclaimed and notified as the persons duly elected Electors? 

Whether the lists required to be delivered by the Act of 
Congress, should certify such persons to be Electors duly 
chosen? 

How are returns hereafter received to be considered and 
disposed of? 

What measures should be pursued against the Sheriffs, or 
any other persons, who have neglected their duty upon this 
occasion? — 

We are of opinion that the Governor under all the circum- 
stances of this case, should postpone any decision on the elec- 
tion of Electors untill the morning of Wednesday the 21st 
instant, when we think he will be legally authorised, and it 
will be proper for him to ascertain from the returns which 
shall be then actually received, the fifteen persons who have 
the highest number of votes, and to proclaim and notify those 
persons, and insert their names in the lists directed by the 
Act of Congress, as the Hlectors duly chosen and elected.

whom the greatest number of votes were given at the said 
election held on tuesday the sixth day of November inst: 
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Now therefore I have issued this Proclamation, hereby pub- 
lishing and declaring that the said William Henry, Joseph 
Heister, Thomas McKean, Henry Miller, John Wilkins Junr 
Robert Coleman, Thomas Bull, Cornelius Coxe, Robert Johns-

By direction of the ‘Governor the Secretary wrote a letter 
to the Comptroller General Stating the impracticability of the 
Governors making a full report to the Legislature of the Sales 
of Stock, and redemption of the State debts, which is required 
of him by law, unless he is furnished with the necessary in- 
formation especially as to the amount and kinds of debts 
that have been redeemed under the late act and at the same 
time the Comptroller General is reminded that letter after 
letter had been written on the Subject to him, and that as 
yet the Governor had received no satisfactory answer.

The several papers respecting a requsition which was pre- 
sented to the Governor of Maryland for surrendering Mr. 
John Montgomery junr, as a fugitive from the justice of 
Pensylvania on a charge for assaulting Judge Smith while in 
the execution of his office together with the answer of the 
Governor of Maryland thereto, were this day transmitted to 
the Attorney Genl. of Pensylvania, who was requested, to 
direct the proper measures to be taken for receiving Mr, 
Montgomery into the custody of some Officer under the 
authority of this state that he may be brought to his tryal 
in the proper county. 

A letter was this day received from Jared Ingersoll Esquire 
Attorney Genéral of Pensylvania containing his report and 
opinion on the case of Nehemiah Scott with respect to a 
survey returned after the Deputy surveyor was out of office, 
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tho previously made, which the Surveyor General has refused 
to accept into his Office which opinion is as follows:

I have examined and considered the petition of Nehemiah 
Scott to the Governor as also the letter from the Surveyor

By a law passed the 11th of September 1786; the Assessors 
of the several Townships are directed to make returns of all 
tracts of land which are unsettled to the Commissioners who 
are to return the same to the State Treasurer. 

The State Treasurer is to publish such transcript in the 
newspaper of Philadelphia and the Owners are to pay their 
taxes to him. 

March 24th 1791 the power of the Commissioners to sell 
is suspended untill the first of August then next. April 3rd 
1792 the suspension of Sales is continued untill the 31st 
December 1793, as to all taxes laid Subsequent to that act 

The Commissioners in their proposed notice declare that 
a Sale will be made of all lands for which taxes are not 
paid by the first of March next—and include taxes untill 
Jany 1793—this is wrong as to taxes laid subsequent to 3rd 
April 1792—If they mean only those previously laid, the 
Treasurer must publish and perhaps with this explanation, 
it might be of use, tho’ no sale can take place on account 
of taxes laid subsequent to that day untill december 31st 1793,

tracts furnished as may be thought usefull to support the 
claims of the State. 
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Saturday, December 1st 1792. 


A pardon was this day granted by the Governor to Negro 
Benjamin now confined in the Jail of the City and county 
of Philadelphia for Burglary of which he was convicted at 
a Court of Oyer and Terminer held in said county in Novem- 
ber 1792 and sentenced to hard labour untill the 5th Decem- 
be Instant. 

A contract was this day concluded between the Governor 
in behalf of the Commonwealth, and Thomas Campbell of the 
County of York Esquire by which it is undertaken and con- 
tracted on the part of the Said Thomas Campbell to open and 
improve a road from Mount Rock near Carlisle to Rankins 
Ferry on Susquehanna agreeably to the true intent and mean- 
ing of the Legislature, for which work when compleated agree- 
ably to law and his contract he is to receive the sum of one 
hundred and fifty pounds as a full compensation for all his 
services and expenses in executing the Said contract. 

The documents which the Governor lately received rela- 
tive to the refusal of Mr William Maclay late a Deputy Sur- 
veyor, to deliver his official Books and papers to his suc- 
cessor, were this day transmitted to the Attorney General of 
this State who was requested to pursue such measures on 
the occasion as the law shall authorise. 

The Governor having deemed it for the interest of the 
Commonwealth to lease Mud island upon a rent certain to 
Richard Price, the Secretary by his direction gave notice to 
William Fiangs the present Tenant to move from the said 
island in three months from this date, 


Monday, December, 3rd 1792. 
A copy of Mr John Montgomery’s recognizance to appear to 
answer the charge of an assault and Battery upon Judge 
Smith was transmitted to the Attorney General in order 
to supersede the necessity of his proceeding upon the notifica- 
tion of the Governor of the State of Maryland. 





Tuesday, December 4th 1792. 
The Governor this day remitted a fine of ten pounds which 
was imposed upon Alexander Patterson by the Court of Gen- 
eral Quarter Sessions of the peace of Northampton County 
in November last for a riot of which he was convicted in 
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the said county, and he was ordered to be released from 
his imprisonment. 

The Governor of this State wrote a letter to the Governor 
of the State of Maryland informing him that since the receipt 
of his last, letter Mr John Montgomery Junr who was charged 
with an assault and battery upon Judge Smith has entered 
into a recognizance to appear and take his tryal in the 
proper county. 





Wednesday, December 5th 1792. 

The Governor this day accepted the resignation of Enoch 
Edwards of his office of a Judge of the court of common 
pleas in the county of Philadelphia. 

By direction of the Governor the Secretary wrote a letter 
to Judge Smith informing him that Mr John Montgomery junr 
has entered into a recognizance with two sufficient Sureties 
before Jacob Burns Esquire one of the Justices of the peace 
of Mifflin County for his appearance at the next Court of 
Quarter Sessions to take his trial for an assault and battery 
charged against him by Judge Smith, 





Thursday, December 6th 1792. 

By direction of the Governor the secretary wrote a circular 
letter to the Sheriffs of the Counties of Bedford Westmore- 
land Washington Mifflin and Huntingdon informing them 
respectively that the delay in transmitting the returns of 
the election of Electors in those Counties beyond the period 
allowed by law has been productive of considerable embar- 
rassment, and might have been the means of depriving the 
state of the exercise of one of her most important foederal 
rights, and requesting from each of them an early and ex- 
plicit statement on the subject 

A joint committee of both Houses of the Legislature of this 
State this day informed the Governor, that the Senate and 
house of representation being met, are ready to receive any 
business the Governor may have to lay before them. 

The Governor informed the Committee that he would be 
prepared to meet the Legislature tomorrow at twelve oClock. 





Friday, December 7th 1792. 


Agreeably to appointment the Governor met both houses 
of the Legislature in the Senate Chamber and being seated 
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in the front of the speaker, he laid before the Legislature 
a general State of the affairs of the Commonwealth and then 
retired. 


Saturday, December, 8th, 1792. 


The Governor this day remitted a fine of ten pounds which 
was imposed upon Jonathan Iddings by the Court of General 
Quarter Sessions of Berks County for fornication and bas- 
tardy, and granted a pardon to Jane Clinton on condition of 
her leaving the state forthwith not to return, she having 
been convicted of larceny upon four indictments and sentenced 
to fifteen months hard labour and fined £ 4..7..9. for which 
pardon and remission, the said persons were well recommended. 





Tuesday, December 11th 1792. 


By direction of the Governor the secretary wrote a letter to 
the Comptroller and register general informing them that 
one of William Craigs sureties has applied for information 
respecting that Gentlemans unsettled accounts as Prothonotary 
of the county of Northampton, and requesting to report what 
measures were taken in pursuance of his former instructions 
upon the subject. 

The Governor took into consideration the ease of Thomas 
Dunning who was convicted at a Court of Oyer and Terminer 
and General Jail delivery held in and for the County of Alle- 
gheny in September 1792. of Murder, and was sentenced by 
the said Court to be hanged by the neck until dead—. and 
therefore a warrant under the less seal of the state was issued 
commanding the sheriff of the said County to execute the sen- 
tenee of the said Court upon the said Thomas Dunning on 
Saturday the twenty sixth day of January 1793 at the usual 
place of execution—and a letter inclosing the Said warrant 
was written to the Sheriff of the Said County.

sixteen feet and a half, and in length on fourth Street thirty 
seven feet with the priviledge of a three feet alley at the 
south end of the lot subject to a ground rent of thirteen dol- 
lars and three eights of a dollar annually with considerable 
arrears. And the other lot adjoining the above described 
lot bounded on the North by Walnut Street and on the East by 
ground late of Robert Morris Esquire on the West by Charles

By direction of the Governor the secretary informed the 
Officers of the Land Offices of the wish of the Governor to

Friday, January 11th 1793.

A licence to follow the employment of a pedlar on foot 
within this Commonwealth was this day granted by the Gov- 
ernor to Patrick Eagan who is recommended to the Governor 
by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the peace of the 
County of Philadelphia for such licence and hath given bond 
according to Law.

Dear Sir: 

I have considered the question you propose for my con- 
sideration respecting the construction of a clause in the Act 
to provide for the support of the Government of this 
Commonwealth. 

As taken in an abstracted point of view, Unconnected with 
cotemporary exposition, I am of opinion that a Judge attend- 
ing in Bank during the Term, could not be said to be on 
the Circuit. 

The expression in the Act to which I have referred appears 
to me stronger than the words used in the former Law of 
the province passed on this subject in, one thousanl[d] seven 
hundred and sixty seven travelling expences being mentioned 
in the latter and not in the former. 

Under that Act the Judges of the Supreme Court, resident 
in the Country have uniformly charged and received an allow- 
ance for their attendance during the Term in the City. 

The intention of the Legislature was that a compensation 
should be made to the Judges for their travelling expences— 
and it is as reasonable that a Judge who leaves his home 
to attend Court in the City should be compensated for this 
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expence as that a Judge who lives in the City should be 
paid while on the Curcuit upon this restriction that the 
Judge do not charge while on the Circuit at the place of 
bis home.

General of the Brigade composed. of the Militia of the County 
of Northumberland and being commissioned as aforesaid was 
informed of the said appointment. 

The Governor upon consideration of the Survey made by 
Matthew Henderson and a Report from Jonathan Mifflin 
Agent of information touching a deviation proposed to be 
made in the course of the Road through MeCallisters Gap 
deemed it a matter beneficial to the public; and assented to 
it upon condition that Mr William Elliotts sureties for the 
performance of his Contract do in writing testify their appro- 
bation to the Governor.

Wednesday, April 17th 1793. 


The Governor this day appointed William Montgomery 
Esquire Major General of the seventh division composed of 
the Militia of the Counties Northampton Northumberland and 
Luzerne; and Simon Spalding Esquire Brigadier General of 
the Brigade composed of the Militia of the County of Luzerne 
and they were commissioned accordingly for the term of seven 
years agreeably to the Act of Assembly and by letter informed 
of their appointment. 

A Circular Letter was written by the Secretary with the 
approbation of the Governor to the Prothonotaries of the sev- 
eral Counties in this State inclosing copies of the Acts of the 
last Session of the Assembly as printed in Dunlap’s News- 
Paper; with a circular Letter to the Commissioners in the 
several Counties inclosing to them copies of the law, provided 
for an enumeration of the Taxable Inhabitants of the Com- 
monwealth and requesting them to proceed to the execution 
thereof without delay; sundry advertisements respecting the 
further improvement of Roads and Rivers, and Commissions 
for the several Inspectors of Brigades were also transmitted 
to the said Prothonotaries, which inclosure they were in- 
structed to distribute with all care and dispatch. 

The Commissions which were directed to issue on the 
fifteenth instant for viewing and laying out two Roads.—.one 
from Philadelphia to the Borough of York and the other from 
Strasburgh in Lancaster County to the Line of the State of 
Delaware towards New Port were this day transmitted to 
John Breckbill Esqr of Lancaster who was requested to for- 
ward them with all convenient dispatch. 

The Commissioner of the County of Philadelphia were in- 
formed that an Act of the General Assembly was passed on 
the last Session, granting, Six thousand six hundred and 
sixty six dollars and sixty seven cents for the purpose of 
enlarging the building at present occupied by Congress— 
which requiring dispatch the said Commissioners were re- 
quested to take the subject into immediate consideration.

A Contract was this day entered into between Thomas 
Mifflin Governor of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
behalf of the said Commonwealth and Andrew Work and 
John Davis of Air Township in the County of Bedford for 
improving the Road from Buck hannangs on the East side of 
the North Mountain and through the great Cove to the foot 
of sidling hill agreeably to the true intent and meaning of 
the Legislature for which work when compleated they are 
to receive the sum of two hundred Pounds as a full com- 
pensation for all their expences and services in executing the 
said Contract. 

Mrs Oswald was requested to furnish the Governor with an 
estimate of the price at which she will engage to supply eight 
hundred octova copies of the two volumes of the Laws of the 
United States collated with the originals neatly bound. 





Thursday, April 25th 1793. 

The President of the United States was this day informed 
by the Governor in answer to his letter of the twenty fourth 
instant that besides issuing a Proclamation containing a gen- 
eral warning for preverating any hostile incursions into or 
near the Indian Country north of the Ohio until the treaty 
proposed to be held at lower Sandusky about the first day 
of June shall be closed. the Governor proposes to recommend 
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by Letter the greatest circumspection to all the Judiciary and 
Militia Officers in the Western Counties; which in his opinion 
appear to be only measures at this time in his power to pur- 
sue for promoting the object which is contemplated by the 
President. 


Friday, April 26th 1793. 

Upon a respectable recommendation Rosewell Wells Esquire 
was this day appointed and Commissioned by the Governor 
to be an Associate Judge of the Court of Common Pleas in 
and for the County of Luzerne to take rank according to the 
date of his Commission. 

A Letter was this day received from Thomas Jefferson 
Esquire Secretary of State inclosing a Proclamation issued 
by the President of the United States for observing a strict 
neutrality towards the Belligerent Powers of Hurope—the 
Proclamation was as follows vizt: 

By the President of the United States of America. 


A Proclamation. 


Whereas it appears that a state of War exists between 
Austria Prussia Sardinia, Great Britain and the United Neth- 
erlands, of the one part; and France of the other part; and 
the duty and interest of the United States require, that they 
should with sincerity and good faith adopt and pursue a 
eonduct friendly and impartial towards the bellegerent pow- 
ers; 

I have, therefore, thought fit, by these Presents, to declare 
the disposition of the United States, to observe the conduct 
aforesaid, towards those powers respectively; and to exhort 
and warn the Citizens of the United States carefully to avoid 
all acts and proceedings whatsoever, which may in any man- 
ner contravene such disposition. 

And I do hereby also make known that whosoever of the 
Citizens of the United States shall render himself liable to 
punishment or forfeiture under the law of nations by commit- 
ting aiding or abetting, hostilities against any of the said 
Powers; or by carrying to any of them those articles, which 
are deemed contraband by the modern usage of nations will 
not receive the protection of the United States against such 
punishment or forfeiture: and further that I have given in- 
structions to those officers to whem it belongs to cause prose- 
cutions to be instituted against all persons who shall, within 
the cognizance of the Courts of the United States, violate 
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the law of nations with respect to the powers at War or any 
of them. 

In testimony whereof I have caused the seal of the United 
States of America to be affixed to these Presents, and signed 
the same with my hand.

Mr La Forest Consul General of France having requested 
to know whether a return would be made to the Salute of 
the L’Ambuscade a French Frigate on her arrival in this 
Port, he was this day informed that any compliment to the 
State of Pennsylvania or the City of Philadelphia would cer- 
tainly be received and returned with the proper respect and 
acknowledgements and a copy of the letter written on this 
business was inclosed in a letter from the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth to Henry Knox Esquire Secretary at War. 

By direction of the Governor the Secretary wrote a letter 
to Dr William Smith informing him that his application for 
a further advance of money on account of the Contract for 
opening and improving the Road from Frankstown to Cone- 
maugh—cannot be complied with unless it is supported by 
the concurrence of all who are interested in the Contract. 

The Governor taking into consideration the proclamation 
of the President of the United States which was received 
yesterday and being desirous that the injunctions therein 
contained should have all the benefit of his aid towards the 
general and strict observance by the Citizens of the Common- 
wealth this day issued a Proclamation in the following words, 
to wit.

States, that during such negociation no hostile incursion shall 
be made by the Citizens of this Comomnwealth into or near 
the Indian Country north of the Ohio: Now, therefore, I 
have thought it expedient to issue this Proclamation, hereby 
exhorting and requiring the Good People of Pennsylvania, 
as they value the blessings of peace, and are desirous of 
cherishing the means of attaining it, to avoid all hostile 
incursions into the sd Indian Country, until the effect of the 
proposed treaty shall be ascertained: and I do further re- 
quire all the officers of this Commonwealth, according to the 
duties of their respective stations to be circumspect and vigi- 
lant in preventing such incursions and in promoting, te the 
extent of their lawful authority, the objects of the said treaty 
and the security of the Commissioners employed to negociate 
the same.

State—and signified the Presidents desire that the Governor 
should with the aid of the Militia detain the parties first 
aggressing until the case can be communicated to him, with 
the evidences in writing which may establish the facts for 
his estimate decision and having also by a letter of the twenty 
fourth instant signified the Presidents request that if within 
this State any Vessels are commissioned equipped and manned 
as privateers on behalf of any of the Belligerent powers 
named in his Proclamation—the Governor would effectually 
interpose and put a stop to it—the Governor this day took 
the same into consideration—and thereupon wrote a letter 
to the President of the United States assuring him that 
on this as well as every other occasion he will employ the 
Constitutional authority of his office to support the national 
honor and enforce that impartially which ought to be ob- 
served towards the powers engaged in the present War;

East Corner of Sassafras and Broad Streets and contained 
in breadth Hast and West forty eight feet and one half of a 
foot and in length or depth three hundred and six feet, and 
was surveyed under the said right in pursuance of a warrant 
from the Proprietaries of Pennsylvania dated the second day 
of March one thousand seven hundred and forty the said 
Mary Jenkins, Ann Marsh and Mary Ashbridge in pursuance 
of an Act of Assembly in such case made and provided re- 
newed their said Claim by a Memorial to the said Supreme 
Court exhibited on the seventh day of January last stating 
the aforesaid facts and that the said Lot of Ground deter- 
mined to have been their Right as aforesaid had been sold 
by the said Commonwealth and that there were not vacant 
City Lots sufficient to furnish an Equivalent therefor to the 
said claimants which facts appearing to the said Court to be 
true and the memoralists to be well founded, an Inquest was 
awarded to value the said Lot of Ground, and an Inquisition 
duly taken and returned and filed in the said Court whereby 
the said Lot of Ground was valued at the sum of three hun- 
dred and seventy five pounds Pennsylvania Currency which 
money was on the motion ordered to be distributed in the 
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following manner to wit; to the Anne Marsh two third parts 
and one fourth part of the remaining third part thereof to 
Mary Jenkins one half of one third part thereof and to Mary 
Ashbridge one fourth part of one third thereof” 

Now therefore this is to require you and each of you in 
pursuance of an Act of the General Assembly of this Common- 
wealth entitled ‘““A Supplement to the Act entitled “An Act 
for the better support of the public Credit by an immediate 
sale of the lands therein mentioned, and fully securing the 
purchasers thereof in their titles, and also for preserving the 
Common lands appurtenant to the City of Philadelphia and 
other towns in this State, from unwarrantable encroachments” 
that you do forthwith enter the amount of the said sum of 
Three hundred and seventy five pounds Pennsylvania Currency 
so as aforesaid certified by the said Judges of the Supreme 
Court to be due to the said Ann Marsh, Mary Jenkins and 
Mary Ashbridge according to their said several shares thereof 
in the books of your respective offices, and thereupon proceed 
according to law Witness my Hand this tenth day of June 
one thousand seven hundred and ninety three.

By direction of the Governor a Copy of a Letter from the 
Comptroller General of the twentieth of May last respecting 
an advance of three thousand dollars on account of the pay 
of Clerks employed by him in stating the accounts of this 
State against the United States was transmitted to the Register 
General with a Copy of the Governors letter to the Register 
General with a Copy of the Governors letter to the Comp- 
troller General granting the said sum. 

An opinion of the Attorney General in answer to certain 
questions stated to him by the Commissioners relative to the 
Construction of the Act of Assembly to incorporate the Sub- 
scribers to the Bank of Pennsylvania was this day received 
and is as follows Vizt: 

Question proposed by the Commissioners on the construction 
of the Act of Assembly to incorporate the subscribers to the 
Bank of Pennsylvania. 

' Whether the Four hundred thousand dollars on the receipt 
of which, by the fifth Section of the Law; notice is to be 
given by the Commissioners for proceeding to the Hlection of 
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Directors, is exclusive of subscription which by the eleventh 
Section the Governor is authorised to make for the use of 
the State. 

The Solution of this question depends very much upon the 
interpretation of the words “In the manner Aforesaid.” On 
the one side it may be contended that as the mode of pay- 
ment to be made by the State is not designated in the pre- 
vious paragraphs the payment by Individuals only is the 
object. of refference. 

And yet the exceptation in Section second by refering to 
Section 11th may be considered as including the subsequent 
Section so far as respects a construction of the former. 

I understand the Governor has subscribed fifteen hundred 
Shares and given an order on the Treasurer in favor of the 
President Directors and Company of the Bank of Pennsyl- 
vania for three hundred thousand Dollars. 

Can this order be considered as cash received by the Com- 
missioners? 

If it may be considered as cash, does it form in that case 
a part of the four hundred thousand dollars? 

I cannot believe that the Assembly considered the order 
of the Governor as anything less than Bank Notes—. 

It is true that this money cannot be paid by the Treasurer 
until the appointment of President and Directors. But there 
is as great reason to rely with confidence upon the payment 
as soon as the institution shall be provided with the proper 
organs of action, as would be afforded by a Check on the 
Bank or Bank notes. 

If three hundred and ninety nine thousand nine hundred 
and ninety nine Dollars and ninety nine Cents, are paid 
exclusively of the Subscription of the Governor must this 
money remain in perpetuity useless, the Commissioners have 
in their Hands an order on which they can rely for three 
hundred thousand Dollars as soon as it is possible for the 
Bank to Act. 

I confess that the act is obscurely expressed. But I am 
of Opinion that if the Commissioners think proper to con- 
sider an order for money (knowing that the Cash, is in Bank, 
ready to be delivered the moment a President and Directors 
present such Order to the Treasurer and receive his Check 
for the amount) as payment and themselves responsible for 
it aS money actually received the intent and meaning of the 
Legislature is complied with, and an election of directors 
under such circumstances would be regular. 
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Upon the whole, I conceive that all things considered it is 
most adviseable, that the Commissioners proceed as proposed, 
Jared Ingersoll.

A letter was written to George Clinton Hsqr Governor of 
the State of New York requesting that upon the application 
of Frederick Stover a certain George Green or Sabin who 
stands charged in this State with being a Common Cheat, 
and conspiring with others to deceive and defraud divers good 
Citizens of this Commonwealth, and who is now in the State 
of New York may be delivered up, to be removed to this State 
having jurisdiction of his crime. 

The said letter was then enclosed in a Letter from the 
Deputy Secretary to Frederick Stoever of Lebanon in the 
County of Dauphine upon whose application it was written. 





Friday, June. 14th 1793. 

A Patent was this day granted'to John Graul of the Town- 
ship of the Northern Liberties Baker for six lots part of the 
Ground whereon the Barracks once stood numbered in the 
General draft thirty one, forty three, forty four, forty five, 
forty six, and forty seven dated this day purchased among 
other Lots by Frederick Eugene Francis Baron De Beelen 
Bertholff who conveyed the said lots to the said John Graul 
by deed of the twenty seventh day of May, one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety three—Consideration three hundred and 
two pounds ten shillings, 

The fine of ten pounds which was imposed upon David 
Beatty by the Court of General quarter sessions of the peace 
for franklin County for keeping a tippling house was this 
day remitted by the Governor, 





Saturday, June. 15th 17983. 
In compliance with the request of Mr George Hughes the 
Governor this day expressed his approbation of his official 
conduct during the several years in which he acted as a 
Commissioner of Bankruptcy. 
A Committee from the Board of Directors of the Bank of 
Pennsylvania consisting of John Barclay esquire President, 
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John Swanwick, Jacob Morgan, Charles Pettit, and John Ross 
this day waited on the Governor of this State and informed 
him that the Board of Directors of the Bank of Pennsylvania 
had chosen their President and being organized were ready 
to receive the subscription in behalf of the Commonwealth— 
Whereupon the Governor informed the Committee that he 
was prepared to make the subscription in behalf of the State 
to the Capital Stock of the said Bank and that warrants for 
the several sums in specie and stock to make the payments 
at the rates prescribed by law on account of the State's 
subscription should be immediately drawn upon the Treasurer. 
A subscription of one thousand shares was accordingly made 
in behalf of the Commonwealth by the Governor and warrants 
were drawn on the state Treasurer—. and delivered to the 
President of the Board of Directors whose receipt was taken 
therefor—see Warrant Book and Receipt Book of this date. 

The fine of £10..0..0. which was imposed upon George 
Wilson by the Court of General Quarter Sessions held in and 
for the County of Montgomery in December 1791, for keeping 
a Tippling house—was this day remitted by the Governor. 





Monday, June. 17th 1798. 
A Report from Robert Smith, James Mercer and Alex- 
ander Turner Esquires of a draft and survey of a Road from 
the Village cf Strasburgh to the line of the County of Dela- 
ware Towards Newport under an appointment from the Gov- 
ernor of the fifteenth of April last was this day received 
and filed. 
The Governor this day accepted the resignation of John 
Herster of the office of Justice of the Peace in the Borough 
of Easton in the County of Northampton. 


Tuesday, June. 18th 1793. 

The Secretary by the direction of the Governor informed 
Major Nicholas Kern that the money appropriated by the 
last act of Assembly for improving the Road from the Lehigh 
Water Gap across the Matchunk Mountain to intersect the 
Nescopeck Road is not to be applied to the objects included 
in the Contract formed with him, but to further objects of 
improvement which must be the foundation of a new Contract.

Messrs Joseph De Jaudener and Joseph Ignatius Vicar hay- 
ing on the thirteenth instant requested the interposition of 
the Governor for the recovery of a Negro who was wrongfully 
brought into this State by an inhabitant of Louissiana, and 
now remains in possession of an individual at Fort Pitt they 
were this day informed that in order to recover the said Negro 
an application must be made to the Judiciary, and not to the 
Executive department of the Government. 

Fifteen copies of the Laws of the Commonwealth from the 
second day of October one thousand seven hundred and eighty 
one to the second day of October one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety reprinted by Messrs Hall and Sellers—were this 
day transmitted to Charles Biddle Esqr Prothonotary of the 
County of Philadelphia to be distributed among the Justices 
of the Peace of the said County also five copies of the said 
laws for the President and Judges of the Court of Common 
pleas respectively and one copy for the use of the Court when 
sitting making in the whole twenty one copies for which he 
was requested to send a receipt. 

Seven copies of the said laws was delivered to Edward Burd 
Esquire Prothonotary of the Supreme Court of this Common- 
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wealth whereof one was for the High Court of Errors and 
Appeals—four for the Judges of the Supreme Court—one for 
the said Court when sitting, and one for the Attorney General 
the receipt of which Mr. Burd was requested to acknowledge 

Also sixteen copies of the said laws were delivered to Wil- 
liam Nichols Esquire, that is to say, fifteen to be distributed 
among the Aldermen of the City of Philada. and one copy for 
the use of the Mayor Court when sitting the receipt of which 
Mr. Nichols was also requested to acknowledge. 





Thursday, June. 20th 1793. 
Edward Fox esquire was directed by the Governor to give 
the proper notices for a special meeting of the Trustees of 
the University to be held on Monday next ensuing this date. 





Saturday, June. 22nd 1793. 

The Governor this day granted a Pardon to Elizabeth Trux- 
ell who was convicted of receiving stolen goods knowing them 
to be such and sentenced by the Court of General Quarter Ses- 
sions of the Peace of the County of Franklin in September 
term one thousand seven hundred and ninety two to undergo 
a servitude at hard labour and pay a fine to the Common- 
wealth equal to the value of the goeds stolen. 

A Copy of an opinion of the Attorney General that light 
Infantry companies and companies of Grenadiers are to be 
in addition to the four companies constituting a Battalion of 
Militia under the new Militia law was this day transmitted to 
James Chambers Brigadier General of Franklin County for 
his information ; 

A Copy of the said opinion, was also transmitted to Joseph 
Terrance Esquire Brigade Inspector of Fayette County and 
at the same time the return of Militia Officers, which he lately 
made to the Governor was inclosed to him as not being agree- 
able to law he having divided his Brigade into three Regi- 
ments and one Battalion when it should be divided into Regi- 
ments so that each Regiment may have two battalions. 

Henry Knox Esquire Secretary at War was requested by 
the Governor to accommodate the Captain of the Artillery 
Company in this City with a sufficient quantity of Gunpowder 
to be used in commemorating the ensuing fourth day of July, 
if he shall think there is no impropriety in so doing—ag many 
Citizens have expressed a desire to commemorate that day, 
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and upon enquiry it being found that there is no gun Powder 
in the Magazine of Pennsylvania, 

The Comptroller General and Register General and State 
Treasurer were requested to furnish the Governor with a 
statement of the public finances in time to prepare a com- 
munication to the Legislature on the subject of the ensuing 
Session. 

Information being received from the Master Warden of the 
Port of Philadelphia that the Brigantine Little Sarah prize 
to the Frigate L’Ambuscade ig fitting out as a privateer the 
Governor this day transmitted a Copy of the Master wardens 
letter to the President of the United States, that he might 
direct such measures to be persued ag the occasion requires. 

The Governor received a letter from Henry Knox esquire 
Secretary at War and in compliance with the request con- 
tained therein informed the President of the United States 
that he would with the utmost dispatch ascertain and com- 
municate to him the state of the Little Sarah as an armed 
vessel when she entered this Port as a prize to the L’Ambus- 
cade; her present ‘situation and the changes she has under- 
gone since her arrival, with respect to herself or to any addi- 
tional number of Guns Men &ca, 

The Secretary at War having communicated to the Governor 
the request of the President of the United States that a party 
of the Militia may be ordered out for the purpose of keeping 
in safe custody the Ship William now in this Port (a prize to 
the French Privateer Citizen Genet) until the President has 
decided upon an allegation that the Ship was captured within 
the limits of the protection of the United States—The Governor 
issued hig orders to J osiah Harmer Adjutant General of 
making a draft of twenty five men and proper officers from 
the Militia of the City of Philadelphia and placing 
board of the said Ship for the purpose aforesaid. 

The Governor then informed the President of the United 
States that he had complied with his request communicated

Virginia for the protection of the district of Monongalia was 
this day communicated to the Brigadier General of Wash- 
ington County with a desire that they would accede to it if 
he shall deem it consistent with the General trust reposed in 
him by the Legislature—and at the same time a letter was 
written to the Governor of Virginia inclosing to him a copy 
of the last Act of Assembly for the defence of the Western 
Frontiers—and informing him of the above mentioned com- 
munication. 


A Copy of the Report of the Master Warden of the Port 
of Philadelphia upon the enquiries respecting the Little Sarah 
was this day transmitted to the President of the United 
States for his information. 


A letter from William Mitchell Agent for the sale of con- 
fiscated Estates in York County stating that he had sold the 
land of John Wilson junior an attainted Traitor, to William 
Delap for Two hundred and ninety one Pounds was trans- 
mitted to the Comptroller General, who was requested to take 
the proper steps for collecting the purchase money according 
to the terms of Sale. 

The Receipt of the French Consul’s Protest in the case of 
the Ship William was received and he was informed that the 
same with the letter enclosing it should be communicated to 
the President of the Uniter States under whose authority and 
directions the transaction has taken place—and that upon ap- 
plication of the consul orders were issued for delivering the 
Ship to him, and withdrawing the detachment of Militia he 
to be responsible for the safe custody of the Ship William 
until it shall be determined whether she was taken within 
the limits of the protection of the United States. 

The Adjutant General was directed to deliver to the French 
Consul the Ship William, and as soon as that is done, to dis- 
miss the party of Militia, with the thanks of the Governor 
for their punctual attendance—and of his Order, the Consul 
of the French Republic was informed. 

Copies of the letter from the french Consul inclosing his 
Protest relative to the detention of the Ship William and a 
Copy of the Governor’s answer thereto with copies of the other 
letters above mentioned were then transmitted to the Presi- 
dent of the United States.

By direction of the Governor the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth delivered to Alexander Wilcox Esquire Recorded of 
the City of Philadelphia one copy of the laws of the Common- 
wealth from the first day of October one thousand seven hun- 
dred and eighty one to the first day of October one thousand 
seven hundred and ninety to be delivered over to his suc- 
cessor in Office, or returned if necessary— the law not’ having 
allotted him one. 

Henry Drinker esquire was informed that the Governor 
would willingly draw on the annual fund of Five hundred 
pounds per annum for surveying the Road from Fort Penn 
to the Portage between Delaware River and Shohocing Creek 
provided the expence (of which an estimate is to be furnished ) 
will not be so great as to effect the public interests in other 
quarters—as no part of the appropriations for improving the 
said road can be applied to pay the expence of surveying it. 

It was recommended to Edward Heston to make application 
to a judiciary Magistrate if the managers of the Lancaster 
Turnpike Road should attempt to take forcible possession of 
his property—as the circumstances of the case would not 
justify the interference of the Executive. 
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The Attorney General of the State was requested to give 
his opinion whether the Company of grenadiers Light Infantry 
or Riflemen directed to be formed to each battalion of the 
Militia is to be one of the four Companies constituting the 
Battalion; or a Company in addition to the four Companies. 

Brigadier General Thomas Proctor reported to the Governor 
that he had delivered up the Ship William prize to the pri- 
vateer Citizen Genet to the French Consul Monsieur Dupont 
in due form in consequence of orders from the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of Yesterday and thereupon dismissed the City Guard. 

A Letter was this day received from the Attorney General 
of the State containing his opinion respecting the delivering 
over by the Comptroller General to the Committee of investi: 
gation the papers which were deposited in the Comptroller 
Generals’ Office by Messieurs Bowen and Beatty Agents for 
the late Pennsylvania Line. 





Wednesday, June 26th 1793. 
Copies of the letter from the French Consul dated the 
twenty fourth day of June enclosing a Protest relative to 
the seizure and detention of the Ship William and of the 
Governors answer and of General Proctors report of the 
delivery of the said Ship into the possession of the French 
Consul were this day transmitted to the Secretary at War. 
Mr, Malcolm Andres proposals to improve a Road from 
Lewis Town to Huntingdon were this day filed—and Mr. Wil- 
liam Brown of Mifflin County was informed that the sum 
allowed by law being only Four hundred pounds it would 
be imprudent to diminish it going into the expence of a pre- 
vious survey; and if therefore the person desirous of GCon- 
tracting will state the route he intends to pursue and the 
improvements he means to make at what places and in what 
manner accompanied by a recommendation and certificate 
from persons residing in the neighbourhood of the Road, the 
Governor will come to an immediate decision, 





Thursday, June. 27th 1793. 
Information having been received from South Carolina; that 
a pestilental disease has been lately prevalent in the Island 
of Grenada and other windward Islands in the West Indies 
the Governor this day thought it proper to call the attention 
of the Health Officer to this subject, and requested he would 
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take every lawful precaution to guard the City from the 
introduction of any pestilential disease. 

Charles Pettit Esquire was requested to report to the Gov- 
ernor the General State of the accounts between Pennsylvania 
and the United States that he may be able to give the Legis- 
lature at the ensuing session every possible satisfaction on that 
important subject. 

The Governor this day wrote a Circular letter to the several 
Contractors for improving and clearing Roads and Rivers, as 
well those who have reported in part as those who have 
made no report of the progress of their work urging them to 
ecompleat the work assigned to them respectively and to re- 
port to the Governor also to the several Commissioners ap- 
pointed to examine and report upon the execution of the 
several contracts. 


Friday, June. 28th 1793. 


Jacob R. Howell Esquire was this day appointed and com- 
missioned to be a Notary Public to reside in the City of Phila- 
delphia; and William Rawle and being accepted by 
the Governor as his sureties, bonds in due form were accord- 
ingly executed. 

Agreeably to the recommendation of a Court of General 
Quarter Sessions of the peace a license to follow the employ- 
ment of a Pedler on foot within this Commonwealth was 
this day granted by the Governor to Solomon Levy upon the 
security required by law being given. 

The Governor this day remitted to Jonathan Adams so much 
of his fine as remains unpaid—which was imposed upon 
him by a Court of General Quarter Sessions held in the City 
of Philadelphia upon conviction of keeping a tipling house. 

William Jack and John Baird were accepted as sureties 
for James Guthrie as Register of Wills and Recorder of Deeds 
for the County of Westmoreland and a Bond was filed in 
due form. 

An Opinion of the Attorney General on the third section 
of the Militia law which was requested by the Governor on 
the twenty fifth of this Month relative to the Companies of 
Grenadiers Light Infantry and Riflemen directed to be formed 
to each Battalion was this day received in the following words 
to wit:

The opinion of the Attorney General was requested on the 
following questions vizt: 


1st. Whether the final settlements books and vouchers which 
were once in the possession of Messrs. Bowen and Beatty 
Agents for the Pennsylvania Line being deposited with 
the Comptroller General By the order of the Executive 
he is not subject to the orders and controul of the Goy- 
ernor relative to the trust thus reposed in him, 

2nd, Whether the Governor has a competent power to compel 
the Comptroller General to submit the final settlements 
books and vouchers above mentioned to the inspection 
and examination of the Committee agreeably to their 
wishes upon the subject. 


The Governor this day accepted the resignation of Michael 
Huffnagle Esquire of the Offices of Prothonotary Clerk of the 
Court of General Quarter Sessions of the peace and Jail 
delivery Orphans Court of the Coy of Westmoreland. 

The Opinion of the Attorney General on the questions this 
day stated to him relative to the Comptroller Generals deliver- 
ing over to the Committee of Assembly appointed to investi- 
gate his official conduct—the Books papers and Vouchers 
deposited with him by Messrs. Bowen and Beatty Agents for 
the late Pennsylvania Line—was now received—and is as 
follows Vizt: 


Sir: 


Your favor of this day I have considered and beg leave to 
give such Answer to the Questions stated as occur to me on 
adverting to the proceedings of Congress and Council, 

I observe that by the resolution of Congress passed the 
third day of November 1783. the Pay Master General is di- 
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rected to deposite in the hand of the Regimental Agents the 
Certificates for the arreas of pay due to the officers and 
soldiers of the respective Lines to be by them delivered to 
the Individuals to whom they belong or deposited for their 
benefit as the Supreme Executive of the State to which the 
respective Agents belong shall direct. 

Afterwards May the fourth 1784, upon a representation 
by the Supreme Executive Council of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania that regimental Agents could not be appointed and 
requesting that the appointment of Major Bowen and Captain 
Beatty as Agents for the whole Line of the State may be 
confirmed, Congress approve and confirm the appointment. 

As this request refers to the Resolution above stated I con- 
ceive that these Agents for the Line are to be considered in 
the same point of view as Regimental Agents. 

I am therefore of opinion that, the final Settlements, Books 
and Vouchers deposited with the Comptroller General on the 
application of Messrs Bowen and Beatty and by order of the 
Fixecutive Council are subject to the direction and controul 
of the Governor. 

Secondly that the Governor has a Competent power to order 
the Comptroller General to deliver the said final Settlements 
to whoever he pleases and of course to direct that he submit 
to the Inspection and examination of the Committee the final 
Settlements Vouchers and to enforce a compliance as in any 
other instance where the Comptroller General should refuse 
to Comply with a Requisition which the Governor was entitled 
to make.

The Governor this day stated particularly to the President 
of the United States the proceedings in the case of the Little 
Sarah prize to L’Ambuscade supposed to be equipped and 
manned in this Port and that as equipments of Privateers 
and outrages upon the neutrality of the Port may be made 
in the stream of the River at a considerable distances off 
the Shores and embarrassments arise in executing his instruc- 
tions of the twenty third and twenty fourth of May last for 
want of some fort or battery to command the Delaware sug- 
gested the propriety of establishing a Battery upon Mud- 
Island with a party of Militia, if it should be thought a 
National object, and the expence can be borne by the Na- 
tional Treasury. 

It being suggested that the English armed vessel the Jane 
is a privateer and not a vessel of commerce—the Master 
Warden of the Port of Philadelphia was requested to take 
effectual measures to ascertain all the circumstances relating 
to her. 

The Petitioners against the survey of a Road from Phila- 
delphia to York Town were informed that the survey was 
taken merely for the information of' the Legislature who alone 
can decide on the merits of the opposition, and direct a re- 
view of the work,—and that the memorial shall be laid before 
the Legislature with the Report of the Survey. 

The Master Warden of the Port of Philadelphia was re- 
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quested to ascertain with accuracy whether the Cannon, and 
other military equipments or any of them belonging to the 
Little Sarah, were purchased in the United States or whether 
they were French Property; and if they were, whether of 
individual Citizens or transferred from another French Vessel.

The Governor this day appointed and commissioned John 
Culbertson to be a Justice of the peace in and for the Dis- 
trict of Derry in the County of Mifflin. 

' It having become necessary to establish a Battery upon 
Mud-Island and to station a detachment of Militia there for 
the purpose of commanding the entrance into the Harbour. 
The Governor this day upon consideration submitted the fol- 
lowing question for the opinion of the Attorney General Vizt: 

Whether in the present situation of public affairs the Gov- 
ernor may lawfully establish a Fort and Station a party of 
Militia at Mud-Island for the purpose of giving complete effect 
to the instructions of the President of the United States of 
the twenty third and twenty fourth’ of May last. 

The Governor requested Samuel Hodgdon Esquire to deliver 
to Jeremiah Fisher the quantity of powder ball &ca necessary 
to complete one hundred rounds of AmmubDition for four 
pounders two hundred for six pounders four hundred for 
nine pounders, and three hundred for twelve pounders, for 
which the Governor obtained an order from the Secretary at 
War. 





Wednesday, July. 10th 1793. 

Messieurs Gallatine Morgan and Evans a Committee of 
Assembly were informed that all the documents relative to 
the Comptroller Generals declining to submit to their In- 
spection the Books, Vouchers and Papers which were deposited 
by Messrs Bowen and Beatty Agents of the Pennsylvania 
Line were submitted for the opinion of the Attorney General 
whose opinion was sent to the Comptroller General in a Letter 
to the Comptroller on the subject, and a copy of that opinion 
was furnished to the Committee, 

A Contract was this day entered into between the Governor, 
and Frederick Antes for improving that Part of the Road 
from Philadelphia to Sunbury that lies between the West 
side of the broad mountain and Fitsworth Tavern on Shomo- 
kin Creek agreeably to the true intent and meaning of the 
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Legislature for which work when compleated agreeably to 
Contract the said Frederick Antes is to receive the sum of 
Hight hundred Dollars as a full compensation for all his 
expences and services in executing the said Contract. 

The Report of the Master Warden and paperg accompany- 
ing it relative to the equipments of the English Letter of 
Marque Ship the Jane were this day communicated to the 
President of the United States with a copy of a letter of the 
eighth instant from the French Consul. In answer to the 
said Letter from the French Consul he was informed that 
a Copy of the same was transmitted to the President of the 
United States that he may have an opportunity of directing 
such Measures to be pursued as the occasion shall require 
respecting the duties imposed on the French Prizes and their 
cargoes. 

The Report of the Master Warden upon the subject sug- 
gested in a letter from the Secretary at War of the eighth 
instant respecting the equipments of the Little Sarah was 
this day transmitted to the President of the United States 
for his information. 

Captain Jeremiah Fisher was authorized and instructed by 
the Governor to employ a proper number of workmen and 
obtain the necessary quantity of materials, to establish at 
Mud Island for six Canon twenty four and eighteen Pounders 
to hold the public ammunitioA in his care in readiness to be 
transported to the Island, and in executing the work to pay 
the utmost attention to order and economy. 

A Copy of the foregoing instructions were then transmitted 
to Henry Knox Hsqr Secretary at War for the information 
‘of the President of the United States.

The Governor this day issued preremptory orders to the 
Comptroller General to submit to the inspection of the Com- 
mittee of Assembly appointed to investigate his official trans- 
actions all the Books Vouchers and Certificates that were 
deposited with him by Messrs, Bowen and Beatty Agents for 
the late Pennsylvania Line of the late army of the United 
States. 

A copy of a letter from the Comptroller General justifying 
his refusal to submit the said Papers; and of the Governor’s 
orders in consequence thereof was this day transmitted to 
the Committee of Assembly appointed to investigate his offi- 
cial transactions. 

A copy of the letter of the Master Warden of the Port of 
Philadelphia and of the paper inclosed in it this day received 
stating the number of vessels which have been supplied here 
with Cannon and Ammunition was this day transmitted to 
Henry Knox Esquire Secretary at War. 





Saturday, July. 13th 1798. 
The Governor this day requested Samuel Hodgdon Bsqr 
Commissary of Military Stores of the United States, to de- 
liver to Captain Jeremiah Fisher four twenty four pounders 
necessary implements and one hundred rounds of ammunition 
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for each piece—for which articles the Governor this day ob- 
tained an order from Henry Knox Secretary at War. 

Josiah Harmar Esquire Adjutant General of the Militia 
of this State was informed, that the Governor having re- 
ceived instructions from the President of the United States 
to take measures for preserving the peace and neutrality of 
the Port of Philadelphia it is become necessary to erect a 
Battery of four twenty four pounders and to station a party 
of thirty five men from the Militia with proper officers at 
Mud Island—and he wag instructed by the Governor to take 
the necessary measures for erecting the said Battery and in 
ease of hostility committed between the belligerent parties 
_ within the jurisdiction of Pennsylvania to detain the parties 
first aggressing and immediately communicate the case with 
the evidences in writing to the Governor, 

A Copy of the said instructions was sent to Clement Biddle 
Esqr who was requested to lend his aid to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral as well in facilitating the arrangements which come 
within the department of the Quarter Master General, as in 
advancing such sums of money as may be necessary to enable 
him to transport the Cannon and Ammunition to Mud-Island 
and to raise the necessary platforms. 

A Copy of the Governor’s instructions to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral respecting the detachment of Militia to the be stationed 
at Mud-Island was then transmitted to the Secretary at War 
for the information of the President of the United States. 

The Governor requested the Secretary at War to inform 
bim what arrangement the General Governments is disposed 
to make for supplying the Militia to be stationed at Mud- 
Island with Tents Rations and Camp equipage. 

The Master Warden of the Port of Philadelphia was in- 
structed to use the utmost vigilance in attending to the pro- 
ceedings in respect to the Ship Jane to give notice of any 
attempt to augment her force and ascertain the time intended 
for her departure. ;

The Supervisors of the Public Roads in the District of 
Southwark having refused to pay to Jacob Brown of said 
District the sum of One hundred and thirty three Pounds and 
fifteen shillings, agreeably to the Warrant from the Governor 
dated the eighth instant for that purpose—the Governor this 
day submitted for the opinion of the Attorney General a 
question, whether he is empowered to grant any further relief 
upon the subject? 


Saturday, July. 20th 1798. 
The Warrant which was issued on the twenty fifth day of 
June last for the sale of a Tract of Three hundred and one 
acres and one hundred and forty one perches of Land in 
Northampton late the Estate of Christian Huck an attainted 
Traitor—was this day transmitted to John McNair junr, Esqr. 
Agent for the sale of Confiscated estates in said County who 


was requested to make a Report to the Governor as soon as 
he has executed the trust. 


Monday, July. 22nd 1793. 
The Governor this day granted Pardons to the following 
named Persons now confined in the Jail of the City and Coun- 
ty of Philadelphia on condition of their leaving the State 
forthwith not to return—they having been recommended for 
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Pardon by the Inspectors of the Jail of the said City and

A Letter was this day received from Jared Ingersoll Esgqr. 
Attorney General. Containing his opinion on the Claim of 
Charles Cecil to certain City Lots and Lands as follows—vizt. 


Philadelphia July. 22nd 1798. 
Dear Sir: 


I have now before me a Letter from Mr. Kennedy to the 
Governor of the twenty eighth ulto. on the subject of Mr. 
Cecils claims resolving the question whether the Governor or 
the Supreme Court has authority to direct Warrants to issue 
to Claimants under original Purchasers for lands in the 
Country. 

The Act passed the tenth day of April one thousand seven 
hundred and eighty one does not explicitly give any such 
authority to the Supreme Hxecutive Council, certain Sections 
however, shew that the Legislature thought they had thereby 
conferred such power as they impose a period of limitations 
on claims made for lands in the Country—The Judges it seems 
were of opinion together with Mr, Bradford that tho’ no such 
Power was given expressly, it was by implications I there- 
fore for this reason consider such authority as having been 
vested in the Supreme Executive Council. 

The Act passed the eighth day of April one thousand seven 
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hundred and ninety one, vests in the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, the same Powers and Authorities in as full and ample 
a manner as they were exercised and enjoyed by the late 
President or Vice President iri Council by such former Act. 

These words are sufficiently comprehensive to include im- 
plied Powers over Claims to Country lands: But it is evi- 
dent from the Preamble and part of the first enacting Clause 
that as in the former Act certain provisions did imply a 
power given which was not conferred in terms in the last 
law it is implied that the former Act respected City Lots and 
therefore that it must be considered as the meaning of the 
Legislature that the Supreme Court were only to determine 
Claims in City Lots, and of course if the construction of the 
former Act by the Judges and Mr. Bradford was well founded 
that the Governor may direct a Warrant to issue if the Claim 
be unexceptionable in other respects. 

I think it my duty to add that the two acts are not clearly 
expressed and that I conceive it would be improper to give a 
more decided opinion upon the subject than I have above ex- 
pressed. 

The other case to which Mr, Kennedy refers respecting a 
claim by Charles Cecil under his Grand-father said to be 
stated in a Letter from the Surveyor General to me, I can- 
not find. 

If the Surveyor General will be kind enough to repeat the 
statement, I will return my opinion, that I may also with 
the other officers be at peace.

Henry Knox Esqr Secretary at War was requested to fur- 
nish the Brigade Inspector of Philadelphia with forty stand 
of arms and the customary accoutrements to be employed in 
carrying into effect the instructions of the President of the 
United States communicated in the Secretary’s letters of the 
twenty third and twenty fourth of May last. 


A Copy of a Report of the Master Warden of the Port of 
Philadelphia relative to the equipments of the Ship Jane— 
and informing him that a party of Militia will be ordered on 
board of her to detain her either at Philadelphia or at Mud- 
Island unless he is pleased otherwise to direct, and requesting 
an immediate intimation of his sentiments on the occasion. 

Instructions were accordingly issued to Josiah Harmar 
Esquire Adjutant General of the Militia to place a party of 
thirty Militia on board of the said Ship Jane and detain her 
at Mud-Island until further orders—information being re- 
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ceived that she has increased her war-like equipments, and 
is about to depart without due authority. 

The Health Officer informed the Governor that he has not 
been able to learn that any infectious disorder now exists in 
the Windward Islands; and expressed a desire that the regu- 
lations which were made in consequence of the Governor’s 
letter of the twenty seventh Ultimo might be confined to 
vessels having persons sick on board—of this the Governor 
approved, relying on the constant attention of the Health 
Officer. 

Upon a wish being expressed by the President of the United 
States that the Governor would learn whether the British 
Consul would engage to detain the Ship Jane in this Port 
until the first day of August next—the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth was directed to make the necessary enquiry but 
the consul being absent from the City and it being probable 
that a seasonable and satisfactory reply cannot be obtained— 
the President was informed thereof in a Letter to the Secre- 
tary at War.

An Blection avoided for irregularity must be considered as 
leaving things in the situation in which they would have 
been if no election had been had of course I conceive the 
same method of conducting the second Hléction ought to be 
observed as is prescribed in the first instance; with this 
only addition, that the vacating the first or at least a declara- 
‘tion that it is considered as void and that no Commission 
can be granted upon such Election must in the nature of the 
case be first made and notified by the Governor to the Brigade 
Inspector.

Friday, August 2nd 1793. 


The Opinion of the Attorney General which was received 
on the thirty first day of last month, on the question by 
whom, and in what manner a second election shall be ordered 
and conducted in case sufficient reasons should be assigned 
for vacating the first Election of Militia Officers—was this 
day communicated to the Adjutant General with instructions 
to transmit copies of the same to the several Brigade Inspec- 
tors. 

The Adjutant General was informed of the instructions 
which issued to the Lieutenants of the Counties of Westmore- 
land Washington Fayette and Allegheny on the third day of 
April last authorizing them in case of actual invasion of the 
frontiers to call out a competent number of the Militia under 
their respective commands for the purpose of protection and 
defence and lest any mistake should arise requesting him to 
repeat those instructions to the Respective Brigadiers of the 
said Counties under the new Militia system. 

Information being received that the Ship Jane is about to 
depart in a few hours without due authority the Adjutant 
General was instructed to communicate the same to the com- 
manding Officer at Mud-Island enjoining him to pay strict 
attention to the instructions which he has already received 
for stopping and detaining the said Ship at Mud-Island till 
further orders. 

The Governor requested John Wilkins jr, Brigadier Gen- 
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eral of Allegheny County to inform him whether the General 
Safety of the County would permit a draft to be made from 
the Allegheny Company of Rangers for the purpose of sup- 
porting the Post at Cassewago in case the Serjeants guard 
which has been stationed there some time under the authority 
of the United States should be withdrawn, 

Charles Campbell Esqr Brigade Inspector of the County 
of Westmoreland was informed that the provisional orders 
for calling out the Militia of the frontier Counties in case 
of an actual invasion which issued on the third of April last 
to the County Lieutenants the Governor intended should be 
considered as binding on the Brigadiers General. 

The Instructions which the Governor issued this day for 
stopping and detaining the Ship Jane at Mud-Island was 
communicated to the President of the United States. 

David Mead Esqr was informed of the steps taken by the 
Governor this day to obtain information respecting’ the Post 
at Cassawago. 

Augustine Willet Hsqr Brigade Inspector of the County of 
Bucks this day made a Return to the Governor of the Elec- 
tion of three Officers of a Volunteer Company of Artillery 
for whom he requested Commissions whereupon the Governor 
ordered Commissions to issue, and the same were issued 
agreeably to the said Return Vizt:

Saturday, August 3rd 1798. 


The Commission issued yesterday for the Officers of a 
Volunteer Company of Artillery—were this day transmitted 
to the Adjutant General. 

The Minister of France was directed to take some pre- 
caution for suggesting to the Captains of the French Ships 
of War now in the harbour the propriety of keeping their 
sailors on board or of permitting them to come on shore 
under such regulations only as will ensure order and decorum 
in their conduct. 

The Adjutant General was requested to discontinue the 
orders for detaining the Ship Jaue—Captain Morgan at Mud- 
Island in conformity with instructions received from the 
President of the United States. 

A Warrant to the Commanding Officer at Mud-Island auth- 
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orizing the departure of the Ship Jane was inclosed in the 
foregoing Letter. 

The fine of ten pounds which was imposed upon Christian 
Immell by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of Berks 
County in April one thousand seven hundred and ninety three 
upon being convicted of fornication and bastardy—was this 
day remitted by the Governor. 





Monday, August 5th 1793. 
The Governor this day granted a Pardon to Anthony Prov- 
idence who was convicted of Larceny in Philadelphia County 
in December one thousand seven hundred and ninety two, 
in compliance with a recommendation from the Board of In- 


spectors on condition of his departing the State forthwith 
not to return. 





Tuesday, August 6th 1798. 

A Pardon was granted to William Cunningham by the 
Governor, on condition of his leaving the State forthwith not 
to return—he haying been convicted of passing counterfeit 
money knowing it to be such and sentenced by the Court of 
General Quarter Sessions of the Peace of Philadelphia County 
to four years hard labour and fined one hundred pounds 
with Costs of prosecution &ca, 


Wednesday, Aug. 7th 17938. 

A Pardon was granted to William Patterson who was con- 
victed of Larceny in stealing a Black Gelding and sentenced 
to three years hard labour and fined twenty seven pounds 
with costs &ca the said Pardon granted on condition of his 
leaving the State forthwith not to return. 

Mr. Jefferson Secretary of State was informed that Peter 
Williams is a native and Citizen of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania and is desirous of receiving an official passport 
as his affairs call him to Europe. 

Clement Biddle Esquire was requested to report to the 
Governor what measures have been pursued in consequence 
of his letter of the thirteenth day of July last—the present 
state of Mud-Island Fort, and the expences incurred, and 
necessary to be incurred for accomplishing the temporary 
establishment until the meeting of the Legislature, 
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The President and Directors of the Bank of Pennsylvania 
were requested to supply Colonel Clement Biddle with the sum 
of two thousand dollars upon his note, for the payment of 
which as a debt incurred in the public service—the Governor 
undertook, not only to call on the Legislature but to be per- 
sonally responsible. 





Thursday, August 8th 1793. 


The opinion of the Attorney General of Pennsylvania on the 
claim of Charles Cecil to sundry City Lots and Lands in this 
State—was received and is as follows Vizt: 

Philada August 8th 1793. 
Sir: 

I received yesterday several Papers respecting a claim of 
Charles Cecil. It is not my duty to decide or give an opinion 
as to facts. As to the law respecting the business stated in 
the Letter from the Surveyor General to the Governor dated 
the twenty first day of February 1792. it appears to me no 
great difficulty can occur. 

No Action can be maintained against the Commonwealth 
for any lands by virtue of a conveyance from the original 
proprietor unless prosecuted within seven years from the tenth 
day of April one thousand seven hundred and eighty one 
Charles Cecil alledges that he proffered his claim to the Su- 
preme Executive Council prosecuting in the mode prescribed 
by law the Title he now sets up by Petition dated the first 
day of July one thousand seven hundred, and eighty six. The 
Judges of the Supreme Court together with Mr Bradford were 
of opinion that application for County lands as well as City 
lots to the Supreme Executive Council were within the pro- 
visions of the Act of April the tenth—one thousand seven hun- 
dred and eighty one. If therefore Charles Cecil made his 
Claim at the time and in the manner he states, I conceive he 
is not precluded but is entitled to a survey under his War- 
rant. This Tract I find cannot be ascertained by the minutes 
of Council, and the Petition is, at least the greater part of 
it lost or missing. 

Under such circumstances I conceive the Rule of law to be 
that parol evidence may be given of the contents of the writ- 
ing, if satisfactory proof be adduced that the original is de- 
stroyed by accident. 

I do not myself give any construction to the Act of April 
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one thousand seven hundred and eighty one because it has 
been already done by the Judges and my Predecessors in 
Office—. I take it as settled that Petitions such as that of 
Charles Cecil is described to have been were with propriety 
presented to that Board, 

I have been explicit as to the principle of the case—The 
evidence of what steps were taken and proceedings had is 
not for me to hear or observe upon

A Contract was this day entered into between the Governor 
and Maleolm Andre of the County of Mifflin for improving 
a Road from Lewis-town in the County of Mifflin to Hunting- 
don Town agreeably to the true intent and meaning of the 
Act of Assembly for that purpose, passed for which work 
when compleated agreeably to Contract, and the said Act of 
Assembly the’ said Malcolm Andre is to receive the sum of 
four hundred Dollars in full of all his Expences and services 
in executing the said Contract. 

An affidavit in which a certain Ann Brace states some 
ground to suspect that her Husband Joseph Brace has en- 
listed on board of one of the French Frigates now lying in 
this Port was transmitted to William Rawle Esquire Attorney 
of the District of Pennsylvania as being within the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States. 

A Letter of the seventh instant from the Secretary at War 
to the Governor containing certain regulations as established 
by the President of the United States respecting our neutrality 
towards the Belligerent Powers was this day received—and 
the same was Communicated to the Master Warden and 
Wardens of the Port of Philadelphia who were requested to 
pay strict attention thereto. 


Monday, August 12th 1793. 
Messrs. James Swaine Francis Swaine William Smith Peter 
Muhlenberg Joseph Bean and others were informed in answer 
to their remonstrance against the election of Field Officers of 
the fifth and sixth Battalions, that the Governor is always 
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ready to give the most candid attention to the complaints of 
his fellow Citizens and to redress as far as he can any exist- 
ing grievance—and at the same time a Certificate of the 
Judges of the Elections was inclosed to them which the Goy- 
ernor hoped would obviate the most important objections 
that the Petitioners have offered to the Return. 

An Official Certificate of George Stoome’s having taken the 
Oath of Allegiance and fidelity to the State of Pennsylvania 
was transmitted to the Secretary of State, with a request that 
a passport may be granted to him as he is about to depart 
for Europe on private business. 

James Marshal, David Bradford, and Andrew Swearingen, 
appointed and Commissioned by the Governor on the twelfth 
of March last to sell the Town and Out Lotts laid out at the 
mouth of Beaver Creek this day made their report—as fol- 
lows, to say,—. 

We the Agents appointed by the Governor of Pennsylvania 
to sell by public sale one half of the Lots and the whole of 
the out Lots of the Town laid out at the mouth of Great 
Beaver Creek on the Ohio River, Report, that agreeably to 
the instructions transmitted to us; we gave a notice of ten 
weeks in one of the Philadelphia News-papers, Viz in Dun- 
lap’s daily advertiser and in the Pittsburgh Gazette previous 
to the second day of July last. that upon the said second day 
of July, we opened at the Court-house in the Town of Wash- 
ington the sales agreeably to said notice and proceeded from 
day to day, until the sales were compleated—That the name 
of the highest bidder with the sum bid will respectively ap- 
pear inserted within the Lines circumscribing each Lot and 
out Lot in the plan of said Town transmitted by the Gover- 
nor to us and now by us transmitted to him—. That we have 
received one half of the sums respectively inserted in each 
Lot 

That were no names or sums appear inserted, there a de- 
linquency in payment has taken place. 

We further report, that some doubts arose previous to the 
commencement of the with respect to the expense of Deeds 
whether the Commonwealth would deliver a Deed clear of 
expense or whether the purchaser would be liable to the usual 
fees of Patenting. The Agents were of opinion and accord- 
ingly held out the Idea to the purchasers that deeds would 
be made out to the purchasers clear of all charge; and we 
cannot but express it as our Idea that the purchasers bought 
under this impression. We conceive it a part of our duty in 
discharging the trust reposed in us to mention this circum- 
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stance—We further report the contingent and necessary ex- 
penses of advertising and selling to be as follows Vizt:

A Statement presented by the Brigade Inspector of the 
Militia of the County of Philadelphia was referred to the 
Comptroller and Register General—who were requested to 
report upon the propriety of complying with hig application 
for an advance of money to defray the Contingent expenses of 
his Brigade. 

The Master Warden of the Port of Philadelphia was re- 
quested to direct an immediate enquiry respecting a vessel 
fitting out as a French Privateer below the sweeds—Church 
to be commanded by Captain Henfield. 





Wednesday, August 14th 1793. 
The Secretary at War was informed of the arrival of the 
Sloop Hope, a prize to the Citizen Genet, and the Sloop St. 
Alodia a prize to the Little Democrat and the Governor re- 
quested that it might be explained how far his interposition 
is required respecting such prizes. 
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Thursday, August 15th 1793. 
A Copy of a Letter which was received from the Master 
Warden of the Port of Philadelphia relative to the equip- 
ments on board of a small Sloop called the Spry a prize to 
a French Privateer was this day transmitted to the Secre- 

tary at War.

Friday, August 16th 1798. 


The Adjutant General was directed to take possession of 
the Sloop Spry a prize to a French Privateer in compliance 
with the instructions of the President of the United States 
upon that subject, by placing a party of Militia consisting of 
a Corporal and six Men on board of her. 

A Copy of a Letter which the Governor received from the 
President of the United States respecting the mode of treat- 
ing Privateers fitted out in the Ports of the United States and 
their prizes arriving in any of our Harbours was transmitted 
to the Master Warden and assistant Wardens of the Port of 
Philadelphia with a request that they would continue their 
attention to the subject. 

The Governor requested the Master Warden of the Port 
of Philadephia to Communicate to the Captains of Vessels 
arriving in this Port (through the Pilots) the arrangement 
received from the President of the United States for stopping 
and examining all private Vessels of War and of Commerce 
at Mud Island and to take the proper measures for complying 
with the instructions of the President therein, on the approach 
of the Vessels at the Fort. 

The Adjutant General was instructed by the Governor to 
give General Orders to the Officers commanding at Mud Is- 
land to stop and examine all inward bound private Vessels 
of War and Commerce at the Fort; and in case the Privateers 
Citizen Genet, Sam Culotte and Vanque De Bastile, should 
arrive, or either of them, that they be ordered immediately 
to depart and in case of refusal so to do, that an express be 
dispatched to the Governor stating the name of the Privateer 
and the Captain; and that the Vessel be detained until fur- 
ther orders; and in case any prize to any of the said Priva- 
teers should arrive; that they be immediately secured and 
detained until further orders, and the Governor to have in- 
formation thereof all which was directed to be done in com- 
pliance with instructions received from the President of the 
United States. 

The Commanding Officer at Fort Mifflin was requested to

detain the Privateer Citizen Genet at Fort Mifflin until farther 
orders and to give every proper accomodation and attention 
to the Vessel until the orders are issued. 

The Sloop Hope from Antigua a prize to the Privateer 
Citizen Genet Christopher Tones prize Master; and the Sloop 
St. Alodia from New Orleans a prize to the Little Democrat 
and Caragmanole L’Ariet prize Master having arrived in this 
Port the Adjutant General was instructed to place parties of 
Militia consisting of a Corporal and six Men each on board 
of the above named prizes and to keep the same in safe cus- 
tody until further orders.

Saturday, August 17th 1793. 


Permission was granted to Messieurs Reed and Ford to 
visit the Brigg Gayoso now detained at Mud Island as a 
prize to the Citizen Genet. 

The Secretary at War was informed of the instructions 
which issued yesterday to the Adjutant General to detain and 
keep in safe custody the prizes Sloop Hope and Sloop St. 
Alodia until further orders; and he was also informed that 
measures have been taken for the speedy departure of the 
Citizen Genet. 

Mr Dupont Consul of the French Republic was informed 
of the measures taken for the speedy departure of the Citizen 
Genet privateer; but it being represented that she is not in 
a condition to return by reason of her provisions being ex- 
hausted and her sails &ca bad, that she is detained at Mud 
Island until further Orders; and the interposition of the 
Consul was requested to induce the privateer peaceably and 
expeditiously to depart without attempting to approach nearer 
the City; thereby to prevent force from being used on the 
oceasion, 

Sundry documents relative to the two prize Sloops, Hope 
and St. Alodia and the Privateer Citizen Genet were this day 
transmitted to Henry Knox Esquire Secretary at War for the 
information of the President of the United States— several 
documents respecting the equipments of the Sloop Spry as a 
Vessel of War, and the order for taking her into possession 
by a party of Militia were also transmitted for the same pur- 
pose. 

Doctor Joseph Redman was appointed and commissioned 
a Justice of the peace in and for the Township of the Northern 
Liberties in the county of Philadelphia. 
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Jesse Fell Esqr Brigade Inspector of the County of Lu- 
zerne made a Return to the Governor of three Regiments of 
Militia Officers and requested commissions for the Gentlemen 
named therein, and the same were made out according to 
the said return as follows Vizt:

The Adjutant General was instructed to place a guard of 
Militia not exceeding a Corporal and six men on board of a 
Pilot boat, just arrived at the City in which is deposited 
the sum of Twenty thousand dollars said to be taken out of 
the Schooner Dary-maid a prize to the Little Democrat. 


A contract was this day entered into between the Governor 
in behalf of the Commonwealth of the one part, and James 
Brady and Ebenezer Brady of the County of Westmoreland 
of the other part for opening and improving that part of 
the Road leading from Frankstown to Pittsburgh—that leads 
from Conemaugh at or near the mouth of Stony Creek to the 
North-west side of the Chestnut Ridge at or near Thomas 
Trimbles agreeably to the true intent and Meaning of the 
Legislature for which work when compleated agreeably to 
Contract and the Act of Assembly the said James and Eben- 
ezer Brady are to receive the sum of fifteen pounds for every 
mile they shall open and improve in the Valley and the sum 
of twenty pounds for every mile they shall open and improve 
over the Laurell-hill and Chestnut ridge as a full compensa- 
tion for all their expences and services in executing this 
Contract. 


The fine of three pounds which was imposed upon James 
Whiteall of Philadelphia Cordwainer by the Court of General 
Quarter Sessions of the City held in June 1793 for a misde- 
meanor in breaking off from a Jury before he was discharged— 
was this day remitted by the Governor in compliance with a 
respectable recommendation. 


Captains William Allen and John Justice were authorized 
and requested by the Governor to go on board of the Priva- 
teer Citizen Genet now detained at Mud-Island in order to 
make the best examination into her condition, and to report 
to the Governor. 

Nathaniel Falconer Esquire Master Warden of the Port of 
Philadelphia was directed to make a survey of the Sloop 
Spry supposed to be fitting out as a privateer taking to his 
assistance two skilful and respectable Citizens, and making 
a strict and accurate examination and report of the result 
of his enquiries with all convenient dispatch. 

The Governor informed the President of the United States 
that the following Vessels have been detained at mud-island 
in pursuance of his instructions Vizt: 

ist The Brigg Gayosa commanded by James Graisbury 
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bound from New Orleans a prize to the Little Democrat but 
originally owned by Messrs Reed and Forde of Philadelphia. 

Qnd The Brigg Pilgrim of Philadelphia, Captain Benjamin 
Harl a prize to the Little Democrat but originally owned by 
John Donaldson senr of Philadelphia and 


8rd The Schooner Derry (or Dairy Maid), Captain John 
Hammil also a prize to the Little Democrat but originally 
owned by of John Leamy of Philadelphia and inclosing an 
affidavit, by which it appeared, that twenty thousand dollars 
were taken out of the latter prize before her arrival in the 
Port and the money sent to this City in a pilot boat—which 
Pilot boat was taken into custody and the money secured. 

The President of the United States was further informed 
that the Trunk of Dollars deposited on board the said Pilot 
boat was consigned to the Minister of the French Republic 
Mr Genet and two additional affidavits were enclosed to him 
on the subject. 

The Governor informed the Consul of the French Republic 
of his having communicated to the President of the United 
States his several letters dated the seventeenth and the Re- 
port of the Surveyors respecting the present condition of the 
Citizen Genet—but that he finds it impossible consistently 
with his instructions on the subject any longer to delay is- 
suing a preremptory order for the departure of that Vessel 
in the course of twenty four hours from the time of deliver- 
ing the notice to the Captain by the officer commanding at 
Fort Mifflin. 

The French Consul was informed that notwithstanding the 
orders requiring the departure of the Citizen Genet within 
twenty four hours, she may be permitted to have all neces- 
sary repairs to fit her for sea as a Merchant Vessel upon 
condition of her being put into that State and dismiss her 
arms and other Military equipments. 

The President of the United States was informed that the 
Schooner Jane a prize to the Little Democrat was yesterday 
stopped at Mud-island where she will be detained till his 
instructions are received for restoring her to the owners at 
the time of her capture. 

The Adjutant General was instructed to deliver to Captain 
William I. Richardson or to his order the Sloop Hope a prize 
to the Citizen Genet, that Gentleman being the Master of 
the prize at the time ghe was captured; with orders to dismiss 
the Guard with the Governor’s thanks for their punctual at- 
tendance. 
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The Adjutant General was instructed to deliver up the 
Brigg Gayosa commanded by James Graisbury a prize to the 
Little Democrat to Messrs Reed and Forde; the Brigg Pilgrim 
a prize to the said Privateer to Joseph Donaldson senr of 
Philadelphia; the Schooner Derry or Diary Maid prize to 
said Privateer to John Leamy of Philadelphia and the Schooner 
Jane prize to said Privateer to Captain John Hammill] the 
said persons having been owners at the time of the capture. 

The Commanding Officer at Fort Mifflin was informed of 
the above order to the Adjutant General—and that a de- 
cision in the case of the Citizen Genet should be communi- 
cated in due season.

The opinion of the Attorney General was this day requested 
on the subject of the interfering authorities of the Judiciary 
and Hxecutive Departments relative to the case of the Priva- 
teer Citizen Genet which is now ordered by the Governor to 
depart the Port of Philada without delay but is prevented 
from so doing by process having been issued against her 
from the District Court of the United States.

A Letter from Jared Ingersoll Esquire Attorney General 
of the State in answer to the letter of yesterday requesting 
his opinion in the case of the Privateer Citizen Genet, was 
this day received in the following words, to wit, 


Philadelphia August 20th 1798. 
Dear Sir: 


I have this moment received your favor of the nineteenth 
instant, 


The question you propose is important, but at the same 
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time does not appear to me difficult of solution however, I con- 
ceive that in the first place it would be better to state the 
matter to the President of the United States rather than to 
decide between the interfering authorities of the Judiciary 
and Executive Departments, 

The circumstances you mention were probably not in con- 
templation and did not occur to the Executive when general 
instructions were given upon the subject; as the measure I 
propose cannot be attended with any considerable delay in 
order to avoid any seeming collision of the different powers 
of Government, it appears to me highly expedient. 

If the Governor notwithstanding their reasons is desirous 
of my opinion upon the principal Questions be good enough to 
Iet me know it and I will give you my thoughts such as they 
are at present.

Clement Biddle Esquire Quarter Master General of the 
State was requested to furnish the Governor with an account 
of disbursments for the three frontier companies in order 
that the same may be laid before Legislature at their next 
meeting—The Comptroller and Register General were at the 
same time request to make the statement of public monies 
which was called for some time past; and also to furnish a 
statement of the subscription of the Bank of Pennsylvania 
on behalf of the State; that measures may be taken to pro- 
cure a Loan from the Bank to compleat the payment for the 
States Shares, 

Alexander Hamilton Esquire Secretary of the Treasury 
was requested to make an early answer to the Governor’s 
letter of the twenty ninth Ultimo, as it will probably con- 
tain some useful information and make apart of the Goy- 
ernor’s Communication to the Legislature at their next meet- 
ing. 

A Letter was written to the Secretary at War in answer to 
his letter of yesterday relatively to the restoration of prizes 
made after the fifth day of August instant, 

The Captain or other person commanding on board the 
French privateer called the Citizen Genet lying at Mud- 
island was required and enjoined to depart with the said 
Vessel out of this Port and the jurisdiction of the State of 
Pennsylvania within the space of twenty four hours from the

time of this requisition and a copy of the preremptory order 
for the departure of the said Vessel was enclosed to the 
Freneh Consul. 


The above order was also communicated to the Command- 
ing Officer at Mud-island, but he was at the same time in- 
structed, that if the Marshall or his Deputy should take pos- 
session of the said Vessel under any process of law to per- 
mit him to dispose of her in any manner that he may think 
proper for keeping ‘her in safe custody. 


The Commanding Officer at Mud-island was informed of 
the expediency of taking the opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral in the case of the Privateer Citizen Genet as to the 
proper and legal steps to be pursued respecting her; and 
therefore was requested to communicate the latter now written 
to the Marshalls Officer and request him not to attempt to 
remove the vessel till that opinion is obtained. 

The foregoing proceedings relative to the Privateer Citizen 
Geriet were then communicated by the Governor to the Presi- 
dent of the United States.

Captain Gideon Hanfield was informed that the Sloop Spry 
should be discharged from her arrest on condition of his 
consenting to remove those equipments which are deemed ob- 
jectionable or unite two responsible sureties in a covenant 
with himself under the penalty of one thousand pounds that 
no arms or other Warlike equipments shall be put on board 
the Sloop in this or any other port or harbour of the United 
States. 

Copies of several papers relative to the Privateers Citizen 
Genet and Sloop Spry were transmitted to the President of 
the United States. 





Thursday August 22nd 1798. 

A Copy of a Letter from Alexander Hamilton Hsquire Sec- 
retary of the Treasury of the United States in answer to an 
enquiry whether the new loan Certificates of Pennsylvania 
were deemed assumable under the Act of Congress was this 
day furnished to the Comptroller General. 

The Governor requested Clement Biddle Esquire to give 
him notice of the time of the Privateers Citizen Genet’s being 
released by the Civil authority in order that he may carry 
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into effect the instructions of the President of the United 
States relative to that Vessel. 

The Health Officer was instructed to ascertain the facts 
relative to the existence of an infectious disorder in this 
City, in what part of the City it prevails when it was intro- 
duced and what is the probable cause of it; and to consider 
of, and report his opinion of the means by which the evil 
might be corrected in doing which he was authorized to take 
to his assistance the Physician of the Port. 

The Mayor of the City of Philadelphia was written to on 
the same subject, and requested to co-operate with the Health 
Officer and Physician of the Port in ascertaining the facts, 
and pointing out a probable remedy for the evil. 

The Wardens of the port of Philadelphia were authorized 
and requested to appoint two judicious persons to examine 
and to report the present condition of the Sloop Spry a survey 
of her being necessary previous to her being released. 

The Governor this day granted pardons to the following

To Samuel Brown convicted of Felony at Chambersburgh in 
the County of Franklin in November 1792 and sentenced to 
three years and an half servitude at hard labour and fined 
twenty pounds with costs &ca 

To Michael Brown convicted of Horse Stealing in the 
County of Philadelphia in June 1792 and sentenced to three 
years servitude at hard labour and fined thirty five pounds 
with costs &ca 

To Eleanor Murray convicted of keeping a tipling house in 
the County of Philadelphia and sentenced to pay a fine of 
ten pounds to the Commonwealth &ca 





Friday August 23rd 1793. 


The State Treasurer was instructed to call on the proper 
Officer of the General Government for such new loan Certifi- 
cates, which being assigned to the Commonwealth were offered 
for subscription to the loan proposed by Congress but rejected 
as not being of an assumable nature—and he was further in- 
structed to consult the Attorney General upon the regular 
mode of disposing of them in consequence of the action de- 
pending between the State and the Comptroller General on 
this Subject.

Monday, September 2nd 1798. 


A Letter was written by the Governor to Matthew Clarkson 
Esquire Mayor of the City of Philadelphia relatively to the 
Steps necessary to be taken for preventing any person enter- 
ing the City from on board of the Ship Hope from Londonderry 
having passengers on board sick with a Contagious disorder; 
also on the measures necessary to be pursued in order to 
watch and controul the proceedings of sundry refractory 
sailors who may be shortly expected in this City from on 
board the French Frigates at New York. 

The Adjutant General was instructed to make a draft from 
the Militia of the City Brigade of the Light Infantry Com- 
panies a Company of Light Horse and a Company of Artillery 
with four field pieces and to direct that the whole detach- 
ment parade on the heights above Philips old rope walk be- 
tween second and front Streets at nine oclock tomorrow 
morning when they will hold themselves in readiness at the 
request of the Sheriff or any other civil Magistrate to give all 
lawful assistance for the execution of a Warrant duly issued 
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for apprehending the said French Sailors; and for the preser- 
vation of the public Peace. 

The French Consul was informed of the foregoing proceed- 
ing and at the same time a Copy of a Memorial from the 
French Deserters was transmitted to the Consul 

Copies of the several letters to the Mayor of the City to 
the Adjutant General and to the French Consul were then 
transmitted to the President of the United States, also copies 
of the Letters from the French Consul on the same subject 
and the President was requested to give his sanction for call- 
ing in the assistance of Captain Sedans Company to act until 
the Militia are prepared to discharge the duty which the 
occasion requires 

Upon a Return being made according to law by Lewis 
Nicholas Esquire Brigade Inspector of the Militia of the City 
of Philadelphia, The Governor this day granted Commissions 
to Abraham Singer as Captain to John Massey as second 
Lieutenant and to Peter Benson as Cornet of the second troop 
of Light Dragoons in the Militia of the City of Philadelphia.

The Secretary wrote a letter to General Proctor in which 
he expressed the Governor’s regret that any misunderstand- 
ing should arise between Captains Woodside and Thompson 
of the Artillery—and as he is Confident that neither of the 
Gentlemen are disposed to encrease the embarrassments which 
the present calamities state of the City has Unavoidably pro- 
duced in the public business—requested General Proctor to 
signify his Wish that Captain Woodside would forbear all 
proceedings on the subject of his altercation with Captain 
Thompson to continue at Fort Mifflin till the next day of 
relief, and that. then Captain Woodside, should take the 
Command. ; 

A Donation of One hundred and seventy seven pounds nine- 
teen shillings and eight pence for the relief of the sick and 
poor of the City of Philada was received by the Governor 
from the Inhabitants of Franklin County in this State; and 
this day transmitted by him to the Committee for their relief. 

Returns of the General Hlection held in the Counties of 
Franklin Bedford and Washington for Sheriffs and Coroner's 
held in October last were now received—by which it appears 
that the following Gentlemen were duly elected Vizt: Robert 
Shannon and John McLinchan Sheriffs and Matthew Duncan, 
and Archibald Rankin Coroners of the County of Franklin;

The Committee for the relief of the Sick and Poor of the 
City of Philadelphia was requested by the Governor to favor 
him with such Answers as they may be able to give to the 
following enquires. 

At what time and place did the disorder make its appear- 
ance and to what quarters of the City did its ravages extend? 
* How many Citizens have died since the commencement of 
the disorder; how many recovered, who had been afflicted 
with it; and what number of Orphans have been deprived 
of their Parents on this? " 

What accomodations and supplies were provided for the 
Poor and Sick; what monies have been disbursed and what 
debts have been incurred? 

What is the amount of the Charitable Contributions for the 
relief of the Sick and Poor distinguishing the amount of the 
actual grants and engagements by way of security to the 
Bank for making loans? 

What measures are necessary to purify the City from any 
latent infection and what general precautions ought to be 
taken to guard against a similar Calamity in future?

John Wilkins Esquire Brigadier General of the Allegheny 
Brigade of Militia was informed of the letter which was 
written on the twenty eighth to the Brigadiers General of 
Washington Westmoreland and Allegheny Counties; and the 
Governor approved of the draft of Militia made by General Wil- 
kins in consequence of Cornplanter’s intelligence for presery- 
ing the infant settlement at Cassawango and expressed a 
wish that as much oeconomy on this and every other similar 
occasion might be used as is consistent with the safety of our 
Fellow Citizens and the obligations of Government.

ity’—and Mr. Randolph was requested to favor the Governor 
with the result of his deliberations on the Subject. 
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Agreeably to the request of Thomas Hamilton Esqr Pro- 
thonotary of Westmoreland County, the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth transmitted to him forty blank Tavern Licences 
and informed him of the sum to be received from each Licence 
agreeably to the several laws of the State.

Appointing a day of General humiliation, thanksgiving, and 
prayer. 
Whereas it hath pleased Almighty God to put an end to 
the grievous Calamity, that recently afflicted the City of Phila- 
delphia, and it is the duty of all who are truly sensible of 
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the Divine Justice and Mercy, to employ the earliest moments 
of returning health in devout expressions of penitence, sub- 
mission and gratitude: 

Therefore I have deemed it proper to issue this Proclama- 
tion, hereby appointing Thursday, the twelfth day of Decem- 
ber next, to be holden throughout the Commonwealth as a 
day of General humiliation, thanksgiving and prayer: And I 
earnestly exhort and entreat my Fellow Citizens to abstain, 
on that day from all their worldly avocations, and to unite 
in confessing, with contrite hearts, our manifold sins and 
transgressions ;—in acknowleding with thankful adoration, the 
mercy and goodness of the Supreme ruler and preserver of 
the universe—. more especially manifested in our late deliver- 
ance and in praying with solemn zeal that the same mighty 
power would be graciously pleased to instill into our minds 
the just principles of our duty to him, and to our fellow 
Creatures;—. to regulate and guide all our actions by his 
holy spirit; to avert from all mankind the evils of War, Pes- 
tilence, and famine; and to bless and protect us in the 
enjoyment of Civil and Religious Liberty. And all Officers 
of the Commonwealth as well as all Pastors and Teachers, 
are also particularly requested to make known this Proc- 
lamation, and by their example and advice to recommend a 
punctual observance thereof, within their respective juris- 
dictions and Congregations ;—so that the voice of the people, 
strengthned by its unanimity and sanctified by sincerity as- 
cending to the throne of grace, may there find favor and 
acceptance,

The Governor issued Orders to the Brigadiers General of 
the Counties of Washington Westmoreland and Allegheny for 
continuing in service the Companies raised for the defence of 
the frontiers of the said Counties until the twelfth of December 
next, or further notice from him and they were informed that 
this arrangement is made with a view to take the sense of 
the Legislature on the subject at their next Session. 

The Commissioners of the County of Philadelphia having 
return an answer in the affirmative, to the Governor’s ques- 
tion of Yesterday, the same was communicate to the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 





Monday, November. 18th 1798. 

John Oliver, Thomas Gregg, and John Dlliot Hsqrs. were 
appointed and requested to review the improvements made by 
Messrs. Brown and Wilson on the road through the Canoe 
narrows, Jacks & Igows narrows and report the manner in 
which the work is done. 

The Governor having been informed that the Crew of the 
Ship Citizen of Marseilles is in a sickly condition—the Adjut- 
ant General of the Militia was instructed to cause her to 
be removed from her station opposite to the City, and to 
order her to be detained at Mud-island until further orders. 





Tuesday, November. 19th 1793. 


The Health Officer was informed of the instructions which 
were given to the Adjutant General yesterday respecting the 
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Ship Citizen of Marseilles, and of the orderg to the Command- 
ing Officer at Mud-island to release her as soon as the sick 
and wounded are discharged, and the Ship cleansed which 
are recommended by the Physicians of the Port. 

The several documents respecting the said Ship Citizen 
Marseilles were then transmitted to the Mayor of the City 
of Philadelphia, in order that the citizens may be relieved 
from all apprehension of danger on account of the sickly con- 
dition of her Crew. 

A Copy of a letter from the Mayor ofi the City to the Gov- 
ernor acknowledging the receipt of a donation from the Min- 
ister of France to the Committee for the relief of the sick 
and poor of Philadelphia—was this day transmitted to the 
Minister. 





Wednesday, November. 20th 1793. 


A Circular letter was written to the Clergy of different de- 
nominations in Philadelphia on the subject of his Proclama- 
tion of the fourteenth of this month appointing a day of 
General humiliation, thanksgiving and prayer. 

A Representation from the French Sailors now confined 
in the prison of Philadelphia wag received, and transmitted 
by the Governor to the Minister of the French Republic. 

William Jack and Charles Campbell of Westmoreland 
County were informed by the Governor that he cannot consist- 
ently with the Constitution of the United States or of this 
State sanction any voluntary levies for the defence of the 
Frontiers his powers being circumscribed to authorizing drafts 
from the Militia in the mode prescribed by the General Militia 
Act; or the enlistment and continuance of the Companies 
raised under the special directions of the temporary act for 
the defence of the frontiers. 3 

A Copy of a Report made by Alexander Turner on the 
Improvements made by Nicholas Cooper on the road to Peach 
Bottom was this day transmitted to the said Nicholas Cooper. 





Thursday, November, 2ist 1793. 
Messieurs Daniel Miller and John North were informed 
that the Governor has no power to release them from their 
engagements with the Contractors for opening and improving 
a Road from the mouth of Juniata to David Miller’s on 
Juniata. 


The Health Officer was requested to furnish the Governor

with an account of all the money expenditures in his Office 
as soon as he conveniently can in order that the same may 
be laid before the Legislature. 

Timothy Hurst having requested a Certificate from the 
Governor with the Great Seal annexed that Matthew Irwin 
is Recorder of the County of Philadelphia was informed that 
the same cannot be granted unless the documents that are 
to be authenticated are produced. 

The Health Officer was requested to call on the Attorney 
General for his Opinion as to the proper mode of proceeding 
in the case of the Brigg John which was lately wrecked, and 
the Crew lately brought into this Port in a sickly condition 
by Captain Stokely. 

A Representation which was made to the Governor on the 
fifteenth instant by Mr. Charles G. Treichel a prisoner in 
the Debtors department—was this day returned to the pris- 
oner a Court of Law: being alone competent to give him relief. 





Friday, November. 224 1793. 


The Governor took into consideration the case of Negro 
George who was at a Court of Oyer and Terminer and Gen- 
eral Jail delivery held at Chambersburg in and for the 
County Franklin convicted of a Rape, and received sentence 
of death for the said Offence and issued a Warrant under 
the less Seal of the State commanding the Sheriff of the 
said County to execute the sentence of the said Court upon 
the said Negro George on Saturday the eighteenth day of 
January, one thousand seven hundred and ninety four, be- 
tween the hours of ten of the clock in the forenoon and two 
of the clock in the afternoon of the same day at the usual 
place of execution. , 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth by direction of the 
Governor informed John Sloan Esquire Captain of the Penn- 
Sylvania Rifle Company for the defence of Westmoreland 
County that there is no provision made by law for paying 
the Rifle Companies Wages longer than six months, and con- 
sequently the pay must commence from the time of muster 
and not of enlistment. 

Letters from Colonel Campbell Brigade Inspector of West- 
moreland County, and from Captain Sloan commanding one 
of the Rifle Companies—one complaining of a Want of Ammu- 
nition and the other wishing that the pay of his men may 
commence from the time of their enlistment, and not from 
the time of their rendezvous were received—. and transmit- 
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ted to Colonel Clement Biddle with a request that he would 
answer them, or enable the Governor to do it. 

The several fines of Ten pounds—and of one pound which 
were imposed upon Clement Terry upon being convicted in 
the County of Bucks of an Assault & Battery and of keeping 
a Tippling house were this day remitted by the Governor. 





Monday, November. 25th 1793. 


David Espy was appointed and commissioned by the Goy- 
ernor to be a Justice of the Peace in and for the district of 
the Town of Bedford in the County of Bedford. 

The fine of ten pounds which was imposed by the Court of 
General Quarter Sessions of the Peace of Berks County upon 
Timothy Lewis for keeping a Tippling house was this day 
remitted by the Governor. 





Wednesday, November. 27th 1793. 

The Trustees of the public School at Germantown were 
requested to accommodate the Members of the Legislature 
with the use of the School-house on Saturday next when they 
will meet for the purpose of ascertaining to their satisfaction 
the safety of their entering the city. 

The Health Officer Physicians of the Port, the Comptroller 
General Register General and State Treasurer, and the Sec- 
retary Receiver General and Surveyor General of the land 
Office were informed of the said Meeting of the Members of 
the Legislature in their individual characters, and requested 
to give their attendance in order by every proper means to 
impress the Members with a confidence in the safety of 
meeting in the City. 

A Copy of a Letter from the President Managers of the 
Schuylkill and Susquehanna navigation to the Governor rela- 
tively to some opposition to the work by some of the neigh- 
bouring inhabitants—was this day inclosed to John Gloninger 
Esquire Judge of the Court of Common Pleas and his Asso- 
ciates in Dauphin, requested that for the preservation of 
the Peace they would attend the Sheriff in the execution of 
any lawful process which the occasion shall require. 





Thursday, November. 28th 1793. 


A circular letter was written by the Governor to the several 
Auctioneers of the City of Philadelphia to prevent the sale 
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of Beds and Bedding agreeably to the request of the Mayor, 
of yesterday; and a letter was this day written to the Mayor 
informing him thereof, and a Copy of the Governor’s corre- 
spondence with the College of Physicians relative to the late 
malignant fever—was inclosed in the said letter. 

The Adjutant General was instructed to issue orders to the 
Commanding Officer at Fort Mifflin authorizing and requiring 
him to permit all Merchant Vessels having less than forty 
persons on board and no sick to proceed up the river, upon 
condition that they shall come to anchor in the stream op- 
posite or near to the city and there remain without suffering 
any of the crew or Passengers to land till they have been 
visited by the Health Officer according to law. 


The Health Officer was then instructed accordingly and 
requested to issue his orders to the Pilots agreeably thereto. 

Upon a Return made according to law by John Cadwallader 
Brigade Inspector of Huntingdon County Commissions were 
issued to the following persons ag Officers in the Militia of 
that County—Vizt:

Friday November 29th 1793. 


The President of the United States having requested on the 
suggestion of the French Minister that it may be ascertained 
with what design a considerable number of French Refugees 
are about sailing from this Port for Jeremie or Cape St. 
Nichola Mole in the Ship Delaware; Captain Art owned by 
James and Shoemaker and the Goillette Betsey Captain Me- 
Clenachan the Governor this day requested the Master Warden 
to make such enquiries as are calculated to produce satisfac- 
tory evidence on the subject—that if it should appear thut 
they are forming a military expedition or enterprise within 
the State of Pennsylvania their design may be prevented. 

A Warrant signed by the Governor for Bleven thousand 
four hundred and twelve dollars and eighty Cents with In- 
terest thereon from the first day of November instant in full 
payment and satisfaction of the sum obtained (as well in 
Bank Post notes as specie) for the purpose of the Act en- 
titled “An Act for erecting a Loan, Office for the Sum of Five 
hundred thousand Dollars” wag this day transmitted to the 
President Directors and Company of the Bank of Pennsyl- 
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vania—and the State Treasurer was informed of the said 
draft being made. 





Monday December 22d 1793. 
A Report from the Master’ Warden of the Port of Phila- 
delphia relative to the design of the Refugees who according 
to information were about to embark from this Port for 
Jeremie or Cape St. Nichola Mole was this day received and 
communicated to the President of the United States. 





Tuesday December 3rd 1798. 


William Sawyer was appointed and commissioned a Justice 
of the Peace in and for the district of Derry and London 
Derry Township in the County of Dauphine. 

The Governor this day accepted the resignation of James 
Armstrong of his office of Justice of the Court of Common 
Pleas in and for the county of Mifflin he having been elected 
to a seat in the Congress of the United States to represent 
this State. 

The Governor at the same time accepted the resignation of 
John Moore of his Office of Justice of the Peace in and for 
the County of Bedford in Consequence of his having been 
elected a Member of the Legislature for the County of Bed- 
ford. 





Wednesday December 4th 1793. 

The Governor this day accepted the resignation of James 
Finley Esquire of his Office of Associate Judge of Common 
Pleas in and for the County of Fayette in consequence of 
his having been elected a member of’ the General Assembly 
of this Commonwealth. 

A Return of the last General Hlection held in the County 
of Lancaster for Coroners was presented the Governor by 
which it appears that George Trissler and Henry Stophen 
were duly elected Coroners—whereupon the Governor ap- 
pointed and Commissioned George Trissler to be Coroner 
of the County of Lancaster, and accepted Thomas Edwards 
and John W. Kittera as his sureties—A Bond was then exe- 
cuted in due form.

The Chief Justice of the Commonwealth was requested to 
inform the Governor what Steps have been and will be 
taken with respect to the Committment Confinement Trial 
or Discharge of certain French Sailors who arrived here 
from New York in the course of last Summer. 

The Governor wrote a letter to the Minister of the French 
Republic on the same subject—that if he has any proposi- 
tion to make upon the occasion due attention may be given 
to it. 

The Secretary of State was informed that as soon as 
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answers are received to the foregoing letters, they shall be 
communicated to him. 

The Secretary by direction of the Governor wrote to 
Captain Jeremiah Fisher instructing him to remove Mr, Dun- 
away from the Garrison at Fort Mifflin not only with a 
view better to accommodate the party that is stationed there 
but for the purpose of destroying the temptations of a Tay- 
ern; the Governor also approved of the transportation of 
cannon and ammunition belonging to the State from Billings 
port to Fort Mifflin, and an order on Mr Thomas Ewit who 
resides at Billingsport to deliver them was given to Captain 
Fisher. 





Saturday December 14th 1793. 


Jacob Bower Esquire was this day appointed and commis- 
sioned by the Governor to be Brigadier General of the Brig- 
ade composed of the Militia of the County of Berks in the

Joseph Irvin of West Conecocheague and John Irwin of 
East Conecocheague Were this day authorised and requested 
to report the State of the Improvements made in the road 
through Nichols Gap over the South Mountain in compliance 
with the Contract which was formed with James McLene 
esquire of Franklin County, 

A letter was written to Messieurs James and Wbenezer 
Brady on the subject of their contract for improving part 
of the Road from Frankstown to Pittsburgh.

I am of opinion that the Commissions for the Officers of 
the Volunteer Corps of Artillery, Cavalry, and Infantry were 
liable to be received at the same time, with the Commissions 
of the other Officers of the Militia under the new system; 
the intention of the Legislature appears to me fully satis- 
fied by preserving the Corps distinct from the Militia at large 
and preserving to them their privileges in general without 
any particular reference to the Officers as distinguished 
from the privates. 

The answer I have given to the first question necessarily 
suggests an Answer to the second; of course and as a neces- 
sary consequence Such Commissions when renewed must be 
for seven years,

of addressing their regrets to Heaven on the anniversary of 
the decapitation of the last King of the French; and declaring 
his confidence that the Governor will do everything in his 
power to suppress a ceremony so odious in the eyes of his 
Republican Countrymen many of whom are also in the City. 

Copies of the Vice Consul’s letter and the Governor’s answer 
thereto were then transmitted to the Mayor of the City of 
Philadelphia with a request that some precautions may be 
taken for preserving the publice peace on the day which has 
been alluded to in the news papers.

made out but unpaid for and the total amount of acres com- 
prised in those warrants lying in the old and new purchase— 
with a general statement of the amount of the receipts of 
every description in the Land Office from the eighteenth day 
of January one thousand seven hundred and eighty one to 


the twentieth of December one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety three. 
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Tuesday, January. 21st 1793. [1794] 


The opinion of the Attorney General was requested in the 
case of Adam Melcher who purchased an Estate in Mont- 
gomery County which was said to have been forfeited to the 
use of the Commonwealth by the attainder of John Meredith 
of High Treason and the following questions were stated viz: 

Case for the opinion of the Attorney General. 
1st. James Meridith’s Will, dated the third day of February 
one thousand seven hundred and seventy four, executed in the 
presence of three witnesses, proved the sixteenth day of Feb- 
ruary, one thousand seven hundred and seventy five before 
the Register of Bucks, and letters of Administration were is- 
sued the sixteenth day of February one thousand seven hun- 
dred. and seventy five, to Thomas Meredith the sole Hxecutor. 
2nd, John Meredith, the testator’s son in the Will named was 
attainted by Proclamation dated the seventh day of July one 
thousand seven hundred and eighty, and his estate in a cer- 
tain property under the Will was sold by order of the Execu- 
tive Council, to Adam Melchor in the following manner and 
form. 

“One undivided fourth part of a Messuage Plantation an 
Tract of Land, situate and being in Lower Merion 'Township 
late of Philadelphia County, late the Estate of James Mere- 
dith deceased containing about sixty five acres. 

The terms of sale will be according to law as follows Vizt: 
One fourth part of the purchase money to be paid within ten 
days after the sale, or the premises again to revert to the 
state, and the bidder to forfeit one fourth part of the pur- 
chase the remainder thereof to be paid in one month after 
the sale and on a certificate being produced from the Agent 
of the payment of the purchase money a deed will be given 
as by law directed.” 

The purchase money will be payable in Gold, silver, paper 
money, of this State of the last emission, or depreciation cer- 
tificates of this State, funded or unfunded with the interest. 
8rd. The estate forfeited and sold is thus described in the Will 
“Item my will is and I do order that my Executorg shall as 
soon as conveniently may be after my decease make sale of 
all that my Messuage, Plantation and tract of Land situate 
and being in the township of Lower Merion in the County of 
Philadelphia in said province of Pennsylvania and I do here- 
by empower and authorise any Executor of this my last Will 
and Testament herein named to make a title or conveyance 
on the same in ffee simple to the purchasor or purchasors of 
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said Messuage, Plantation, or Tract of Land, I will to be 
divided into four equal shares, the first share thereof I give 
and bequeath to my said Son John Meredith, the second share 
hereof I give and bequeath to my said son Simon Meredith, 
the third share thereof, I give and bequeath to my said son 
Thomas Meredith, the fourth and last share thereof, I give 
and bequeath to my said son Hugh Meredith. 

4th, The estate in question never was sold by the Executors, 
according to the directors of the Will; and Adam Melchor the 
purchasor, under the State, applies for a Deed: Difficulties, 
however occur to the Governor, which induce him to propose 
the following questions for the opinion of the Attorney 
General. 

5th, What estate had John Meredith in the Premises, and 
how should the same be conveyed to Adam Melchor? 

6th, Whether it is incumbent on the State, to direct any sur- 
vey, or partition of the Premises, before making the convey- 
ance, and, if, so, which party, the public or Adam Melchor, 
must bear the expence? 





Wednesday, January. 22nd 1794. 

A Contract was this day concluded between the Governor 
in behalf of the Commonwealth, and John Ayres of the County 
of Dauphin for improving the Road over Peters Mountain 
from John Ayre’s farm to McCalls Tavern agreeably to the 
true intent and meaning of the Act of Assembly; the said 
John Ayres is to receive the sum of seven hundred and twenty 
dollars as a full compensation for all his expences and services 
in executing the said Contract. 





Thursday, January. 23rd 1794. 


An Act or Instrument for the incorporation, of the “Trustees 
of the Academy, for the Education of Youth in Lower Dublin 
Township, in the County of Philadelphia,” being presented to 
the Governor, and Judges of the Supreme Court, and Attorney 
Genera) of the Commonwealth, having duly certified that they 
have, respectively, perused and examined the same; and that 
they concur in opinion, that the objects articles, and condi- 
tions, thereof and therein set forth and contained are lawful. 
The Governor thereupon in pursuance of the Act of Assembly 
passed the sixth day of April 1791, entitled, “An Act to confer 
on certain associations of the Citizens of this Commonwealth: 
the powers and immunities of incorporation, or bodies politic 
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in law, in such case made and provided,” transmitted the said 
Jnustrument of Incorporation to Matthew Irwin, esqr Master 
of the Rolls, and required him to inroll the same. 

Joseph Irwin of West Conecocheague, and John Irwin of 
east Conecocheague, who were appointed on the fourteenth 
day of December last, to report the state of the Improve- 
ments made by James McLene, esquire, on the road through 
Nichols Gap, over the south Mountain; having on the third 
day of January last, reported that Mr McLene had fully com- 
pleated his Contract—the Governor this day ordered that the 
Bond entered into by the sureties of Mr McLene, should be 
cancelled, and the same was done accordingly.

A Copy of a letter from John Harrison, Ship-builder, stat- 
ing an Application has been made to open five port holes, 
on each side of a French Vessel, called the Citizen of Mar- 
Seilles, was this day transmitted to Henry Knox, esquire, 
Secretary at War, for the information of the President of the 
United States. 

Upon a Return of the last General Election of Coroners, 
held in and for the County of Bucks, being made according 
to law, Daniel Thomas was appointed and commissioned Cor- 
oner of the County of Bucks, and were accepted as his sure- 
ties, from whom the Recorder of said County was instructed 
to take the usual Bond, and from the Coroner, a Recognizance 
according to law. 

A Message from the Governor to both Houses of the Legis- 
lature, communicating some information received from the 
Master Warden, of the Port of Philadelphia, affording great 
reason to apprehend, that a pestilential fever now rages in 
several Islands of the West Indies, with which we maintain 
a considerable intercourse; and informing them that unléss 
some legislative provision is made, the Fort at Mud-island 
cannot be maintained many days longer, although the estab- 
lishment is now as necesary as at any former period.

I have perused and considered the statement containing the 
case of John Bell. 

It appears to me that I cannot with any propriety give 
my opinion, for, or against, the charge, assent to, or dissent 
from, the judgment of the Court. 

My disinclination to express my sentiments upon the ques- 
tions of law, that have been discussed does not arise from an 
unwillingness to hazard my thoughts upon the subject; but 
because I think it would be assuming to myself a kind of 
superintendenecy over sentences of Courts, which would be 
both indelicate and improper. 

Whether the person convicted be a proper object for the 
exercise of Mercy is altogether foreign to any interference 
expectable from me. 

I therefore return the papers, and must for the reasons I 
have stated decline adding to what the Council and the Judge 
have observed upon the occasion.

The Officers before mentioned were instructed to take all 
lawful measures under the Instructions of the Brigade In- 
spectors for engaging during the time prescribed the number 
of non-commissioned officers and Privates allotted to each 
Company, stipulating with them, that if in the judgment of 
the Governor their continuance in the service of the Com- 
monwealth shall be necessary after the expiration of the term 
of eight months they shall continue accordingly until the 
meeting of the Legislature, The Companies to be stationed at 
such places as the Brigade Inspectors shall direct, and in 
such proportions as they shall think best Calculated for de- 
fence: And the Brigade Inspectors were instructed among 
other things that if any unforeseen emergency should occur, 
or if the detachment under Captain Denney should stand in 
evident need of assistance and support they should make such 
general exertion of the Militia for repelling actual hostilities 
as the nature of the case may require upon the principles of 
the Governor’s letter of Instructions to the late County Lieu- 
tenants, dated the eighteenth day of March, one thousand 
seven hundred and ninety one.

A Message from the Governor to both Houses of the Legis- 
lature Communicating A Resolution of the Senate of the 
United States declaring the Election of Albert Gallatin to 
represent the State of Pennsylvania as a Senator to be void, 
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and recommending that the vacancy in an Office of so much 
importance to the Commonwealth may be filled with all con- 
venient dispatch 

Colonel Clement Biddle was requested to make an advance 
of one month’s pay to twenty five Privates, two Serjeants, 
and two Corporals, now about to March to Presqu’ isle under 
the command of Lieutenant John Hazlewood. 

A Copy of the Instructions to Captain Ebenezer Denny 
relatively to his detachment of Rangers for Presqu’-isle and 
of the Instructions to the Brigade Inspectors of Westmore- 
land Washington and Allegheny Counties with the instructions 
to the Officers were transmitted to the Commissioners William 
Irvin, Andrew Ellicott, and Albert Gallatin, Esquires, who 
were requested to proceed immediately in the execution of 
their work, according to law; and that they will as much 
as in them lies, promote peace, order and friendship with the 
peaceable Indians or British Garrisons. 

The Governor this day wrote a letter to John Adams, es- 
quire, Vice President of the United States and President of 
the Senate, acknowledging the reciept of the Resolution of 
that Body declaring the election of Albert Gallatin, esquire, 
to be void. 


Monday March 3rd 1794. 


The Secretary wrote a letter to Thomas B. Patterson es- 
quire, informing him of the necessity the Governor was under 
of requesting his acceptance of a Commission for the inferior 
rank of Lieutenant in the Allegheny Company, and assured 
him that the measure was not the effect of any dissatisfaction 
with his past conduct, or of any want of confidence in his 
future conduct. 


Wednesday March 5th 1794. 

The fine of thirty shillings, which was imposed by the 
Mayor’s Court, held in the City of Philadelphia, upon James 
Sweeney for an Assault and Battery, was this day remitted 
by the Governor. 

A Message from the Governor was presented to both Houses 
of the Legislature, by which he informed them, that he had 
approved and signed the following Acts of the General As- 
sembly and that he had directed the Secretary to return the 
same to the House of Representatives in which they origi- 
nated, vizt:

The Contract of John Murray, dated the first day of Novem- 
ber one thousand seven hundred and ninety one for opening 
and improving a Road from Harrisburgh through the nar- 
rows at the end of the Kittatinny Mountain and Peters Moun- 
tain and from thence the nearest and best course to the 
place where it will intersect the road leading from Harris- 
burgh to Sunbury, at or near Halifax; and his bond was 
this day cancelled, in consequence of a report from Stacy 
Potts and Robert Harris to the Governor, of his having fully 
completed his Contract. 


Saturday March 8th 1794. 


A Contract was this day concluded between the Governor; 
and John Nicholson, esquire, for opening and improving 4 
road from French Creek to Presquisle on Lake Erie; and 
for improving the navigation of French Creek from its mouth 
to the Portage, leading to Presquisle on Lake Erie; for 
which work when completed agreeably to Contract, and the 
true intent and meaning of the Legislature the said John 
Nicholson is to have and receive the sum of eight hundred 
pounds as a full compensation for All his services and ex- 
pences in executing this Contract, 





Monday, March 10th 1794. 

The Health Officer was instructed to order the Ship Com- 
manded by Captain Tisdale to be stationed at some place 
opposite Fort Mifflin, and to visit her with the Physician of 
the Port to ascertain the condition of her crew, and to di- 
rect that the vessel perform a reasonable quarantine ;—it 
having been represented that she is from the mole where a 
contagious disease prevails. 

The Governor upon consideration, this day approved and 
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signed an Act of the General Assembly, entitled, “An Act 
to revive part of the Act entitled A Supplement to an Act 
to prevent infectious diseases being brought into this pro- 
vince,” and the Secretary was directed to return the same 
to the House of Representatives in which it originated. 





Tuesday, March 11th 1794. 


The Health Officer was instructed to pay the most par- 
ticular attention to the duties of his office at this critical 
juncture to suffer no vessel to be brought up to the City on 
board of which there is any person sick till she has been 
examined from whatever quarter she may come and whatever 
may be the number of the crew, and if necessary to employ 
two assistants at a pay of three dollars per diem each until 
further orders, and also a boat with a sufficient number of 
hands for the purpose of visiting vessels. 

Instructions were also given to Captain John Rice to detain 
all vessels arriving from the West India Islands, New Orleans, 
and the Spanish Main or from any other places which the 
Health Officer shall report to him, opposite to Fort Mifflin 
in the stream of the River Delaware until the Health Officer 
shall grant a permit for their departure. 

An Act or Instrument for the incorporation of the Trustees 
of the Academy and Library of the Town of Canonsburgh in 
the County of Washington being presented to the Governor; 
and the Judges of the Supreme Court and Attorney General 
of the Commonwealth having duly certified that they have 
respectively perused and examined the same, and that they 
eoneur in opinion, that the objects articles and conditions 
thereof and therein set-forth and contained are lawful, the 
Governor thereupon in pursuance of the Act of Assembly 
passed the sixth day of April one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety one, entitled, “An Act to confer on certain Associa- 
tions of the Citizens of this Commonwealth the powers and 
immunities of incorporations or bodies politic in law,” in 
such case made and provided; transmitted the said Instru- 
ment of Incorporation to Matthew Irwin, esquire, Master of 
the Rolls and required him to inroll the same. 

On the application of Robert Ralston suggesting the pro- 
priety of appointing some Gentleman to succeed Mr. Sergeant 
as Counsel in the ejectment brought against Colonel Proctor 
for Hog-Island he was informed that there are three Cousels 
still engaged to support the interest of the Commonwealth 
in that cause. 
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The letter which was this day received from the Officers of 

the Land Office relative to the drawing of the donation Land 
Lottery, was transmitted to the Attorney General whose opin- 
ion was requested on the doubts which they have raised. 
. The opinion of the Attorney General respecting the claim 
‘of Charles Cecil to lands under old rights was transmitted to 
‘the Land Officers who were directed to proceed thereon ac- 
cording to law; taking the same for their guide, and they 
were informed that the claim of Charles Cecil was filed in 
time with the late Executive Council. 





Wednesday March 12th 1794. 
The Governor this day appointed Andrew Geyer Interpreter 
of the German Language to the Health Office of the Port 
of Philadelphia upon the recommendation of the German 
Society. 





Thursday March 13th 1794. 

A Message from the Governor to both houses of the Legis- 
lature informing them that on the twenty fifth day of Feb- 
ruary last a warrant was issued in favor of the President 
& Directors of the Bank of Pennsylvania for Seventy thou- 
sand dollars, and on this day another warrant for the sum 
of Fifty one thousand, two hundred and forty five dollars 
which sums complete the payment of the loan borrowed from. 
the Bank to discharge the amount of the State subscription 
to the Capital stock of that institution. 

Another Message was presented at the same time inform- 
ing the Legislature of the instructions given to the health 
Officer and the Commander of the fort on the eleventh in- 
stant relative to the Vessels coming from sickly ports per- 
forming a reasonable quarantine and communicating informa- 
tion received from the Agents of information relatively to 
the deficiency of the fund for improving the Road from 
Frankstown to Pittsburgh and recommending a further 
appropriation.

Saturday March 15th 1794. 
In consequence of information being received that a very 
dangerous and contagious Yellowfever now rages on, the 
Mole, and in other parts of the West India Islands, the 
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Health Officer was instructed to direct that all Vessels ar- 
riving from the West India Islands perform a reasonable 
guarantine in the stream of the river delaware opposite to 
Fort Mifflin not exceeding ten days. 

The opinion of the Attorney General on the business of 
drawing the Donation Land Lottery which was requested of 
him on the eleventh instant was now requested of him 
on the eleventh instant was now received as follows, vizt: 


Philadelphia March 15th 1794. 
Dear sir, 


It is difficult to reconcile the 1st and 2nd Sections of the 
Act to which you refer in your favor of the eleventh instant, 
the first implies that all the Lots are to be drawn out of the 
Wheels at the same time as well for those whose lots fell 
in the State of New York as those who have never yet 
drawn any. 

The 24 expressly directs that after having drawn a sufli- 
cient number of lots to indemnify the Officers and Soldiers 
aforesaid (referring I presume to those whose lots fell in 
New York State) they shall draw for the others as they 
shall apply. 

It appears to me that the spirit of the Act may be fully 
complied with by drawing all the Lots out of the Wheels at 
the same time, and that the second Section may be considered 
as referring to the choice to be made by the persons as they 
apply, and not to the drawing of the Lottery otherwise the 
second Section cannot be understood as consistent with 
the first,

The Governor this day granted a Pardon to Eleanor Hig- 
gins, now confined in the Jail of the County of Philadelphia, 
for Larceny, of which she was convicted, and sentenced to 
six months imprisonment at hard labour, and fined three 
pounds fourteen shillings. 





Wednesday, March 19th 1794. 


The Governor this day upon consideration, approved and 
signed the following Acts of the General Assembly, and di- 
rected the Secretary to return the same, to the House of 
Representatives, in which they originated, vizt: 

I. An Act to erect the Townships of Colebrookdale, Earl, 
District and Hereford in the County of Berks, in a sep- 
arate election district. 

II. An Act to authorize Edward Shymer to erect a dam 
on the north side of the river Lehigh, in the County of 
Northampton. 

III. A Supplement to the Act, entitled, “An Act to enable 
the Governor of this Commonwealth, to incorporate a 
Company for opening a Canal an lock navigation on the 
waters of Brandywine creek. 





Thursday, March 20th 1794. 


A Message from the Governor was presented to both Houses

of the State of North Carolina recently transmitted by the 
Governor of that State upon the subject to which the Amend- 
ment relates. 


Friday, March 21st 1794. 


The Governor wrote a circular letter to the Judges of the 
Supreme Court, Presidents, and Associate Judges of the Courts 
of Common Pleas, Prothonotaries, Majors General, Brigadiers 
General, and Brigade Inspectors of the Militia throughout the 
State on the present state of our national affairs relatively to 
the Belligerent Powers of Europe recommending a due observ- 
ance of the laws of that Government which is immediately 
intrusted with the national defence, and the establishment 
of the Militia of the State upon a respectable and efficient 
footing.

The Secretary at War having directed Samuel Hodgdon,

Monday, March 24th 1794. 


The Adjutant General was directed to inform Lieutenant 
Hazlewood that he is appointed to command a party consisting 
of two Serjeants two Corporals and twenty five privates 
drafted from the Artillery Company, to join the detachment 
which is formed agreeably to law for the purpose of carrying 
into effect the Act of Assembly for laying out a Town at 
Presqu’-isle, and to instruct him to proceed ag expeditiously 
as possible with his party to Pittsburgh where he will place 
himself under the Command of Captain Denny, the Captain 
of the detachment. 
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Tuesday, March 25th 1794, 


The Receiver General of the Land Office was furnished with 
a draft of the Town and Out-lots laid out at the mouth of 
Beaver. Creek in the County of Allegheny, with a copy of 
the Commissioners Report of the sales of said lots under 
orders from the Governor in pursuance of the Act of Assem- 
bly of the twenty eighth of September one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety one, and several documents relatively 
thereto and was instructed to receive the first payment for 
said Lots from the Commissioners, to publish an advertise- 
ment calling upon the purchasers to make the second pay- 
ments within three months from the date of such advertise- 
ment under the penalty of incurring the forfeiture of all 
monies previously paid; and that upon receiving the full pur- 
chase money, to certify the same, with the name of the 
purchaser and the description of their respective lots to the 
Governor, that Patents may thereupon issue accordingly to 
law. 





Wednesday March 26th 1794. 


Robert Brotherton, Robert Culbertson and James McCal- 
mont, esquires, were authorized and requested to view with 
all convenient dispatch to report the state of the improve- 
ments made in the Road laid out through Shippensburgh gap 
over the South Mountain leading towards York Town in com- 
pliance with the Contract which was formed on the tenth 
day of July one thousand seven hundred and ninety three, 
with William Boyd of the County of York. 

Upon the request and recommendation of the French Con- 
sul in favor of Savara Bass and Matthew Traill who were 
convicted of Larceny each on two Indictments, and sentenced 
for the first offence each to pay a fine of twenty one pounds 
eleven shillings and suffer twelve months imprisonment at 
hard labour, and for the second offence to pay the sum of 
Thirty seven pounds ten shillings each and to suffer two years 
imprisonment at hard labour, The Governor granted pardons 
to them respectively. 

Two letters were written to Captain John Rice instructing 
him not to permit any vessel bound to any foreign port to 
pass the Fort unless furnished with a special passport from 
the President of the United States expressed in writing or a 
passport from the Governor in order to carry into full effect 
the suspension of trade, with foreign Nations directed by a 
Resolution of Congress, and the regulations of the President 
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of the United States on the subject communicated by the 
Secretary at War, to the Governor this day. 





Wednesday March 27th 1794. 


Additional Instructions were this day issued to Captain 
John Rice, that all armed Vessels possessing public Commis- 
sions from any foreign power (letters of Marque excepted) 
are to be considered as liable to an embargo—and copies of 
the instructions issued to Captain Rice yesterday, and this 
day, were then transmitted to the President of the United 
States for his information. 

The Governor granted a Pardon to John Bell who was con- 
viected at a Court of Oyer and Terminer held in Washington 
County in December one thousand seven hundred and ninety 
three of Murder, on condition of his giving good and suffi- 
cient security to be approved of by the said Court to be of 
good behaviour during such time as the Court shall direct. 





Thursday March 28th 1794. 


A Subpena having been served upon the Deputy Secretary 
for the purpose of procuring an original Power of Attorney 
which was deposited in the donation Land Office charged to 
be forged, the Secretary wrote a letter to the Attorney Gen- 
eral inclosing the power of Attorney—with a request to re- 
turn the same when the trial between the Commonwealth and 
John Sheppard who stands charged in the County of Cumber- 
land with haying committed the said forgery. 

~Upon application and recommendation, Samuel Murphey 
was appointed and commissioned Lieutenant of the Allegheny 
Company of Rangers in the room of: Thomas B. Patterson 
who declined to accept the same, James Patterson Ensign of 
the same company in the room of Samuel Murphy promoted 
and Stephen Mehaffy Ensign of the Westmoreland Company 
in room of James McCoomb who declines to aceept,—of which 
appointments the said Gentlemen were informed by letter 
from the Governor—as also the Brigade Inspectors of the 
Counties of Westmoreland and Allegheny. 

The pardon which was vesterday granted to John Bell, was 
now inclosed to David Redick, esqr., Prothonotary of Wash- 
ington County, with a request, that he would attend to the 
condition of it, and consult Judge Addison as to the mode 
of carrying it into effect. 


GOVERNOR THOMAS MIFFLIN 743 


The Governor being informed that Lieutenant Hazlewood 
has been arrested for debt on his march this day informed him 
that the public service will not admit of any delay and that 
he has authorised Mr McCtucheon provisionally to take com- 
mand of the detachment and that he Lieutenant Hazlewood 
will no doubt perceive the propriety of resigning in case he 
should not be in a situation to march immediately upon the 
receipt of the letter. 

A Letter was then written to Samuel McCutaheon inform- 
ing him of the said arrest, and authorizing him to take the 
command of the Corps in case Lieutenant Hazlewood should 
not be able to proceed. 

The Governor informed the President of the United States 
of his readiness to undertake the trust of carrying into effect 
the law of the United States relatively to the fortifications of 
the Ports and Harbours therein mentioned communicating 
by the Secretary at War, so far ag respects the fortifications 
at Mud-island, and the general direction of the Militia of 
this State and at the same time transmitted for his informa- 
tion a copy of an Act of the Legislature of this State for 
the defence of the frontiers of an Act for the laying out a 
Town at Presqu’-isle and copies of the proceedings which 
have been instituted for the purpose of carrying those laws 
into effect also a statement of the number and condition 
of the cannon belonging to Pennsylvania at Fort Mifflin. 

A Patent was this day signed by the Governor and issued 
to Colonel Ephraim Blaine for City Lots number 1702 and 
1703 purchased the eleventh day of April one thousand seven 
hundred and eighty two, for two hundred and fifty five 
pounds situate on the West side of Beach Street at the dis- 
tance of one hundred and fifty six feet fromthe North side of 
Spruce Street, containing in breadth on Beach Street one 
Hundred and forty four feet, and running into the River 
Schuylkill to low water mark. 

Gilbert Rodman was appointed and commissioned to be a 
Justice of the peace for the district of Warwick and Buck- 
ingham Townships in the County of Bucks in compliance with 
a respectable recommendation. 





Monday March 31st 1794. 
The Health Officer was instructed to enforce a strict ob- 
servance of the regulations respecting the Health Office espe-

remain at their stations until the term of quarantine shall 
be fully expired and in order the more certainly to enforce 
a compliance, that he cause the Captain or Master of the 
Vessel to enter into bond in the penalty of One thousand 
dollars conditioned faithfully to compliance with these in- 
structions and in case of refusal that the Health Officer take 
measure for preventing a violation of them. 

A Message from the Governor was presented to both 
Houses of the Legislature stating the necessity of taking 
every proper precaution for placing our Militia on an efficient 
footing and if the proposition now before Congress for raising 
a body of the Militia of the United States should be adopted 
provision should be made for arming and equiping the 
quota that will be required from this State. And at the

A Letter from the Attorney General respecting the Appeal 
of Stephen Shewell was this day received, and is as fol- 
lows vizt: 


Philadelphia April Sth 1794. 
Dear Sir, 


The appeal of Stephen Shewell from the Settlement of his 
accounts by the Comptroller and Register General, was tried 
last week in the Supreme Court. 

The appeal was founded on two exceptions. 

1. That for a quantity of Salt. taken by order of the 
Convention in 1776, a sufficient price had not be allowed. 

2. That a charge of four hundred Bushels of Salt taken 
in 1779, had been rejected and wholly disallowed. 

The Court were of Opinion that for the first quantity a 
reasonable price had not been allowed. 

That the proofs were not sufficient to shew, that the four 
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hundred Bushels taken in 1779, were taken by order of the 
State or came to the use of the State. 

The Jury accordingly allowed nothing for the four hundred 
Bushels, and but gave their verdict for one thousand seven 
hundred and forty four Dollars, against the State as a further 
Compensation for the first quantity of Salt taken in 1776. 

I mention the amount of the Verdict but from memory, but 
believe I am nearly accurate.

In consequence of a riotous appearance of a considerable 
body of British Seamen parol orders were given this day by 
the Governor to the Adjutant General for drafting a party 
from the Militia; but the seamen having afterwards dispersed 
the Adjutant General was instructed to dismiss the party 
with the Governor’s thanks for their punctual attendance, 
except twelve men from the Artillery and twenty five men 
from the Infantry who are to be stationed with two field 
pieces at the State House until further orders.

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The fine of ten pounds, which was imposed, by a Court of 
General Quarter Sessions of the Peace of Lancaster County, 
upon Daniel Killock upon being convicted of Fornication 
was this day remitted by the Governor in compliance with a 
respectable recommendation. 

An Act or Instrument for the Incorporation of the Trustees 
of the Union Academy in the Borough of Easton in the County 
of Northampton being presented to the Governor and the 
Judges of the Supreme Court and the Attorney General of 
the Commonwealth having duly certified that they have re- 
spectively perused and examined the same, and that they 
concur in opinion, that the objects, articles and conditions 
thereof and therein set forth and contained are lawful; The 
Governor thereupon in pursuance of the Act of Assembly 
passed the sixth day of April one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety one, entitled, “An Act to confer on certain As- 
sociations of the Citizens of this Commonwealth the powers 
and immunities of Incorporations or bodies Politic in law in 
such, case made and provided, transmitted the said Act or In- 
strument of Incorporation to Matthew Irwin, esquire, Mas- 
ter of the Rolls, and required him to inroll the same.

sons a statement of the evidence, on which the complaint is 
founded in order that the Governor may be able to decide on 
the validity of the Hlection.

A Contract was this day concluded between the Governor 
and Jesse Fell for improving a Road from Wilkesbarre to Wya- 
lusing for which work when compleated agreeably to the said 
Contract, and the true intent and meaning of the Act of the 
Legislature, the said Jesse Fell is to receive the sum of 
thirteen hundred pounds in full of all services and expences 
in executing the said contract. 

John Campbell, John Rippey, Stephen McKinley, James Tay- 
lor, and James Loag of the County of York were this day 
authorized and requested by the Governor to view ascertain 
and report to him the most eligible ground for a road from 
McCalls or Newberry’s ferry on Susquehanna river so as to 
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intersect the road leading from York Town to Peach Bottom 
ferry between William Daugherty’s and Charles William Por- 
ters on, the said Road with the courses and distances and the 
improvements necessary to be made for rendering it a good 
and permanent Waggon Road. 

Major L’ Enfants plan for the fortification of the River 
Delaware,—being considered by the Governor and Secretary at 
War,—that part of the plan which relates to fortifying the 
bank to the eastward of Mud-island marked with the C re- 
ceived their approbation, and Major L’Enfant was directed 
to prepare his plan and estimates, so that the work may be 
undertaken as soon as possible. 





Thursday April 24th 1794. 

The fine of Fifty pounds which was imposed by the Court 
of General Quarter Sessions of the Peace of the County of 
Laneaster upon Christian Shenk for an assault an Battery 
upon Bernard Hubley was this day remitted by the Governor, 
in compliance with a respectable recommendation. 

The Governor this day signified to the Surveyor General 
his approbation of the steps taken by him for revoking the 
appointment of Ennion Williams as a Deputy Surveyor for the 
reasons assigned by the Surveyor General. 

A Copy of the Health Office law, was this day transmitted 
to the Mayor of the City of Philadelphia who was requested 
to be particularly attentive in the first instance to the choice 
of Inspectors under the said Act.

An Act or Instrument signed by the Governor authorizing 
and requiring the Comptroller General and Register Gen- 
eral, to enter the sum of One thousand eight hundred and five 
dollars and fifty four cents in favor of Stephen Shewell in 
the Books of their respective Offices was this day issued in 
the following words, to wit, 


Thomas Mifflin Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, To John Donnaldson Comptroller Gen- 
eral and Jonathan Bayard Smith Register General of 
the said Commonwealth. Greeting: 


Whereas Thomas McKean Esquire, Chief Justice and Ed- 
ward Shippen and Thomas Smith esquires two of the Justices 
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of the Supreme Court of this Commonwealth, have duly cer- 
tified to me, by an instrument in writing under their hands 
and seals respectively, bearing date the twenty second day of 
April instant. 

“That at a Court of Nisi Prius held at Philadelphia in Phila- 
delphia County the fourth day of April instant before the 
Honorable Thomas McKean, esquire, Doctor of Laws Chief 
Justice and the Honorable Edward Shippen Hsquire, Doctor 
of Laws one of the Justices of the said Supreme Court an 
Appeal of Stephen Shewell from the settlement of his account 
by the Comptroller General duly made and entered according 
to law, was tried and a Verdict given by a Jury of the 
Country in favor of the said Stephen Shewell against the said 
Commonwealth for the sum of One thousand, seven hundred 
and forty two dollars and five cents, with six cents costs be- 
sides the costs expended, and that at a Supreme Court held 
at Philadelphia for the said Commonwealth the seventh day 
of April instant, the said Verdict was confirmed by the same 
Court, and the Sum of Twenty three pounds nine shillings 
at Costs of increase adjudged to the said Stephen Shewell to 
be paid to him by the said Commonwealth.” Now therefore 
this is to require you and each of you, that in pursuance of 
An Act of the General Assembly, of this Commonwealth, in 
such case made and provided, you do forthwith enter the 
amount of the said sum of One thousand seven hundred and 
forty two dollars and five cents, with six cents costs and the 
said sum of twenty three pounds nine shillings as costs of 
increase amounting in the whole to the sum of One thousand 
eight hundred and five dollars and fifty four cents so as 
aforesaid certified by the said Justices of the Supreme Court, 
to be due to the said Stephen Shewell in the books of your 
respective offices; and thereupon proceed according to law.

A Memorial and corresponding vouchers exhibited by Colonel 
Valentine Eckert relatively to the purchase of a forfeited 
estate supposed to have been the estate of Alexander Barthram 
in Northumbrland County were this day transmitted to the 
Attorney General who was requested to state to the Gover- 
nor his opinion on the merits of the case. 

A Copy of the Act of Assembly passed during the late 
Session relatively to the Land Office, and sundry questions 
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stated by the Land Officers were transmitted at the same time 
to the Attorney General for his opinion thereon. 

Letters were this day written to General John Wilkins 
and Captain Ebenezer Denny, at Pittsburgh approving of their 
exertions to promote the object of Government in laying out 
a Town at Presqu’-isle. 

A Question ‘whether a debt of One thousand and six hun- 
dred pounds incurred for materials and work for the Presi- 
dent’s House prior to the appropriation of Twenty five thou- 
sand dollars granted by the late Act of Assembly for finishing 
the said House can be paid out of the said appropriation,” 
was this day submitted for the consideration and opinion of 
the Attorney General. 

Richard Wells, Francis Gurney, and Jacob Hiltzeimer, es- 
quires, Agents for building the President’s House, were re- 
quested as soon as may be to issue a proper advertisement in- 
viting proposals for finishing the President’s House for the 
sum granted by the Legislature; and submit the same with 
their opinion on the respective terms for the consideration of 
the Governor. 


Monday April 28th 1794. 

An opinion of the Attorney General in answer to the ques- 
tion which was stated on the twenty-fifth instant relatively 
to the appropriation of Twenty five thousand dollars for 
furnishing the President’s House, and also respecting the 
Land Office; and a forfeited estate purchased by Valentine 
Eckhart was now received and a copy thereof transmitted 
to Richard Wells, Francis Gurney and Jacob Hiltzeimer, es- 
quires, the Agents.—the opinion is as follows, vizt 
Dear Sir, 

It appears to me that the Act of which you enclosed me 
a copy in your favor of the twenty fifth instant, does not 
authorise a payment of a debt previously incurred, 

The Constitution has provided that not monies shall be 
drawn from the Treasury without appropriations by law, this 
salutary Check upon the executive is of importance strictly 
to observe. 

The sixth Section of the Act to which you refer contem- 
plates only expences to be incurred, it has no retrospect, our 
Assemblies meet often a Casus Omissus may be supplied by 
them but cannot be by the Governor. 

The case of Mr Eckart does not fall at all, under the author- 
ity of the Executive, if the the purchaser of a confiscated es- 
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tate is evicted application must be made to the Supreme Court 
who will direct an Inquisition of the value upon which a 
certificate will issue as unfunded debt to be provided for by 
the Legislature. 


The Land Office law is of difficult Interpretation, I am ob- 
liged to answer the question suddenly. 


A present I am of opinion 

1 That the Secretary of the Land Office may receive ap- 
plications in the old purchases previous to and of the year 
one thousand seven hundred and sixty eight, after the fif- 
teenth of June next, nor does this Act ascertain how long 
they may remain on the Files unpaid for. The Receiver Gen- 
eral may receive the balance as usual. 

2: I conceive the Receiver General may receive balances as 
well in money in payment for Warrants issued for lands on 
the West side of Allegheny river on which settlements and 
improvements are made. 

3: I am of Opinion that Warrants may issue after the 
passing of this Act in what has been called the 18 Districts 
where balances are allowed to be tendered in payment. 

4: J rather think the words “to whom &c” are to be con- 
strued with the law of 1784, on this subject and that the 
present Act includes only balance between the law of 1784, and 
the twenty ninth of March one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety two. 

I cannot but regret the obscurity of the law,

A Copy of the said Opinion of the Attorney General on the 
several questions proposed by the Land Officers in their letter 
of the twenty fourth instant and transmitted to him by the 
Governor on the twenty fifth was now received, and a copy 
thereof transmitted to the said Officers for their Guidance. 

In the case of Duncan McLawren who was charged with 
stealing some property belonging to Messieurs Wignel and 
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Reinagle—the Attorney General was requested (that if he 
can see no particular cause of objection a Noli Proseque in 
favor of the said Duncan McLawren. 


The Secretary by direction of the Governor wrote a letter 
to Lieutenant James Thompson of the Artillery Regiment of 
this City in which he expressed the wish of the Governor 
that Lieutenant Thompson would take advantage of this 
communication to enter into an honorable compromise with 
Captain Woodsides; and at the same time informed Captain 
Woodsides thereof, expressed a hope that in consequence of 
the said letter he will receive a reasonable satisfaction with- 
out troubling the Governor to convene a Court Matrial to sit 
on the conduct of Lieutenant Thompson but should that not 
be the case the necessary orders will be immediately issued. 


The Governor this day approved of the appointment of 
John Brodhead as a Duputy Surveyor of District No 6 “be- 
ginning at the South East Corner of district No 5, granted 
to William P. Brady and from thence extending by the same 
North to the Northern boundary of Pennsylvania, from thence 
due West until it intersects a North line from Conewango 
Creek, and South by the same to Allegheny River, thence 
down the same by the several courses thereof until the in- 
tersection of the line of the purchase of one thousand seven 
hundred and sixty eight, thence Hastwardly by the same to 
the place of beginning,” in the room of Ennion Williams who 
has been removed from his Office: and accepted Garrett Brod- 
head and Jonas Hartzell as his sureties, whereupon a Bond 
was executed in due form. 

The Governor this day took into consideration the Act 
of Assembly lately passed for establishing an Health Office 
and thereupon made the following appointments, to wit, James 
Mease to be Resident Physician, Samuel Duffield Consulting 
Physician and William Allen to be Health Officer, to whom 
Commissions were issued in due form. 





Tuesday April 29th 1794. 

The Governor this day approved of the Surveyor General’s 
appointment of James Ross, esquire, to be Deputy Surveyor 
“of all that part of the purchase of one thousand seven hun- 
dred and sixty eight situate as follows, to wit, bounded to the 
Northward by the line of said purchase to the Westward by 
the Allegheny River, to the Southward by Kiscominetas and 
Stony Creek to the Laurell hill and along the said hill to the 
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boundary of a district granted to George Woods junior es- 
quire, and from thence Northward by the same to the place 
of beginning.” And accepted Alexander Scott and James Old 
as his sureties from whom a Bond was taken in due form. 

The Proprositions of Major L’Enfant for fortifying the 
River Delaware as connected with the security of the City of 
Philadelphia, and particularly his plan for fortifying Mud- 
island, being considered by the Governor and Secretary at 
War -instructions signed by them were this day issued to 
Major L’Enfant in the following words, to wit, 
Sir 

We have generally taken into consideration your proposi- 
tions for fortifying the river Delaware as connected with the 
security of the City of Philadelphia and we have particularly 
attended to your plan, for fortifying Mud-island. Were there 
no works at that Island we should approve and probably 
adopt your ideas. But a consideration of the following cir- 
cumstances induces us to be of opinion that the present work 
ought to remain, and that the new works should conform to it 
in the manner which upon mature consideration shall under 
existing circumstances shall conduce to the best possible de- 
fence of the place. 
1. The present parapet being formed of Stone and having an 
excellent foundation will be durable. It were to be wished 
that the form of it were different. But it possesses faces 
looking well down the River sufficient probably to mount 
twenty two Cannon the number you propose for the new bat- 
tery especially if they have, as we conceive they ought to 
have the new sea coast carriages used in France. In addi- 
tion to this number it is conceived lower batteries may be 
easily constructed in the front of the present work for ten 
or twelve cannons. 
2d The objection to the present works being infiladed by Hog- 
Island we conceive may be guarded against by traverses or 
better considering the distance than the proposed works could 
be guarded against from Province Island. 
3d The sum allowed by law is so small, that we must oecono- 
mize all our means. 

These reasons. constrain us to direct, 
1. That the present work be prepared in the best manner 
for a battery with the new sea coast carriages. 
2nd That a lower battery be constructed in front of the pres- 
ent work. 
38. That flanks and traverses be constructed so as to prevent 
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in the best manner the nature of the case will admit, the said 
works from being enfiladed. 

4. That a redoubt or fort in the rear of the said works be 
constructed so as best to secure the said batteries and also 
defend itself from any attack. 

5. That that a work of the nature you propose be traced at 
present on Province Island leaving the arrection to some fu- 
ture time. 

6. That the wharf fort you propose is cordially adopted to 
be estimated and vigorously and promptly executed. 

7. That furnaces to be contemplated for red hot shot as well 
on Mud island as the proposed wharf battery. 

8. That a plan and estimate be prepared of a large float- 
ing battery to mount twelve heavy cannons and howitzers to 
be moored with strong chains in the centre of the Channel 
between Mud island and the Fort. 

We desire that you would in conformity to former direc- 
tions, prepare estimates for these several objects, and make 
the requisitions for materials and labour on Tench Francis, 
so that the works may be put into immediate train of execu- 
tion.

Lieutenant James Thompson of the Artillery having ex- 
hibited certain accounts for expences incurred by his Com- 
pany in returning a salute on the arrival of a French Frigate 
in this port in August last, the same were referred to Clement 
Biddle, esquire, for settlement, it being the opinion of the 
Governor that the expences may be properly included in the 
‘Contingencies of Fort Mifflin. 

By direction of the Governor, the Secretary informed Tench 
Francis, esquire, in answer to his proposition for removing 
and selling the Stone forming a part of the present works 
at Fort Mifflin and cutting off a portion of Mud-island for 
the conveniency of carrying on the proposed fortifications 
at that place that the custody and disposal of the Stone has 
been given to Colonel Clement Biddle; and that the Governor 
does not conceive it would be proper to destroy any part 
of the Island, nor indeed that he has any power to authorize 
a measure of that kind. 


The President of the United States having this day made 
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a requisition for organizing, arming and equipping, Ten thou- 
sand seven hundred and sixty eight of the Militia of this 
State, Officers included, agreeably to the Act of Congress 
entitled, “An Act directing a detachment of the Militia of 
the United States” the Governor instructed the Adjutant 
General of the Militia immediately to issue general Orders 
to the Brigade Inspectors of the several Counties through- 
out this State for drafting, mustering and organizing accord- 
ing to law the quota of this respective Brigades, as follows 
vizt; ;

The ration of provisions to consist of one pound of beef, or 
three quarters of a pound of pork, one pound of bread or flour, 
half a gill of rum, brandy, or whiskey or the value thereof at 
the contract price where the same shall become due, and at 
the rate of one quart of salt, two quarts of vinegar, two pounds 
of soap, and one pound of Candles to every hundred rations. 

And in order that the whole of the Militia of this State 
(tho’ not comprised within the requisition may be organized 
armed and equipped according to the Acts of Congress and 
the General Assembly the Adjutant General was further in- 
structed to call on the several Brigade Inspectors for an im- 
mediate return of the number of inrolled Militia and of the 
quantity of public arms, ammunition and equipments in their 
custody, to direct the penalties to be strictly enforced against 
every delinquent, who shall neglect either to attend on the 
days of muster or to provide the arms and equipments which 
the law requires, and to use the utmost dispatch in executing 
these instructions ; 

The Adjutant General in a separate communication was 
farther instructed to take measures for enforcing a compliance 
as far as is practicable with that part of the law which en- 
joins it as a duty upon every man not, especially exempted to 
provide his own arms and accoutrements; but he was in- 
formed at the same tithe that an immediate want of arms and 
accoutrements must not be made an impediment to the or- 
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ganization of the detachment in every other respect, because 
if the mode prescribed by law for arming and equipping the 
Militia should prove ineffectual the Governor will eventually 
deem it incumbent on him in a service of so much importance 
to require the particular aid of the legislature, 


Tuesday May 20th 1794. 


The Governor this day accepted the resignation of Richard 
Backhouse, esquire, as an Associate Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas for the County of Bucks and at the same time 
appointed and commissioned Francis Murray to fill the said 
vacaney to take rank according to the date of his Commission.

Thursday May 22nd 1794. 


The Inspectors of the Health Office having stated to the 
Governor among other things the want of a competent fund to 
defray the incidental expences of their-trust and carrying 
into effect the regulations upon the subject of the Health 
Office the Governor this day informed the Board that it is 
not in his power to supply the actual deficiency, as no money 
can be drawn from the Treasury, without a previous appro- 
priation by law at the same time suggesting to them that it 
may be safe and advisable to raise by way of Loan as much 
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money as the essential business of the institution shall be 
deemed unavoidably and immediately to require and keep an 
account of the Expenditure, assuring them that he will present 
the strongest recommendation to the General Assembly at 
their next session for a corresponding appropriation. 





Friday, May 23rd 1794. 


A Warrant was this day issued authorizing and requiring 
the Comptroller General and Register General to enter the 
sum of Eighteen pounds eighteen shillings and four pence in 
their respective Books in favor of William Mitchell, esquire, 
of the County of York, certified by the Justices McKean and 
Yeates to be due to him, and thereupon proceed according to 
law, The Warrant was in the following words, to wit,

given by a Jury of the County in favor of the said William 
Mitchell against the Commonwealth on the said appeal which 
Verdict afterwards at a Supreme Court held at Philadelphia 
for the State of Pennsylvania on the second day of Septem- 
ber then next following was confirmed by the said Supreme 
Court. We further certify that on motion made in the same 
term by Jared Ingersoll esqr. Attorney General of the said 
Commonwealth a Rule to shew cause was made why a new 
trial should not be granted and that on Agreement at April

as General Wilkins and the Brigade Inspectors shall agree 
upon: And the said Brigade Inspectors were requested in 
this as well as every other arrangement relatively to the 
Presqu’-isle object to pay particular attention to the opinion 
and advice of General William Irvine. 

Copies of the Circular letter to the Brigade Inspectors of 
the said Counties containing the orders for drafting one thou- 
sand Militia from the said Counties were transmitted to Briga- 
dier General John Wilkins, and Major General William 
Irwine requesting their particular attention to the arrange- 
ments to be made on this occasion, the Governor at the same 
time acknowledged the receipt of the letter from General 
Wilkins of the eleventh current giving information of the 
murder of a friendly Indian. 

A Copy of the letter from General Wilkins relatively to 
the murder of the said friendly Indian and the prospect of 
opposition from the British Troops in laying out a Town at 
Presqu’-isle was transmitted to Henry Knox Secretary at 
War for the information of the President of the United 
States. 

By direction of the Governor the Secretary of the Com- 
monweaith transmitted the several documents relatively to 
the late murder of a friendly Indian to the Attorney General, 
who was requested to take the earliest and most effectual 
measures to demonstrate the interest which our Government 
takes in punishing such offences. 


Saturday 24th 1794. 

The President of the United States was informed by the 
Governor of the orders which were issued yesterday for 
drafting one thousand Militia from the Western Brigades for 
the purpose of protecting the Commissioners who are au- 
thorized to lay out a Town at Beaver Creek. 

The Secretary acknowledged, the receipt of the twelfth cur- 
rent from Alexander Addison, esquire, on a private communi- 
cation of his letter to the President on the subject of the 
Excise. 

The Governor this day at the particular instance and re- 
quest of the President of the United States wrote a circular 
letter to the Brigade Inspectors of the Counties of Westmore- 
land, Washington Fayette and Allegheny informing them that 
for the present he is induced to suspend for the present the 
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execution of the Act of the General Assembly for laying out 
a town at Presqu’-isle and directing them to consider his 
orders for drafting One thousand Militia intended to support 
the detachment under Captain Denny’s Command as recinded 
by the said Circular letter at the same time not meaning to 
withdraw or impair the general authority which he has 
heretofore given for embodying in cases of emergency a force 
of the Militia competent to repel any threatned or actual inva- 
sion and hostility. 

Letters were at the same time written by the Governor to 
the commissioners for laying out a Town at Presqu’-isle to 
Brigadier John Wilkins junior and to Captain Ebenezer Denny 
on the subject of the said suspension in which letters were 
inclosed copies of the letter from the Secretary at War writ- 
ten at the particular request of the President for the said 
suspension. 


Monday May 26th 1794. 
The Governor this day informed the President of the 
United States of the reasons which induced him to issue 
orders for suspending the establishment at Presqu’-isle in 
compliance with his request. 


Tuesday May 27th 1794. 

The Governor this day accepted the resignation of John 
Patton, esquire, of his Office of Justice of the Peace in and 
for the County of Huntingdon. 

In compliance with the request of Judge Addison a copy 
of his letter dated the twelfth current in explanation of the 
extract communicated on the eighteenth day of April last 
relatively to the collection of the excise in the Western Coun- 
ties was now transmitted to the President of the Uuited 
States in order that the opinion of the Judge on that subject 
may be clearly understood. 

The Governor having agreeably to an Act of Assembly of 
the eighteenth of last month draw warrants in favor of thir- 
teen persons to whom loans were made in the County of 
Mifflin agreeably to the Act of Assembly for erecting a Loan 
Office for the sum of Five: hundred thousand dollars the State 
Treasurer was requested to procure the amount of each War- 
rant in Bank Post Notes in order that the same may be 
forwarded to the Prothonotary of the said County agreeably
